The landed gentry with their seats and arms as given on Robert Plot's Map (1680) 
and in The Natural History of Stafford-shire (1686)

The principal purposes of this publication are to make available to a wider public that information 
collected by Plot regarding the Staffordshire Landed Gentry, particularly their seats and their coats of arms, and 
to identify the individual head of each family generally only identified by surname by Plot. In addition an attempt 
has been made to identify the family seats in the assessments for the 1666 hearth tax. 

A short introduction regarding Plot, his collaborators, his map and book is followed by an alphabetical 
list of those gentry families appearing on the map. There a brief description of each family is given based on 
information collected by me for a forthcoming work Staffordshire Landed Gentry 1086-1680 in which 
publication fuller references will be found. Certainly there will be many errors of commisssion and omission and 
I will be pleased to hear of these. 

There are two appendices. ONE: A LIST OF PLATES OR TABLES To whom dedicated / location / 
subject / signature. TWO: AN INDEX OF SOME OTHER NAMES IN PLOT. 


Introduction 

Robert Plot was christened on 13 December 1640 in the village of Borden, Kent where his father Robert 
Plot c1606-1669 had a small estate known as Sutton Baron which he was later to inherit. He was educated at 
Wye and from 1658 at Magdalen and University Halls, Oxford where he gained his B.A. in 1661, M.A. in 1664, 
and both B.C.L. and D.C.L. (otherwise LL.D.) in 1671. He published The Natural History of Oxford-shire in 1677 
and The Natural History of Stafford-shire in 1686. In 1683 he was elected the first Keeper of the Ashmolean 
Museum and a Professor of Chemistry at Oxford both positions being mentioned on the title page of his Stafford- 
shire. Later he became Historiographer Royal and held office as Mowbray Herald Extraordinary. He died "of the 
stone" on 30 April 1696 and was buried at Borden. By his wife, whom he married on 21 August 1690 at 
Canterbury, Rebecca Sherwood c1662-1713 2nd daughter of Ralph Sherwood of London citizen and grocer 
1625-1706 he had two sons Robert and Ralph Sherwood Plot. [DNB] [Erdeswick (1844)] [Simms (1894)] 

Michael Burghers was born about 1653 at Amsterdam and settled in Oxford about 1673. He engraved 
the print in the Oxford University Almanac for 1676 and built a considerable reputation as an engraver and 
draughtsman becoming Sculptor to Oxford University in 1692. He engraved the map and other plates for The 
Natural History of Oxford-shire (1677) and 35 of the 37 plates (but not the map) for The Natural History of 
Stafford-shire (1686). He signs variously MBurghers (23 times), MBurgesse (3), MBurgesses (1), MBurg (3), MB 
(1), Burghers (3) and Burgh (1). He died on 10 January 1726.7. [DNB] 

Plot mentions in passing on page 300 "... the ingenious Joseph Brown of Woodchester in Glocestershire, 
(the excellent Graver of the Map of this County) ...". S.A.H. Burne discovered two entries in the parish register 
of Woodchester "Joseph Browne, son of Joseph Browne buried" on 16 July 1684 and the marriage in 1712 of 
Edmund Browne of Rodborough, Glos a barrister with antiquarian leanings. Both these entries were entered in a 
fine calligrapher's hand. In Bryan's Dictionary of Painters And Engravers (1873) is the following entry: 
"BROWNE, JOSEPH. By this engraver, who resided at Tedbury about the year 1676, we have a portrait of 
Richard Collins, an officer of Excise, of Bristol. It was prefixed to his Gauger's Vade Mecum, published in 1677, 
and is now become scarce." Perhaps Tetbury in Gloucestershire is here intended and this could be the same 
man. [Burne (1965)] 

Gregory King was born on 15 December 1648 in Lichfield son of Gregory King and Elizabeth daughter of 
J. Andrews of Sandwich, Kent. His father was a competent surveyor and mathematician. He studied at Lichfield 
Grammar School under Thomas Bevans and was then recruited by William Dugdale to assist in his visitations in 
the years 1662-6. About 1669 he transcribed the family muniments of Walter Chetwynd of Ingestre. In the early 
1670s he gained experience in surveying and engraving maps, produced maps of Ipswich and Malden about 
1672 and of Westminster in 1675. He was appointed an agent for John Adams' projected large map of England. 
In his note book he proposed to produce a map of Staffordshire in March of 1679.80 and with William Gent, had 
produced part of it by early 1681. In his note book he also refers as early as December 1680 to the total number 
of names (851 in all) in Dr. Plot's alphabet to his map of Staffordshire. Meanwhile he had been appointed Rouge 
Dragon Pursuivant in 1677, become Registrar of the College of Arms in 1684 and Lancaster Herald in 1690. He 
died on 29 August 1712 in London and was buried at St Benet Pauls Wharf where was a monument to him. He 
married twice, on 1 July 1674 to Ann daughter of John Powell of Firley in Forthampton, Glos, and again in 1701 
(most probably on 17 February at Winchcomb, Glos to Frances Graham although other sources call her Frances 
Grattan or Grattam). He had no surviving children. [Burne (1965)] [DNB] [Erdeswick (1844)] [SHC 1919] 
[Simms (1894)] 

Walter Chetwynd of Ingestre Esquire was born in May 1633 the only child of Walter Chetwynd of 
Ingestre 1598-1669 and Frances daughter and eventual heir of Edward Haselrigg of Arthingworth, Northants. 
He was admitted to the Middle Temple on 2 December 1651. He was a Commissioner of Assessment for the 
county 1661-80 and Deputy Lieutenant 1661-80 and again 1689 until his death. About 1663 he was described as 
"About 30. £600 in present. £2,000 per intreversion. Loyall and orthodox. Sober and prudent. ...". He served as a 
J.P. and was Sheriff in November 1668 and in 1684-5. He rebuilt Ingestre church 1673-7. He represented 
Stafford in four parliaments 3 February 1674, March 1679, 1685 and 1690. Having made extensive collections 
relating to the history of Staffordshire he was appointed F.R.S. on 31 January 1678. His antiquarian interests led 
to him assisting Robert Plot with money and material his researches for The Natural History of Stafford-shire 
1680-6. He died of smallpox on 21 March 1692.3 in London and was buried at Ingestre. By his wife, whom he 
married 14 September 1658 at Blithfield, Ann (1643-1671) daughter of Sir Edward Bagot of Blithfield 2nd 
Baronet 1616-1673 he had one daughter Frances who died aged 20 months. His wife died as a result of this first 
childbirth. By entail he was succeded by his kinsman John Chetwynd of Ingestre 1643-1702. [DNB] [Erdeswick 
(1844)] [PARL] [Simms (1894)] (and see entry for family, below) 


Plot is said to have been planning work in Staffordshire in 1675 and to have been encouraged in this 
work by Lady Jane Gerard. But it appears to have been Walter Chetwynd who introduced Robert Plot to the 
county of Staffordshire between May and November of 1680 (or possibly 1679). It is likely that it was principally 
Chetwynd's promises of money and materials which decided Plot to concentrate fully on Staffordshire for his 
next book. His first proposal was issued about May 1680 and was followed (probably about January 1681) by a 
second issued "for the benefit of subscribers" which recites that Plot has with great industry travelled over the 
whole county and collected material for his history "and has made a most accurate map of the said county with 
all the arms ... put in colour in the limb of it." The published map is inscribed in the bottom left corner "Joseph 
Browne Sculpsit 1682". 

Gregory King mentions in his notebook in March 1679.80 his intention to produce a map of Staffordshire 
and in December of that year mentions the total number of names (851) on Plot's map. 

Turning to the map itself four coats of arms are of particular interest in dating it. (1) Lady Jane Gerard 
(83). This is in a lozenge indicating a state of widowhood. Her widowhood was terminated (probably in July 
1679) by her remarriage to Sir Edward Hungerford. Her arms on the plate Plot dedicated to her reflect this 
remarriage. (2) Collier of Yarlett (46). This family's last representative is said to have died on 4 July 1680. (3) 
Mary Howard 1st Baroness Stafford (183). She is represented as a widow her husband having been executed on 
29 December 1680. (4) Thomas Thynne (189). He is shown to be a Baronet having succeded his father on 6 
March 1679.80. 

In A note on the Plot map by S.A.H. Burne (1965) the author reflects on the discovery in the British 
Museum of an incomplete manuscript map of Staffordshire with marginal notes in Gregory King's hand "taken in 
Aug. and Sept. 1680". He then shows that a detailed examination of this map and of Plot's map prove they must 
have a common source. 

Taking into consideration all these different strands it is hard to escape the conclusion that Gregory 
King started work on a Staffordshire map before or about April 1680, probably met Plot in the next few months 
and was persuaded by Chetwynd or Plot or both of them to finish the project on their behalf. The index was 
evidently under construction in December and the map may well have been completed by January 1681. Finally 
Joseph Browne evidently engraved it in 1682. 

Plot's statement that he "has made a most accurate map ..." could of course be transformed by an extra 
word "has Had made a most accurate map ...". In 1687 King was the principal author of a book regarding the 
coronation of James II but permitted Francis Sandford to affix his name to the title page. In his lifetime King was 
charged with cheating (1677) and is said to have met charges of embezzlement in 1695. Plot was later described 
by his assistant of that time Edward Lhuyd as "bad morals as ever". It would then seem that by paying King a 
sufficient sum of money in recompense for his work and his discretion Plot was able to claim authorship of the 
map. 

It is a curious circumstance that the unknown engraver Joseph Browne was chosen rather than Michael 
Burghers to engrave the map, particularly since Burghers was commissioned to produce 35 of the 37 plates. 
Browne also appears to have engraved Plate 35 which is signed "Ios. Browne" and has a representation of "The 
Clog or Staffordshire Perpetuall Almanack". Simms states that "The Clog or Staffordshire Almanack" was 
published in London in 1680. Assuming this is the same plate it suggests Browne's early connection with the 
project perhaps as King's assistant or collaborator. A glance at the biographical information available on Browne 
and King shows a common link with the county of Gloucestershire. Indeed King's own family might have had 
links there - a Gregory King was christened at Marshfield, Glos in 1597. 

Plate 25 which is signed with a monogram formed of the letters I (OR J) and S cannot have been 
completed prior to 1685 when John Floyer was knighted. 

[DNB] [Burne (1965)] [English County Histories Staffordshire] [SHC 1919] [Simms (1894)] 

The map in the facsimile edition of Plot is roughly 21.5 by 16.5 inches with an heraldic border of at top 1 
and at bottom 1.75 with side borders of 2.25 giving a total (printed) size of 24.25 by 21 inches. Burne states that 
it was 25.5 by 21.5 inches but does not go into detail. Greenslade states that the map "was published in 1684 in 
three slightly varying editions". 

The map is dedicated "To the most Honble Potent and Truely Noble CHARLES TALBOT Earle of 
SHREWSBURY WATERFORD and WEXFORD LD TALBOT STRANGE of Blackmere GIFFORD of Brimsfield 
FURNIVAL VERDON LOVETOFT &C. His Majties Ld Lieutenant of the County of STAFFORD. This MAP of 
STAFFORDSHIRE newly delineated after a new manner with all imaginable Submission is humbly dedicated by 
R.P.LL.D." ARMS: Quarterly of 19 ... Also with armorial flags for Walsall, Stafford, See of Lichfield, City of 
Lichfield, Newcastle and Tamworth. 

Individual coats of arms are about 3/4 inch high and just over 1/2 inch wide. Along the top of the map 
are 29 coats, at each side 24 rows of three and at the bottom two rows of 30 producing a total of 233 augmented 
on a small separate sheet by a further 13 of "arms omitted ..." The Grand total is then 246. Each coat of arms 
has a number (or a symbol indicating Lichfield and Stafford) and a map reference. The numeration on the main 
map extends from 1-224 which with the Lichfield (5) and Stafford (4) entries produces a total of 223 and the 
numeration continues on the separate sheet 225-237 (with 233 not used and one unnumbered entry for Stafford) 
adding as already said 13 extra arms to produce the grand total of 246. 

However also on the map are six additional coats of arms, Davies, Leigh, Normansell, Sanders, 
Whorwood and Wright which Plot heads "The Armes of the Gentry natives of Staffordshire that have no Seats in 
it.". These are below marked NOT SEATED and extend the number of families listed to 252. 

In this work (below) The Lichfield and Stafford entries are indicated by, for instance 5a, indicating the 
entry after number 5. 

A.C. Fox-Davies in his A complete guide to heraldry page 75 states "About 1623 in Belgium, Francquart 
is said to have invented the first system of hatching to represent the heraldic colours. Other systems followed 
but it was that of Petra Sancta, author of Esserae Gentilita, proposed in 1638 which eventually became the 
standard". It is this latter system that Plot used: argent (silver) ... blank; or (gold) ... rows of dots; azure (blue) ... 
horizontal lines; gules (red) ... vertical lines; sable (black) ... vertical and horizontal lines; vert (green) ... 
diagonal lines in bend; purpure (purple) ... diagonal lines in bend sinister; vair ... patterned; ermine ... dotted 
arrows 


The fact that argent is represented by blank space leads to a possible confusion between a shield and/or 
charges represented with no colours being interpreted as being coloured argent rather than that the actual 
colour was not known. Heraldic information below is based on an examination of the facsimile map and this fact 
together with the minuteness of some elements will no doubt have led to some errors. Any description of a coat 
of arms (or of part) placed in [] brackets has been supplied from some other source as being too small or 
obscure in the original. Corrections will be gratefully received. 

CANTON OF ULSTER: On a canton argent a sinister hand couped at the wrist gules. This charge MAY 
be borne by a Baronet (except those of Nova Scotia). 

Some coats of arms are shown with a DIFFERENCE (or DISTINCTION) which is an alteration of or 
addition to a coat of arms to distinguish a junior member or branch of a family from the chief line. This is 
generally given in brackets (). 

Simms states "... some copies [have] an extra slip of "Arms omitted". Large and small paper. Over 600 
copies were issued, but it is now (1894) very scarce. The subscription ... was a penny a sheet, a penny a plate; 
and sixpence the map. 

Plot generally only gives the name of the family (but see Smallwood), the location of their seat and a 
description of their arms. In the list below the families are arranged alphabetically by surname. Surnames and 
places are given in a modernised and standardised form. An attempt is made to outline briefly, when 
known (1) the earliest period that the family lived in Staffordshire, how they acquired their estate or seat and 
when they acquired their arms (2) the owner or occupier on 1 January 1679.80 (with his predecessor and 
successor) and (3) any mention that Plot makes of the family in the text and a description of the 37 plates 
dedicated to individuals. 

Of the 246 families seated in the County 11 were aristocratic. There were 3 earldoms, 2 visconties and 6 
baronies viz: CROMWELL EARL OF ARDGLASS, SHIRLEY EARL FERRERS, TALBOT EARL OF SHREWSBURY, 
SKEFFINGTON VISCOUNT MASSEREENE [I.], THYNNE VISCOUNT WEYMOUTH, ASTON BARON ASTON OF 
FORFAR, DUDLEY alias SUTTON BARON DUDLEY, GERARD BARON GERARD OF GERARD'S BROMLEY, 
PAGET BARON PAGET OF BEAUDESERT, STAFFORD BARON STAFFORD, WARD BARON WARD. Next are 15 
baronets and 6 knights. Following down the social scale are 65 persons classed as "Esquires" though Plot does 
not venture a definition for the nice distinction between Esquires and gentlemen. Four persons are 
distinguished by their degrees: Matthew Smallwood D.D. (Dean of Lichfield) c1614-1683, John Floyer M.D. ? 
1650-1734, ----- Lloyd M.L. (perhaps meaning Master of Laws) and ----- Cumberlege M.B. The remaining 145 
families may be classified as gentlemen.

ABNET OF EARDLEY END IN AUDLEY 
SEAT: Audley [PLOT 1 f4] [P1] 
ARMS: Gules an eagle displayed between three pheons 


The Abnets lived in Audley from at least the early 16C. In 1644 Eardley End is said to have been the property of 
Ralph Audley but by 1666 it was occupied by Thomas Abnet c1590-1671 and had 4 hearths. Thomas's father William Abnet 
1563-1628, a barrister, made use of a seal featuring "an eagle displayed" but it is not clear when the family first used a coat of 
arms. 

The owner in 1680 was William Abnet c1619-1686 (son of Thomas Abnet c1590-1671) who made his will at Eardley 
End in 1683 requesting to be buried "in his grandfather's grave in the chancel at Audley". He was buried at Audley on 25 
March 1686 and was succeded by his son William Abnet c1657-..... 


ADDERLEY OF BLACKHAUGH IN DILHORNE 
SEAT: Dilhorne [PLOT 3 h9] [P2] 
ARMS: Argent on a bend azure three mascles argent (see note) 


The Adderleys had lived in Dilhorne from at least the early 16C. Thomas Adderley c1482-a1539 had several sons. 
Thomas Adderley c1512-.... the oldest succeded to Blackhaugh; Humphrey is said to have been the ancestor of a family that 
settled at Wedington, Warwicks and Ralph lived at Coton-under-Needwood (see below). The exact details of the coat of arms 
(probably in use by the late 16C) are uncertain. Plot gives the same coat to both Staffordshire branches. 

The probable owner in 1680 was Samuel Adderley c1642-p1676 (son of Henry Adderley c1612-a1663) who was 
assessed on 6 hearths in 1666 and was living in 1676. His oldest son Henry 1665-.... had a son of the same name baptised in 
Dilhorne in 1688. 


ADDERLEY OF COTON-UNDER-NEEDWOOD IN HANBURY 
SEAT: Coton-under-Needwood [PLOT 2 m13] [P3] 
ARMS: Argent on a bend azure three mascles argent (see note) 


The founder of this family was Ralph Adderley c1526-1597 (see above), an eminent lawyer, who purchased Coton in 
1558. The Coton family are shown with the same arms as the Blackhaugh family in Plot but elsewhere are said to have had 
each of the three mascles charged with a pheon gules. 

The owner in 1680 was Ralph Adderley Esquire c1593-1687 (son of Richard Adderley c1557-a1641) who was 
assessed on 12 hearths in 1666. He had three sons Richard, John and Ralph amongst whom probably his heir. 


AMPHLETT OF CLENT 
SEAT: Clent [PLOT 4 x7] [P4] 
ARMS: Argent a fesse azure between three lozenges azure (in chief a cinquefoil sable) 


The Amphlett family were established at Pully in Salwarpe, Worcs by the end of the 16C. William Amphlett 1588-1662 
acquired Clent through marriage. 

The owner in 1680 was Richard Amphlett 1624-1703 (2nd son of William, above) who was living there by 1663 and 
was assessed on 6 hearths in 1666. He was Sheriff in 1678. He and his successor his oldest son John 1656-1705 were both 
buried at Clent. The fesse on the coat of arms on the memorial tablet of John is charged with a cinquefoil or. 

Plot mentions (205) "Mr Amphlet of North Clent". 


ARBLASTER OF "LYSWAYS HALL", LONGDON 
SEAT: Lysways [PLOT 5 p12] [P5] 
ARMS: Ermine a cross-bow bent in pale gules the bow end in chief 


The Arblasters seem to have acquired Lysways from a family of that name in the mid 14C. They bore their coat of 
arms from at least 1402. 

The owner in 1680 was Edward Arblaster Esquire c1631-1690 (son of Edward Arblaster 1589-p1658). He was 
assessed on 7 hearths in 1666 and was succeded by his son Edmund Arblaster c1674-.... 


ARCHBOLD OF LICHFIELD 
SEAT: Lichfield [PLOT 5a q12] [P6] 
ARMS: Argent a lion rampant sable between three fleur-de-lis sable 2 & 1 (see note) 


Sir Henry Archbold Knight 1604-1682 (son of William Archbold of St Peter Cornhill, London priest c1558-1622) was 
the Chancellor of Lichfield Diocese 1661-82. In 1666 he was living in St John's Street, Lichfield St Mary in a house with 9 
hearths. His daughters and coheirs were Mary c1646-...., wife of Arthur Fleetwood and then Sir John Floyer, and Barbara 
c1651-1718, wife of George Legge 1st Baron Dartmouth. Elsewhere his arms are said to bear six (not three) fleur-de-lis. 


ARDEN OF LONGCROFT IN YOXALL 
SEAT: Longcroft [PLOT 6 n13] [P7] 
ARMS: Ermine a fesse checky of three rows or and azure 


The Arden family were seated at Park Hall in Castle Bromwich, Warwicks from the late 14C. A younger son Simon 
Arden c1510-1600 is said to have purchased Longcroft. It was assessed at 7 hearths in 1666 when Henry Arden c1627-1676 
was owner. 

The owner in 1680 was Humphrey Arden c1632-1706 (brother of Henry Arden and son of Humphrey Arden c1597- 
1637). He was succeded by a son Henry Arden 1665-1728. 


ASHENHURST OF "PARK HALL", LEIGH 
SEAT: Leigh [PLOT 225 k10] [P8] 
ARMS: Or a cockatrice the tail terminating in a serpents head and nowed sable the comb and wattles gules in the beak a sprig 
sable (see note) 


A family of this name are found at Ashenhurst in Leek from the late 15C and were granted arms in 1603 "Ora 
cockatrice the tail terminating in a serpents head and nowed sable the comb wattles and head gules in the beak a sprig vert". 
This is perhaps what was intended to be represented by Plot. 

The owner of Park Hall (assessed on 10 hearths in 1666) in 1680 was a priest, Francis Ashenhurst c1644-1704, who 
acquired this estate by marriage in 1675. His father was Edmund Ashenhurst of Old Park in Sedgley c1610-1699 who might 


be, but is not known to be, a kinsman of the Ashenhursts of Ashenhurst. Francis Ashenhurst had at least four sons all of whom 
attended Oxford University and amongst whom presumably his heir. 


ASHMOLE OF LICHFIELD 
SEAT: Lichfield [PLOT 7a q12] [P9] 
ARMS: Quarterly sable and or in I a fleur-de-lis or 


Elias Ashmole Esquire 1617-1692 was the son and grandson of Lichfield saddlers, Simon Ashmole ?1589-1634 and 
Thomas Ashmole (ALIAS Cater) c1546-1621. By 1660 he was a barrister at the Middle Temple. He became a celebrated 
antiquarian and gave collections of curiosities and books to Oxford University. He was married three times, lastly in 1668, to 
Elizabeth daughter of Sir William Dugdale, who survived him. He is thought to have had only one child who was stillborn by 
his first wife. 

Plot dedicates Table 35 (421) to him. To the Worspll. ELIAS ASHMOLE Esquire This Ancient ALAMANACK yet still in 
use in his native Country[sic] of Staffordshire, in memory of his favours is gratefully dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Quarterly 
sable and or in I a fleur-de-lis or [ASHMOLE] IMPALING Argent a cross moline gules in I a torteaux [DUGDALE] 


ASTLEY OF PATSHULL 
SEAT: Patshull [PLOT 8 r5] [P10] 
ARMS: Azure a cinquefoil pierced ermine 


The Astley family held the manor of Astley, Warwicks from the mid 12C. Their arms are recorded in 1334. Sir Thomas 
Astley c1339-c1400 married Elizabeth daughter and heir of Sir Richard Harcourt of Stanton Harcourt, Oxon Knight 1328-1350 
and it was their son Thomas Astley c1380-1438 who acquired Patshull by settlement after 1425. Thomas Astley c1502-a1558 
married Mary daughter and coheir of Sir Gilbert Talbot of Grafton, Worcs Knight c1482-1542. 

The owner in 1680 was Sir Richard Astley 1st Baronet c1625-1688 (son of Walter Astley of Patshull c1590-1656). 
Created a baronet in 1662 he was assessed on 18 (and another 2) hearths at Patshull in 1666. He was succeded by his only 
surviving son Sir John Astley 2nd Baronet 1688-a1772 (born a month before his father's death) who sold Patshull in 1765 to 
Sir George Pigot. 

Plot mentions him (338 359 381 387) and dedicates Table 32 (391) to him To the Worshipfull Sr. RICHARD ASTLEY 
of Pateshull Kt & Baronet This 32 Table of unusual things of Art where - of the 6 & 7 relate to HIMSELF is humbly offerd to 
his generous Patronage by R.P.LL.D. ARMS Quarterly of 4 (1) Azure a cinquefoil pierced ermine [ASTLEY] (2) Gules a lion 
rampant or within a bordure engrailed or [TALBOT] (3) Gules two bars or [HARCOURT] (4) Argent three bars undy gules 
within a bordure sable bezanty [?.....]. 


ASTLEY OF WOOD EATON IN CHURCH EATON 
SEAT: Wood Eaton [PLOT 9 05] [P11] 
ARMS: Azure a cinquefoil pierced ermine in chief (a bird) 


The Astley family were living in Church Eaton from the early 16C and may have come from Astley, Salop. They are 
not known to be related to the family at Patshull. Plot appears to be the first to cite their coat of arms. It is unclear what 
species the bird is. 

The owner in 1680 was Jonas Astley 1625-c1694 who was assessed on 6 hearths in 1666. His father John Astley 1595- 
c1679 seems to have lived at Bushbury where he was assessed on 7 hearths in 1666. Jonas had four sons and four daughters 
amongst whom presumably his heir. 


ASTON BARON ASTON OF FORFAR 
SEAT: Tixall [PLOT 10 m9] [P12] 
ARMS: Argent a fesse sable in chief three lozenges sable 


The Astons were settled at Haywood by the early 14C. Their arms were in use by the late 14C. They acquired Tixall in 
the early 16C. 

Sir Thomas Aston c1345-a1413 may have married Elizabeth sister and coheir of Reginald Lee whilst his son Sir Roger 
Aston c1380-a1447 married Joyce daughter and coheir of Sir Baldwin Frevill of Tamworth Castle, Warwicks Knight 1368-1400. 
This Sir Baldwin Frevill was great great great grandson of Alexander Frevill of c1273-a1328 by Joan daughter and heir of Sir 
Ralph Cromwell Knight (by Mazera daughter and coheir of Philip Marmion of Tamworth c1225-1291). Alexander's son Baldwin 
Frevill c1292-1343 married Elizabeth daughter and eventual coheir of John Mountfort 1st Baron Montfort c1263-a1296. Later 
Sir John Aston c1464-1523 married Joane daughter of Sir William Lyttelton of Frankley, Worcs Knight p1445-1507 by Eleanor 
daughter and coheir of Thomas Walsh of Wanlip, Leics c1428-a1464, Joane was the heir of her mother (but not of her father). 
This Thomas Walsh had married Margery daughter and coheir of Richard Byron (of Clayton in Manchester, Lancs) c1413- 
a1450. 

The owner in 1680 was Walter Aston 3rd Baron Aston of Forfar c1633-1714 (son of Walter Aston 2nd Baron c1609- 
1678 who was assessed on 34 hearths in 1666). He was succeded by his third son Walter 4th Baron c1660-1748. lot mentions 
him (87 182 359) and dedicates Table 29 (359) to him: To the right Honble and truely Noble WALTER Lord ASTON Baron of 
FORFAR in the Kingdom of SCOTLAND This 29 Table Shewing the Front of TIXALL-HALL with all dutifull acknowledgment of 
his Lordships many favours, is gratefully dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS Quarterly of 12 (1) Argent a fesse sable in chief three 
lozenges sable [ASTON] (2) ..... fretty ..... a fesse argent [?.....] (3) Argent a fesse sable in chief two pellets [LEE] (4) Or a cross 
patonce gules [FREVILL] (5) Vair a fesse gules [MARMION] (6) Argent a chief gules over all a bend azure [CROMWELL] (7) 
Bendy or and azure [MOUNTFORT] (8) Gules two bar-gemels argent over all a bendlet argent [WALSH] (9) Argent three 
bendlets enhanced [gules] BYRON (10) Gules on a chevron or between three lions heads erased or three cinquefoils sable [? 
STAUNTON] (11) Argent a bend cottised sable within a bordure engrailed gules bezanty [LYTTELTON] (12) Or a lion 
rampant .... [?.....] 


ASTON OF "BELLAMORE HALL", COLTON 
SEAT: Colton [PLOT 11 n10] [P13] 
ARMS: Argent a fesse sable in chief three lozenges sable (on the fesse a crescent) 


The owner in 1680 was Herbert Aston Esquire 1614-c1689 (3rd son of Sir Walter Aston 1st Baron Aston of Forfar 
1584-1639) and uncle of Walter Aston (above). He had Bellamore (OR Bellamour) Hall built c1638, and was assessed on 10 
hearths in 1666. He is celebrated as the author of TIXALL POETRY (1658) published in 1813. He left no children. 


ASTON OF MILWICH 
SEAT: Milwich [PLOT 12 k9] [P14] 
ARMS: Argent a fesse sable in chief three lozenges sable (on the fesse a mullet) 


The Astons of Tixall acquired Milwich by the early 16C. Edward Aston c1592-1673 purchased Milwich from his 
kinsman Walter Aston 1st Baron Aston about 1625 and was assessed on 5 hearths in 1666. 

The owner in 1680 was Walter Aston 1623-1691 (son of Edward, above). His daughter and heir Dorothy carried 
Milwich to John Dive c1685-1769. 


BABINGTON OF WHITTINGTON 
SEAT: Whittington [PLOT 13 q13] [P15] 
ARMS: Argent ten torteaux 4 3 2 & 1 a label of five points azure 


The Babingtons were established at Dethick, Derbys by the late 15C. A later member of the family Zachary Babington 
1549-1613 became Chancellor of Lichfield Diocese and acquired land at Curborough in Lichfield. Curborough Hall became the 
seat of this branch of the family and had 13 hearths in 1666. 

About 1673 the head of the family Zachary Babington c1611-1688 (son of William Babington c1582-1625) hada 
house built at Whittington where he was living in 1680 and was later buried. His son and heir John Babington 1637-1706 may 
have been living at Curborough Hall in 1680. Plot mentions Zachary Babington of Whittington (179). 


BADDULEY OF "ELLERTON GRANGE", ADBASTON 
SEAT: Ellerton Grange [PLOT 19 m2] [P16] 
ARMS: Azure a bend or between six crosses crosslet sable 


At least three generations of the Badduley family lived at Ellerton Grange. In 1666 John Badduley c1613-.... was 
assessed on 4 hearths. It is unclear whether he or one of his children were resident in 1680. He had at least three sons John, 
William and Stephen together with four daughters. Plot is the first to record the detailed coat of arms. 


BAGNALL OF BARLASTON 
SEAT: Barlaston [PLOT 14 i7] [P17] 
ARMS: Ermine two bars or over all a lion rampant azure (in chief a crescent) 


In 1666 only three houses in Barlaston had more than 2 hearths. These had respectively 6, 4 and 3 hearths. It is not 
known if one of these was later the residence of the Bagnalls or if they built anew. 

The owner in 1680 was John Bagnall c1629-1695 (2nd son of Richard Bagnall of London citizen and salter c1627- 
1702) who had purchased the manor of Barlaston about 1670. His grandfather was from Newcastle and families of the same 
name lived at Barlaston in the early 16C. John was probably succeded by his son Thomas Bagnall 1659-1716. Plot mentions 
"Mr John Bagnal of Barlaston" (86). 


BAGOT OF BLITHFIELD 
SEAT: Blithfield [PLOT 15 m11] [P18] 
ARMS: Ermine two chevrons azure (a Canton of Ulster) 


The Bagot family may descend from the Domesday tenant "Bagod". By the early 14C they had given their name to the 
manor of Bagots Bromley in Abbots Bromley and were bearing the undifferenced arms above. They acquired Blithfield by 
marriage in the 14C. The hall at Blithfield had 21 hearths in 1666 and the family had another home at Field in Leigh with 12 
hearths. 

The owner in 1680 was Sir Walter Bagot 3rd Baronet 1645-1704 (son of Sir Edward Bagot of Blithfield 1616-1673, 
whose father had been made a baronet in 1627). His wife was Jane daughter and heir of Charles Salusbury of Bachymbydd or 
Llewenny, Denbighs. He was succeded by his son Sir Edward Bagot 4th Baronet 1674-1712. 

Plot mentions him (193 210 225 380) and dedicates Table 17 (225) to him To the right Worspll. the virtuous and most 
acomplish't Gent: Sr. WALTER BAGOT Bart. This 17 Table Being the W & by N Prospect of BLITHFIELD HALL taken from the 
Tarras in the Garden, in memory of his Beneficence is thankfully dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Ermine two chevrons azure (a 
Canton of Ulster) [BAGOT] IMPALING Gules a lion rampant argent ducally crowned [or] between three crescent [or] 
[SALUSBURY] 


BARBOUR OF FLASHBROOK IN ADBASTON 
SEAT: Flashbrook [PLOT 16 m3] [P19] 
ARMS: Gules three mullets argent within a bordure ermine 


Thomas Barbour c1375-1439 was an M.P. for Stafford in the early 15C. He or his descendants lived at Forebridge in 
Castle Church. By the late 15C the family had acquired Flashbrook by marriage. 

The owner in 1680 was probably John Barbour 1631-.... (son of John Barbour c1601-c1632) who was assessed on 6 
hearths at Flashbrook in 1666. He had at least three sons John, Edward and Leicester amongst whom perhaps his heir. 


BARBOUR OF TAMWORTH 
SEAT: Tamworth [PLOT 17 r14] [P20] 
ARMS: Gules three mullets argent within a bordure ermine (a canton ermine) 


Leicester Barbour 1613-1691 (son of George Barbour of Tamworth c1583-c1620) is said to have been descended from 
the Barbours of Forebridge. In 1666 he was assessed on 6 hearths in Tamworth. He is known to have had at least 5 sons and 5 
daughters amongst whom perhaps his heir. 


BARNSLEY OF TRYSULL 
SEAT: Trysull [PLOT 18 t6] [P21] 
ARMS: Sable a cross argent betwen four roses argent (in chief a mullet) 


The Barnsley family, possibly related to the family of Barnesley of Barneseley Hall, Worcs, seem to have been living in 
Trysull from the early 16C. Their arms are recorded in 1597. 

The owner in 1680 was William Barnsley c1619-1684 (son of Thomas Barnsley c1589-1636) who was assessed on 8 
hearths in 1666. He was succeded by his son William Barnsley c1665-1690. 

Plot mentions him as "a good old Gentleman, whose assistance in riding about and shewing me the Country 
(notwithstanding his age) must by no means be forgotten" (6 124-5). 


BENDY OF SHUTT END IN KINGSWINFORD 
SEAT: Shutt End [PLOT 20 u7] [P22] 


ARMS: ..... two bars ..... on each three martlets ..... 


William Bendy was living in Kingswinford in the early 16C. He may have been ancestor of William Bendy c1593- 
c1653. Plot is the first to describe their arms which may have had a field of argent or of or, bars azure and martlets or. 

The owner in 1680 was William Bendy c1620-1684 (son of William Bendy, above) who was assessed on 11 hearths in 
1666 and succeded by his son William Bendy 1654-p1692. 


BERINGTON OF ROWLEY IN CASTLE CHURCH 
SEAT: Rowley [PLOT 21 m8] [P23] 
ARMS: Argent three greyhounds courant in pale gules collared ..... (in chief a crescent) 


Richard Berington of Winsley, Herefs c1565-.... purchased Rowley from his father-in-law Sir Robert Stanford. His son 
John Berington c1606-.... was assessed on 9 hearths in 1666. Plot is the first to describe these precise arms about which there 
may be some doubt. 

The owner in 1680 was John Berington of Winsley, Herefs c1648-p1715 (son of John Berington, above). He was 
succeded by his oldest son also named John Berington c1675-.... 


BIDDULPH OF BIDDULPH 
SEAT: Biddulph [PLOT 23 d7] [P24] 
ARMS: Vert an eagle displayed gules 


The family of Biddulph took their name from the village of the same name and were resident there from the early 
13C. Their arms are recorded in the late 13C. 

The owner in 1680 was Richard Biddulph Esquire c1644-1704 (son of Francis Biddulph c1619-c1669, who was 
assessed on 6 hearths in 1666) who was succeded by his son John Biddulph c1675-1720. 


BIDDULPH OF ELMHURST IN LICHFIELD ST CHAD 
SEAT: Elmhurst [PLOT 22 p12] [P25] 
ARMS: Vert an eagle displayed gules (a canton argent) 


Simon Biddulph mercer c1517-1581 was a Lichfield bailiff and held property at Elmhurst. He is said to be related to 
the Biddulphs of Biddulph who held these arms in the 13C. About 1400 a member of the Biddulph family married an heiress of 
the Greenway family. In 1666 Michael Biddulph 1610-1666 was living at Elmhurst where the house was assessed on 12 
hearths. His brother and successor Theophilus (below) had houses at Lapley (14 hearths) and Fradswell (11 hearths "and 3 
puld downe"). 

The owner of Elmhurst in 1680 was Sir Theophilus Biddulph 1st Baronet c1614-1683 (son of Michael Biddulph c1581- 
1658) who had built a new hall here (see below) which was demolished in 1804. It appears from Plot's Table that it was his 
son and eventual successor Michael Biddulph c1654-1718 who was actually living here. Theophilus may have been living in 
London in 1680 since he was buried in Greenwich. 

Plot mentions him (45 329) and states (248) ... a great oak that grew at Lapley ... brought to Elmhurst, by the right 
Worshipfull Sir Theophilus Biddulph Baronet for the new building the house, represented above in Tab. 2 ... and (30) .... which 
was shewn me by the Worshipful Michael Biddulph Esq; the Proprietor of the place [Elmhurst Hall], whose favours have been 
so signal in promoting this work, that I could do no less in gratitude than represent the House in Sculpture Tab. 2. it being one 
of the chief seats of the Family, and as uniform, splendid, and commodious a building as most in the County. He dedicates 
Table 2 (31) "To the Worshipful the generous and much honored Gent. MICHAEL BIDDULPH of ELMHURST Esquire This 2nd 
Table showing the N.E. Front of ELMHURST HALL as a pledg of my Gratitude for recevi'd favours is humbly dedicated by, 
R.P.LL.D." ARMS Quarterly of 4 (1 & 4) Vert an eagle displayed [gules] (a canton argent) [BIDDULPH] (2 & 3) Argent a 
chevron rompu sable between three crosses pomy fitchy sable [GREENWAY] over all on the fesse point a crescent IMPALING 
Argent an escutcheon (........... ) on a chief .... three ?garbs [? ..... ] 


BIRCH OF LEACROFT IN CANNOCK 
SEAT: Leacroft [PLOT 38 p9] [P26] 
ARMS: ..... three fleur-de-lis ..... 


John Birch c1594-p1666 lived in a house with 11 hearths in Cannock in 1666 but this was not Leacroft. His father 
lived at Bloxwich in Walsall and the family are said to have originally come from Lancashire. The arms should probably be 
"Azure three fleur-de-lis argent". In the Visitation of 1664 these arms are given without colours (as probably intended here) 
(see introductory note) but in the 1680 Visitation the colours are stated and the coat has a canton argent. 

The owner of Leacroft in 1680 was probably Edward Birch Esquire c1635-.... (son of John, above) who was assessed 
on 15 hearths in 1666 and is mentioned by Plot (199). He was succeded by his son Thomas Birch 1660-.... 


BLOUNT OF BLOUNTSGREEN IN UTTOXETER 
SEAT: (Blounts Hall) Blountsgreen [PLOT 24 k12] [P27] 
ARMS: Barry nebuly of six or and sable within a bordure compony or and sable 


John Blount c1450-1524 mentioned his manor of Blounts Hall in his will. He may have built the hall. Its subsequent 
descent in the family is obscure but the Blounts of Osbaston, Leics and Tittenhanger, Herts became its owners. The hall is said 
to have been taken down in 1770. The arms may also have been borne within a bordure compony argent and gules. 

The owner in 1680 was probably Charles Blount 1654-1693 (a younger son of Sir Henry Blount of Tittenhanger, Herts 
Knight 1602-1682) who was a celebrated deist and pamphleteer. His father appears to have settled Blounts Hall on him 
perhaps on his marriage in 1672. He was succeded by his sons Henry 1675-1704 and Charles 1681-1729 neither of whom had 
children. 


BOSVILLE OF "BYANNA", ECCLESHALL 
SEAT: Byanna [PLOT 25 L5] [P28] 
ARMS: Argent three bears heads in chief erased sable muzzled argent and five lozenges in fesse gules 


In 1604 one Robert Bosville is said to have married in London Elizabeth Peshale possibly a daughter of Thomas 
Peshale of Horsley in Eccleshall c1534-1608. He perhaps acquired Byanna by this marriage. 

The occupier in 1680 was probably Richard Bosville c1626-.... or his son Robert Bosville 1651-... who was Sheriff in 
1721. Charles Bosville 1688-.... (son of Robert) is said to have been Sheriff in 1745-6. Plot records the family's arms for the 
first time. He mentions Mr Bosvile (27). 


BOTT OF DUNSTALL IN TATENHILL 
SEAT: Dunstall [PLOT 26 n14] [P29] 
ARMS: Ora chevron ermine between three mullets pierced sable 


Thomas Bott is said to have acquired an estate at Dunstall by 1652 from the family of Holland of Barton-under- 
Needwood. In 1666 a Mrs Bett[sic] was assessed on a house with 8 hearths in Tatenhill. 

The occupier in 1680 was John Bott ?1641-1686 (possibly son of Thomas) who had four daughters and coheirs 
Frances, Elizabeth, Ann and Grace. Plot is first to record their arms. Plot mentions him (23 197 258 261). 


BOWES OF ELFORD 
SEAT: Elford [PLOT 27 p14] [P30] 
ARMS: Ermine three long-bows strung in fesse gules (ON A LOZENGE) 


Sir John Bowes c1525-1609 acquired Elford by marriage in the mid 16C. The arms probably date from about this 
period. George Bowes 1620-1656 (son of John Bowes c1585-a1652), great grandson of John, died as the result of an accident 
in 1656 but his widow Mary c1625-1700 (daughter of Sir Thomas Burdett of Foremark, Derbys 1st Baronet 1585-a1647) long 
survived him and was buried at Elford in 1700. She was assessed on 15 hearths in 1666. George and Mary Bowes had a son 
Richard who died in 1661 and a daughter Mary. 

Mary Bowes 1655-.... was the occupier in 1680. In 1683 she married Craven Howard c1650-1700. Their son was 
Henry Bowes Howard 11th Earl of Suffolk 1686-1757 who eventually inherited Elford. 

Plot mentions in his text (179) "the virtuous young Lady Madam Ann Bowes of Elford". This could be an error for 
Mary, or might be Ann Howard, a daughter of Craven Howard by his first wife Ann Ogle, born probably c1675 and buried at 
Elford in 1724. 


BOWYER OF KNYPERSLEY IN BIDDULPH 
SEAT: Knypersley [PLOT 28 c7] [P31] 
ARMS: Argent a lion rampant gules between three crosses crosslet fitchy gules (a Canton of Ulster) 


Thomas Bowyer of Newcastle c1350-.... married Catherine daughter and eventual heir of Robert Knypersley of 
Knypersley in Biddulph c1325-.... by Eleanor daughter and coheir of William Venables of Bradwall, Cheshire c1300-.... and 
thus acquired Knypersley. Later William Bowyer c1528-1602 married Ann daughter and coheir of William Hayward of Stony 
Low in Madeley c1503...... The Bowyer arms are recorded in 1583. Sir John Bowyer 1623-1666 who was made a Baronet in 
1660 was assessed on 20 hearths in 1666 but was dead in July of that year. 

The owner in 1680 was Sir John Bowyer 2nd Baronet 1653-1691 (son of the first baronet) who was succeded by a son 
of the same name, John Bowyer 3rd Baronet c1673-1701. 

On Plot's map Knypersley is represented by Knypersley Hall and to its east Knypersley Park with a small house within 
that. 

Plot mentions Bowyer (90 129 247) and dedicates Table 12 (195) To the right Worspll. Sr. JOHN BOWYER of 
KNYPERSLEY Bart. This 12 Table, of formed Stones, as a gratefull Memoir of many receiv'd favours is humbly offere'd by 
R.P.LL.D. ARMS Quarterly of 6 (1 & 6) Argent a lion rampant gules between three crosses crosslet fitchy gules (a Canton of 
Ulster) [BOWYER] (2) Azure three spades 2 & 1 argent [KNYPERSLEY] (3) Azure two bars argent in chief two plates 
[VENABLES] (4) Per chevron gules and ermine in chief two ..... heads erased ..... [.....?] (5) Argent a fire-pan sable enflamed or 
[HAYWARD] 


BRANDRETH OF SHENSTONE 
SEAT: Shenstone [PLOT 29 q12] [P32] 
ARMS: Sable five mascles in cross or 


The first known member of this family is John Brandreth of Weeford c1577-a1651 who had a grant of these arms in 
1625. His son Richard Brandreth was at Shenstone in 1663 but it was Richard's son John Brandreth c1637-1669 who was 
assessed on 14 hearths in 1666. 

The owner in 1680 was Michael Brandreth 1665-1705 (son of John, above) who was succeded by his son, also Michael 
Brandreth 1693-...., who later sold Shenstone Hall to Samuel Hill. 

Plot mentions John Brandreth of Weeford (temp. King James) (157). In 1666 Weeford Hall was assessed on 9 hearths 
but no occupier is given. 


BRERETON OF BEECH IN SWYNNERTON 
SEAT: Beech [PLOT 30 i6] [P33] 
ARMS: Argent two bars sable (in chief a crescent) 


Named from Brereton in Cheshire this family were established there by the 14C and bore these arms before 1483. A 
branch of the family became established at Haulton, Flint in the 16C and it was one of their younger sons, William Brereton 
c1596-c1673 that moved to Swynnerton. 

The ocupier in 1680 was probably Ralph Brereton c1632-.... (son of William, above) who is said to have married the 
heiress of one Mr Beech of Beech and to have had several children. He was assessed on 6 hearths in 1666. 


BRETT OF DIMSDALE IN WOLSTANTON 
SEAT: Dimsdale [PLOT 31 g6] [P34] 
ARMS: Argent on a chevron azure three bezants 


Members of the Brett family are found at Dimsdale as early as 1428 and also had interests at Keele. The coat of arms 
was Officially granted in 1599. 

The owner in 1680 was Edward Brett 1643-1696 (son of Edward Brett 1624-1659, who was assessed on 9 hearths in 
1666) and (if not by then) later knighted. His heir was his daughter Martha wife of William Bainbrigge of Lockington, Leics 
1668-1706. 


BROMFIELD OF BARTON-UNDER-NEEDWOOD IN TATENHILL 
SEAT: Barton-under-Needwood [PLOT 32 014] [P35] 
ARMS: Azure a lion passant guardant or (in chief a crescent) 


Sir Edward Bromfield c1580-...., sometime Lord Mayor of London, bought Barton-under-Needwood about 1630. He 
was succeded here by a younger son John Bromfield. Plot is the first record of their arms. 


The owner in 1680 was presumably the guardian of Charles Bromfield Esquire 1673-1733 (son of Charles Bromfield 
c1645-1673) who later became a Baronet and appears to have been succeded by his sister Mary, wife of William Busby, or her 
heir. 


BROOKE OF COMBERFORD IN TAMWORTH 
SEAT: Comberford (part) [PLOT 33 q14] [P36] 
ARMS: Checky argent and sable (see note) 


Sir Robert Brooke of London c1508-1558 sometime Chief Justice of the Common Pleas purchased Madeley, Salop in 
the mid 16C. His great grandson Thomas Brooke c1606-1675 was succeded at Madeley by a grandson (by his first son) Basil 
Brooke c1666-1699 who settled Madeley on his cousin Comberford Brooke. The arms of Brooke of Madeley are said to be 
"Checky argent and sable on a chief or a brock proper". Plot seems to have omitted this important charge. 

Thomas Brooke Esquire c1641-.... (a younger son of Thomas, above) married in 1675 Ann Comberford younger 
daughter and coheir of Robert Comberford of Comberford c1594-1671 (who was assessed on 15 hearths in 1666) and (if 
living) was then in 1680 the joint-owner, with his wife's sister Mary Comberford (see below), of Comberford. He was succeded 
there by his son Comberford Brooke c1676-1710 who is mentioned above. 


BROUGH OF "WINDYGATES", LEEKFRITH IN LEEK 
SEAT: Windygates [PLOT 37 e10] [P37] 
ARMS: Argent on a saltire sable five swans argent 


There were two familes named Brough living in Leekfrith in the early 16C. Richard Brough of Windygates c1625- 
c1660, whose widow might be she who was assessed on 3 hearths in 1666, had two sons. The elder Richard was living aged 13 
in 1663 and the younger Thomas, a barrister, was said to live in Coventry in 1680. It is then unclear who the occupier ..... 
Brough Esquire was in 1680. Plot records the arms for the first time. 


BROUGHTON OF BROUGHTON IN ECCLESHALL 
SEAT: Broughton Park [PLOT 35 k3] [P38] 
ARMS: Argent two bars gules on a canton gules a cross argent 


Roger Napton ALIAS Broughton of Broughton in Eccleshall c1246-a1313 acquired Broughton perhaps by marraige 
with an heiress of the Charnes family. About 1400 Thomas Broughton married an heiress of the Greenway family. 

The owner in 1680 was Sir Brian Broughton 1st Baronet 1618-1708 (son of Thomas Broughton c1586-1648, whose 
widow was assessed on 19 hearths in 1666). He was knighted in 1660 and created a Baronet in 1661. He married Rhoda 
daughter and heir of John Amcotts of Aisthorpe, Lincs and was succeded by his son Sir Thomas Broughton 2nd Baronet c1638- 
1710. 

Plot mentions various members of the family (8 19 49 175 235 255 297) and dedicates Table 21 (255) to him To the 
Worspll. the Learned and ingenious Gent. THOMAS BROUGHTON Esquire Son and Heir of the right Worspll. Sr. BRIAN 
BROUGHTON of BROUGHTON Bart. This 21 Table Shewing the beautifull Front of BROUGHTON House with the sincerest 
gratitude is humbly presented by R.P.LL.D. ARMS Quarterly of 4 (1) Argent two bars gules on a canton gules a cross argent 
[BROUGHTON]; (2) Argent a bucks head caboshed sable a chief sable [CHARNES]; (3) Or on a fesse azure three escallops 
argent [NAPTON]; (4) Argent a chevron rompu sable between three crosses pomy fitchy sable [GREENWAY] (ON AN 
INESCUTCHEON) [Azure a tower triple-towered ..... between three covered cups ..... ] [AMCOTTS] 


BROWN OF SHREDICOTE IN BRADLEY 
SEAT: Shredicote [PLOT 34 04] [P39] 
ARMS: Ermine on a fesse embattled counter-embattled gules three escallops argent (see note) 


The first of this family found in Bradley is Thomas Brown c1562-1633 who was Proctor-General for the Court of 
Arches. He had a brother William Brown of Marston Montgomery, Derbys sometime of Clements Inn but their parentage is 
unknown. The family's arms are elsewhere given with a fesse sable. A Gloucestershire family are said to have had similar arms 
and there may be some connection between this family and Joseph Browne the engraver of Plot's map. 

The owner in 1680 was Thomas Brown 1643-?1728 (son of George Brown c1603-1652, whose widow was assessed on 
6 hearths in 1666). His daughter Ann married Samuel Peploe (Bishop of Chester) 1667-1752 but he also had at least four sons 
one of whom perhaps his heir. 


BULKLEY OF STANLEY IN LEEK 
SEAT: Stanley [PLOT 36 e8] [P4] 
ARMS: Sable three chevronels argent between three bulls heads caboshed argent 


The Bulkley family lived at Stoke-upon-Tern, Salop in the 16C but may have owned Stanley from an earlier date. They 
were resident there in the late 16C. A mid 16C seal gives their arms as above but with only two chevronels. 

The owner in 1680 was John Bulkley ?1655-p1680 (son of Thomas c1621-1675) and father of two unnmamed children 
in 1680. 


CHADWICK OF HILL RIDWARE IN MAVESYN RIDWARE 
SEAT: Hill Ridware in Mavesyn Ridware [PLOT 39 011] [P41] 
ARMS: Gules an inescutcheon (argent) within an orle of eight martlets argent 


John Chadwick 1564-1623 acquired Mavesyn Ridware by marriage at the end of the 16C. His son Lewis Chadwick 
died about 1655 leaving an only daughter Catherine who had married about 1636 John Chadwick of "Healey Hall", Rochdale, 
Lancs c1618-1669 who is not known to be a relative. The Healey Hall Chadwicks bore the arms above which may also have 
ben used by the Mavesyn Ridware family. 

The owner in 1680 was Charles Chadwick 1637-1697 (son of John and Catherine) who was succeded by a son of the 
same name Charles Chadwick 1674-1756. 


CHETWODE OF OAKLEY IN MUCKLESTONE 
SEAT: Oakley [PLOT 40 i2] [P42] 
ARMS: Quarterly argent and gules four crosses paty counterchanged 


The Chetwodes had lived in Oakley from the late 14C. One John Chetwode (not known to be a relative) bore these 
arms in that century. 


The owner in 1680 was (the guardian of) John Chetwode 1666-1733 (son of Philip Chetwode 1641-1678, whose father 
was assessed on 11 hearths in 1666). He was Sheriff 1691-2 and created a Baronet in 1700. Philip Touchet Chetwode 1700- 
1764 was his only son and successor. 


CHETWYND OF INGESTRE 
SEAT: Ingestre [PLOT 41 m9] [P43] 
ARMS: Azure a chevron or between three mullets or 


This family took their name from Chetwynd in Salop where they lived in the 13C. Philip Chetwynd c1240-1283 
acquired by marriage property in Ingestre, Rudge and elsewhere. Ingestre became the main family residence. Their arms are 
recorded in the early 14C. Their various quarters represent marriages to a number of heiresses. Philip Chetwynd married 
Isabel daughter and heir of Ralph Mutton of Mitton in Penkridge c1218-a1241; Sir Philip Chetwynd Knight c1295-1337 
married Alice daughter and coheir of Sir Ralph Grendon of Grendon, Warwicks Knight c1270-1331; Roger Chetwynd of 
Ingestre c1378-1396 married Eleanor "Helen" daughter and coheir of Sir John Ives LATER Hawkestone of Wrinehill in 
Madeley Knight c1350-.... (but is said not to have had children); Thomas Chetwynd 1509-1556 married Joane daughter and 
coheir of John Salter of Newport, Salop c1470-1532; Sir Walter Chetwynd Knight c1558-1638 married Mary daughter and 
coheir of John Mullins Esquire (Archdeacon of London) and Walter Chetwynd 1598-1669 married Frances daughter and heir of 
Edward Haselrigg of Arthingworth, Northants. 

The owner in 1680 was Walter Chetwynd Esquire 1633-1693 (son of Walter Chetwynd 1598-1669, who was assessed 
on 20 hearths "and decreased seven" in 1666). He is more fully discussed in the INTRODUCTION (above). He was succeded at 
Ingestre by his kinsman John Chetwynd of Rudge in Standon 1643-1703 (see below). He is frequently mentioned by Plot (4 87 
96-7 99-100 120 182-3 185 188-190 193 195-6 202 224 235 242 244 246-7 254 258 (account of the new church he built at 
Ingestre)297-300 381 383 390) and Plot dedicates Table 26 (299) to him. To the Worshipfull the learned and most ingenious 
WALTER CHETWYND of INGESTRE Esquire This 26 Table being the SSE prospect of INGESTRE HALL and the beautiful 
CHURCH newly erected at his sole charge, in Testimony of his many and singular favours as in duty bound is gratefully 
dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Quarterly of 9 (1) Azure a chevron or between three mullets or [CHETWYND)]; (2) ..... fretty .... 
a canton ?sable [? MUTTON]; (3) Argent two chevrons gules [GRENDON]; (4) Ermine fretty or a fesse gules [HAWKESTONE]; 
(5) Or a fesse gules [.....]; (6) Per fesse indented or and azure [.....]; (7) Gules ten billets 4 3 2 & 1 or [SALTER] (8) Paly wavy of 
six or and gules [MULLINS]; (9) Argent a chevron vert between three hazel-leaves erect proper [HASELRIGG] 


CHETWYND OF RUGELEY 
SEAT: Rugeley [PLOT 42 010] [P44] 
ARMS: Azure a chevron or between three mullets or (on the chevron a crescent) 


Thomas Chetwynd c1561-1633 (4th son of John Chetwynd of Ingestre c1526-1592) acquired an estate at Rugeley. He 
was succeded by his son John Chetwynd 1591-1652 who, having no children, settled his estate on his nephew William (son of 
his brother William 1592-1651), below. 

The owner in 1680 was William Chetwynd Esquire c1628-1691 who was assessed on 12 hearths [Lower Hall] in 1666. 
He never married and was apparently succeded by his sister Elizabeth wife of John Hill of Bristol mercer. 

Plot mentions Chetwynd several times (30 118 164 213 228). 


CHETWYND OF RUDGE IN STANDON 
SEAT: Rudge [PLOT 43 k3] [P45] 
ARMS: Azure a chevron or between three mullets or (on the chevron a crescent) 


Rudge was settled on Anthony Chetwynd c1517-.... (2nd son of William Chetwynd of Ingestre c1479-1546). His 
grandson John Chetwynd 1592-1674 was assessed on 4 hearths there in 1666. 

The owner in 1680 was John Chetwynd 1643-1702 (son of John, above). His circumstances were greatly improved in 
1693 when he inherited estates from Walter Chetwynd of Ingestre 1633-1693. His heir was his son Walter Chetwynd 1678- 
1736 who was created Viscount Chetwynd in 1717. 


COLCLOUGH OF DELF-HOUSE IN DILHORNE 
SEAT: Dilhorne [PLOT 44 h9] [P46] 
ARMS: Argent five eagles displayed in cross sable 


Richard Colclough purchased Hanley in the late 14C and this manor passed down through the senior line of the 
family who settled in Ireland at Tintern Abbey in County Wexford. Thomas Colclough c1490-.... a younger son was given 
Blurton by his father. His son Bartholomew Colclough c1530-a1615 acquired Delf-House and the family appear to have 
maintained both seats for some period. The arms of the family were recorded in 1568. 

The owner of Delf-House in 1680 was Adam Colclough 1613-p1680 (son of George Colclough 1577-1639) who was 
assessed on 5 hearths here in 1666. His oldest son George Colclough c1639-c1674 appears to have been assessed in the same 
year for 5 hearths at Blurton. Adam's successor was George's son Adam Colclough c1667-a1695. 


COLLIER OF DARLASTON IN STONE 
SEAT: Darlaston [PLOT 45 k7] [P47] 
ARMS: Sable a cross paty fitchy or 


Said to have been born in France, Robert Collier c1455-... had a lease of Darlaston in the first decade of the 16C and 
his presumed son James purchased it some twenty or so years later. The family were granted arms in the mid 16C "Argent on 
a chevron azure between three demi-unicorns courant gules three acorn slips or" but a later grant in 1629 was for the arms 
above. In 1666 Francis Collier of Darlaston c1588-1678 appears to have been living in Stone Town where, as Esquire, he was 
assessed on 8 hearths. At Darlaston one "Mr. Collier" was assessed on 8 hearths. This might be his son Robert (below). 

The owner in 1680 was James Collier c1655-.... (son of Robert Collier c1613-c1670) who sold it in 1686 to William 
Jervis. He had several sons of whom the oldest James died young. For the second son Christopher a1680-1735 see below. 


COLLIER OF YARLETT BY STAFFORD 
SEAT: Yarlett [PLOT 46 17] [P48] 
ARMS: Sable a cross paty fitchy or (a canton argent) 


James Collier of Darlaston c1480-a1545 (above) purchased Yarlett in the 1540s. His grandson James is said to have 
sold it to his brother Christopher Collier c1562-.... whose grandson Christopher Collier 1629-c1678 was assessed on 8 hearths 
in 1666. 


The owner in 1680 was Christopher Collier c1657-1680 (son of Christopher, above) who died unmarried on 14 July 
1680 and is said to have given Yarlett to Thomas Minshull of Yardswick, Cheshire. 


COMBERFORD OF COMBERFORD IN TAMWORTH 
SEAT: Comberford (part) [PLOT 47 q14] [P49] 
ARMS: Gules a talbot statant argent (ON A LOZENGE) 


In the mid 15C William Comberford was said to be building himself a house at Comberford. By then his family may 
have lived there for some considerable time. In 1583 their arms were "Gules on a cross engrailed or four (OR five) roses 
gules" but by 1664 were as above. Robert Comberford c1594-1671 was assessed on 15 hearths at Comberford Hall in 1666. 
His widow Catherine survived him as did his two daughters and coheirs Mary and Ann. The property seems to have been held 
jointly in 1680. 

One joint-owner in 1680 was probably Mary Comberford c1655-a1683 the elder daughter who appears to have later 
married ?Thomas Giffard of High Offley but not to have had any surviving children. The younger daughter Ann had married in 
1675 Thomas Brooke (see above). 

Plot mentions "Colonel Comberford of Comberford" living in 1654 (240) and states "...; three knocks being always 
heard at Cumberford-hall, before the decease of any of that family [Comberford], tho' the party dyeing be at never so great a 
distance") (329-30). 


CONGREVE OF STRETTON 
SEAT: Stretton [PLOT 48 p6] [P50] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron argent between three battle-axes argent 


The Congreve family appear to have taken their name from that settlement and were resident there in the mid 14C. 
Geoffrey Congreve c1330-a1405 acquired Stretton by marriage. The Congreve arms are recorded in 1583. 

The owner in 1680 was Richard Congreve Esquire c1610-1689 (son of Francis Congreve c1578-1619) who was 
assessed on 11 hearths in 1666. He was succeded by his grandson John Congreve 1666-1729 (son of John, then deceased). 
Another more celebrated grandson was the dramatist William Congreve 1670-1729 (son of Richard's second son William). 


COPE OF RANTON ABBEY 
SEAT: Ranton Abbey [PLOT 49 m5] [P51] 
ARMS: Argent on a chevron azure between three roses gules slipped and leaved vert three fleur-de-lis argent (in chief a 
crescent) 


The founder of this family was William Cope of Hanwell, Oxon c1457-1513 who was Cofferer to King Henry VII. 
Jonathan Cope c1627-1670, a younger son, acquired Ranton Abbey and was assessed on 13 hearths in 1666. 

His son Jonathan Cope Esquire 1664-1694 was the owner in 1680 and in 1685-6 was Sheriff. A son of the same name 
succeded him, Jonathan Cope c1689-.... and was created a baronet in 1714. 

Plot mentions his wife "Madam Ann Cope of Ranton" (112). She was a daughter of Sir Hatton Fermor of Easton 
Neston, Northants. 


COPWOOD (SEE HOLLINS OF DILHORNE) 


CORBET OF BLAKELANDS IN BOBBINGTON 
SEAT: Blakelands [PLOT 51 u5] [P52] 
ARMS: Or two ravens sable on a bordure engrailed gules eight ?plates 


The Corbet family held a Barony based at Caux in Westbury, Salop. They took their name from a man known simply 
as Corbet c1020-c1276, probably a Norman. Their arms were in the late 13C "Or a raven sable". Corbet being one form of the 
French for raven. Other families of the same name claim kinship with this family whose last known male member died before 
1347. One such family were the Corbets of Longnor, Salop whose representative in the 16C was Thomas Corbet c1494-?1586. 
A younger son of this family Roger Corbet 1600-c1663 acquired Blakelands by marriage. His widow was assessed on 5 hearths 
in 1666. Plot records this coat of arms for the first time. 

The owner in 1680 was Edward Corbet 1649-1719 (son of Roger, above) who had at least three children, Edward, 
John and Elizabeth amongst whom perhaps his heir. 


COTTON OF BERESFORD IN ALSTONFIELD 
SEAT: Beresford [PLOT 52 e13] [P53] 
ARMS: Azure a chevron argent between three cotton-hanks argent 


Charles Cotton of Ovingden, Sussex c1600-1658 married Olive daughter and heir of Sir John Stanhope of Elvaston, 
Derbys c1580-1638 by Olive daughter and heir of Edward Beresford of Enson in Stafford c1555-...... and thus aquired 
Beresford. Elsewhere the family's arms are said to have "on the chevron a trefoil gules" 

The owner in 1680 was his son the celebrated poet Charles Cotton Esquire 1630-1687 who was assessed on 9 hearths 
in 1666. He married, as her second husband, Mary daughter of Sir William Russell of Strensham, Worcs and widow of Thomas 
Cromwell 1st Earl of Ardglass 1594-1653. On his death his administration was granted to a creditor. His only surviving son 
Beresford Cotton was a Captain in Sir Richard Atkin's Regiment of Foot in 1694, one daughter Olive married George Stanhope 
(Dean of Canterbury) 1660-1728 and another daughter Catherine became grandmother of two Earls of Northampton. 

Plot frequently mentions Charles Cotton (89 115 165 175 177 184 188 237 348 420) and dedicates Table 10 (165) to 
him: To the Worspll. the learned and most ingenious Gent. CHARLES COTTON of BERESFORD Esquire This 10 Table, 
Shewing the Designe of a forraigne Engin, used formerly near Him, in memory of his favors is greatefully dedicated by 
R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Quarterly of 4 (1 & 4) Azure a chevron argent between three cotton-hanks argent [COTTON] (2) Argent 
crusilly fitchy sable three fleur-de-lis sable within a bordure engrailed sable [STANHOPE] (3) Argent a bear rampant sable 
muzzled collared and chained or [BERESFORD] IMPALING [Quarterly per fesse indented or and azure four lions passant 
counterchanged] [CROMWELL] IMPALING Argent a chevron sable between three crosses crosslet fitchy sable [RUSSELL] 


COTTON OF CRAKEMARSH IN UTTOXETER 
SEAT: Crakemarsh [PLOT 53 K12] [P54] 
ARMS: Argent a bend sable between three pellets 


This family appear to have taken their name from Cotton, Cheshire. Late in the 14C they acquired, by marriage, 
Hamstall Ridware which later passed to the Fitzherberts. A younger son was ancestor of William Cotton c1540-.... who 
acquired Crakemarsh. Their arms were in use before 1583. 


The owner in 1680 was William Cotton Esquire c1663-.... (son of Rowland Cotton c1625-a1674 who was assessed on 8 
hearths in 1666). He was Sheriff in 1688-9 and his heir appears to have been a son William Cotton c1690-.... 


COYNEY OF WESTON COYNEY IN CAVERSWALL 
SEAT: Weston Coyney [PLOT 54 h8] [P55] 
ARMS: Or on a bend sable three trefoils slipped argent 


The Coyney family appear to have given their name to Weston which they may have owned in the 12C. Their arms 
were in use before 1583. 

The owner in 1680 was (if alive) John Coyney Esquire c1637-.... (son of Sampson Coyney c1614-1653). He was 
assessed on 10 hearths in 1666. His son Sampson Coyney c1661-1693 succeded him but died unmarried and pased the estate 
to his sister Eleanor, wife of William Gower of Colmers, Worcs c1652-1736. Gower later passed the estate back to the Coyney 
family. 


CRESSWELL OF BARNHURST IN TETTENHALL 
SEAT: Barnhurst [PLOT 226 r7] [P56] 
ARMS: Gules three plates on each a squirrel proper 


Richard Cresswell 1490-1559 a merchant-of-the-staple appears to have owned Barnhurst. It is said that an ancestor 
acquired it by marriage and that the family were descended from a family which took its name from the settlement of Creswell 
(by Stafford) in the 12C. 

The owner in 1680 was Richard Cresswell 1620-1708 (son of Richard Cresswell c1578-1625). In 1658 he acquired by 
marriage an estate at Sidbury in Shropshire which appears to have become his principal residence. He was succeded by a son 
Richard Cresswell 1662-1723. 

At the time of the 1666 hearth tax Mr John Cresswell was assessed on 11 hearths in "Tettenhall Clericorum" and a 
Mr. Andrew Cresswell for 3 hearths. It is thought likely that the 11 hearth house was at Barnhurst but it is not known how 
either of these Cresswells were related to the main branch. 


CROMPTON OF STONE 
SEAT: Stone Park [PLOT 55 k7] [P57] 
ARMS: Argent on a chief vert three pheons or 


Brothers Richard and William Crompton were both London mercers and may also have had connections with 
Fradswell in Colwich and Stafford. Of the two, William Crompton c1513-1564 acquired Stone Priory in 1538 and the site 
became known as Stone Park. The family had a grant of arms in 1588. 

The owner in 1680 was William Crompton Esquire c1639-p1686 (son of Thomas Crompton c1607-1673, who was 
assessed on 12 hearths in 1666). He was succeded by his son Thomas Crompton c1662-.... who was Sheriff in 1708. 


CROMPTON OF CRESWELL 
SEAT: Creswell [PLOT 227 m7] [P58] 
ARMS: Argent on a chief vert three pheons or (see note) 


Sir Thomas Crompton c1561-.... had a lease on Creswell and later the family purchased the manor. The family were 
granted arms "Or[sic] on a chief vert three pheons or" in 1596 some twelve years after the Cromptons of Stone were granted 
the arms as shown on the map. 

The owner in 1680 was Robert Crompton c1630-.... (son of Thomas Crompton c1606-c1640, whose widow was 
assessed on 7 hearths in 1666) who was succeded by a son Lovet Crompton c1655-.... 


CROMWELL EARL OF ARDGLASS 
SEAT: Throwley Park in Ilam [PLOT 7 f12] [P59] 
ARMS: Quarterly per fesse indented or and azure four lions passant [counterchanged] [CROMWELL] IMPALING Argent a 
chevron sable between three crosses crosslet fitchy sable [RUSSELL] (ON A LOZENGE) 


Thomas Cromwell 1st Earl of Ardglass 1594-1653 acquired Throwley by marriage. He was succeded by his son 
Wingfield Cromwell 2nd Earl of Ardglass 1624-1668 who married Mary Russell daughter of Sir William Russell of Strensham 
Court, Worcs Baronet. In 1666 Wingfield Cromwell was living at Butterton in a house with 13 hearths. There appears to be no 
entry for a house at Throwley in 1666. Perhaps the house was in process of being rebuilt. 

The occupier in 1680 was Mary Cromwell Countess Ardglass c1629-p1687 who remarried (? after 1680) Charles 
Cotton of Beresford 1630-1687 (above). 

Her first husband had a son and successsor Thomas Cromwell 3rd Earl of Ardglass 1653-1682. Thomas was succeded 
by his uncle Vere Essex Cromwell 4th Earl of Ardglass 1625-1687. 


CUMBERLEGE OF NEWCASTLE 
SEAT: Newcastle [PLOT 56 g6] [P60] 
ARMS: Barry of six ermine and sable on a canton or a fleur-de-lis gules 


Plot mentions these arms for "Cumberlege M.B." for the first time. ee a 
marnieg i- Newcastle i1606 and was probably as father “a Joha eet Richard-e 


Plot mentions in “his text one e John Cunberlege now Mayor of Walsall" (10 
Wolverhampton (175). 


nd a Richard Cumberlege possibly of 


DAVIES 
SEAT: NOT SEATED [PLOT 238] [P61] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron argent between three swans heads erased embowed argent on a chief argent a fleur-de-lis ..... 


This person and family have not been identified. 
DEGGE OF BLYTHE BRIDGE IN KINGSTONE 


SEAT: Blythe Bridge [PLOT 57 111] [P62] 
ARMS: Or on a bend azure three falcons rising argent armed and belled or 


The Degge family lived at Stramsall in Uttoxeter perhaps from the 14C. Thomas Degge of Stramsall c1585-1627 had 
a number of children amongst whom Simon, below, and a younger son Thomas who may have lived in Stramsall (although 
nobody of that name was assessed on hearth tax there in 1666). 

Sir Simon Degge Knight 1613-a1704 a Royalist barrister became Recorder of Derby in 1661 and had a grant of arms 
in 1662. Knighted in 1670 he was Sheriff of Derbyshire 1673-4. By 1680 he was living in retirement at Blythe Bridge where he 
is said to have died. Mentioned by Plot (42 119 168 384), He was buried at Kingstone having outlived three sons, Whitehall 
and two of the name Simon. His heir might be a son or grandson of his youngest son Simon. 


DICKINS OF LEATON IN BOBBINGTON 
SEAT: Leaton [PLOT 58 u5] [P63] 
ARMS: Ermine a cross patonce sable 


One William Dickins was a poll tax collector in Bobbington in 1377. Later presumed members of this family owned 
Churchill in Kidderminster, Worcs but lived at Leaton. The arms were used before 1583. John Dickins of Leaton c1579-1656 
(great grandfather of Thomas, below) had a second son John Dickins c1601-1661 founder of the family at Morfe, below. 

The occupier in 1680 was Thomas Dickins c1653-1710 (son of John Dickins c1631-1679, whose father was assessed 
on 12 hearths in 1666) who married Mary the daughter of Tomyns Dickins of Morse, below. He appears to have been 
succeded by a son John Dickins ....-1760. 


DICKINS OF MORFE IN ENVILLE 
SEAT: Morfe [PLOT 59 u5] [P64] 
ARMS: Ermine a cross patonce sable (a canton gules) 


John Dickins c1601-1661 (above) was the father of Tomyns Dickins c1623-.... who was assessed on 7 hearths in 1666. 
He was (if alive) the 1680 occupier. He had two sons Tomyns and John, one of whom perhaps his heir, and at least four 
daughters of which Mary see above. 


DIGBY OF SANDON 
SEAT: Sandon Park Hall [PLOT 83 18] [P65] 
ARMS: Argent a saltire gules (on fesse point a crescent) [GERARD] IMPALING Azure a fleur-de-lis argent [DIGBY] (ON A 
LOZENGE) (see note) 


George Digby c1590-167? (a younger son of of Everard Digby of Tilton, Leics c1548-a1593) purchased Sandon in 
1624 and was assessed on 19 hearths there in 1666. His heir was his fourth and only surviving daughter Jane. 

The 1680 owner Jane Hungerford (formerly Gerard n,e Digby) c1637-1703 had in 1660 married Charles Gerard 4th 
Baron Gerard of Gerard's Bromley c1634-1667 (below) by whom she was mother of Digby Gerard 1662-1684 whose daughter 
Elizabeth 1679-1744, wife of James Douglas 4th Duke of Hamilton 1658-1712, succeded to Sandon. 

Jane's arms on Plot's map are on a lozenge indicating a state of widowhood and show her late husband's arms 
impaling those of Digby. In fact she had remarrried in July 1679 to Sir Edward Hungerford of Corsham, Wilts K.B. 1632-1711. 
This second marriage is indicated heraldically on the Table dedicated to her by Plot. Plot dedicates Table 4 (61) To the right 
Honble the learned & most virtuous Lady JANE Lady GERARD Baroness GERARD of GERARDS BROMLEY This 4 Table Being 
the E.S.E. prospect of SANDON HALL Her Ladyships owne Inheritance with all possible submission is gratefully dedicated by 
R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Sable two bars argent in chief three plates [HUNGERFORD] IMPALING Argent a saltire gules [GERARD] 
(ON AN INESCUTCHEON) Azure a fleur-de-lis argent [DIGBY]. In the text she is mentioned several times (103 156 164 191 
198) 


DILKE OF LICHFIELD 
SEAT: Lichfield [PLOT 59a q12] [P66] 
ARMS: Gules a lion rampant per pale argent and or 


Thomas Dilke c1560-1618 (from Kirkby Mallory, Leics) purchased about 1600 Maxstoke Castle in Warwickshire. He 
had married Ann daughter of Sir Clement Fisher of Great Packington, Warwicks. Their second son Fisher Dilke 1592-1660 
settled at Shustock, Warwicks and had two sons Samuel 1631-1701 and Fisher c1633-.... Samuel also named his first son, born 
in 1655, Fisher. 

Plot mentions in the text a Fisher Dilke (4 244) living in 1679 and it is presumably the same man that was living in 
Lichfield in 1680. He might be the older of the two men above. 


DRAKEFORD OF FOREBRIDGE IN CASTLE CHURCH 
SEAT: Forebridge [PLOT 228 m8] [P67] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron sable between three eagles displayed sable (see note) 


Richard Drakeford c1578-1639 purchased Forebridge in the early 17C. Elsewhere the family's arms are said to be 
"Argent the base barry wavy azure in chief a drake naiant ..... A 

The owner in 1680 was his son Richard Drakeford 1610-p1680 who was assessed on 6 hearths in 1666. He was 
succeded by a son Matthew Drakeford 1653-.... sometime Rector of Stafford St Mary. 


DRAYCOTT OF PAINSLEY IN DRAYCOTT-IN-THE-MOORS 
SEAT: Painsley [PLOT 60 i10] [P68] 
ARMS: Or fretty gules on a canton argent a cross patonce azure (see note) 


The Draycotts were established at Draycott by the end of the 13C. The earliest form of the Draycott arms is said to be 
"Or fretty gules on a canton azure a cross patonce argent" but also used were "Or three piles gules over all a bend ermine" 
and "Or fretty gules on a canton azure billety or a fesse dancetty or". The earliest coat eventually prevailed although it is often 
said that the colours on the canton should be reversed as Plot gives them. 

The family were Roman Catholic. The owner in 1680 was Philip Draycott Esquire c1656-1698 (son of Richard 
Draycott 1630-1662, whose widow Mary was assessed on 20 hearths in 1666). He was Sheriff in 1687-8 and died unmarried in 
Germany leaving as his heir his sister Frances, if then alive, wife of Marmaduke Langdale 3rd Baron Langdale of Holme 
c1630-1718. 


DUDLEY ALIAS SUTTON BARON DUDLEY 
SEAT: Himley [PLOT 61 u7] [P69] 
ARMS: Or two lions passant in pale azure (ON A LOZENGE) 


Sir John Sutton c1287-.... acquired the barony of Dudley Castle by marriage in the early 14C. Himley was part of the 
barony. The family became variously known as Dudley or Sutton. They bore these arms by the mid 15C. On the death of 
Edward Dudley 5th Baron 1567-1643 his heir was his granddaughter Frances (daughter of his only legitimate son Sir 
Ferdinando Dudley K.B. 1588-1621) 

Frances Ward (n,e Dudley) suo jure 6th Baroness Dudley 1611-1697 married about 1628 Humble Ward 1st Baron 
Ward c1614-1670 (see below) and had several children by him including their heir Edward Ward 1631-1701 who would 
become 7th Baron Dudley (see below). In 1680 she was resident at Himley (which was assessed on 29 hearths in 1666) and 
was later buried there. 


DYOTT OF LICHFIELD 
SEAT: (Sadlers Street) Lichfield [PLOT 61a q12] [P70] 
ARMS: Or a tiger statant sable 


John Dyott c1519-1578 a barrister in the ecclesiastical courts at Lichfield and said to be the original of Shakespeare's 
"little John Doit of Staffordshire" purchased estates at Freeford and Stitchbrook in Lichfield. He had a grant of arms in 1563. 
His son Anthony Dyott c1557-1622 bought a house in Sadlers Street, Lichfield which appears to have passed down through 
the family. 

The owner in 1680 was his senior representative Richard Dyott Esquire 1667-1719 (son of Richard Dyott 1618-1677, 
whose widowed mother was assessed on 16 hearths in 1666). He was succeded by his son Richard Dyott 1687-1769 who is 
said to have built a house at Freeford. 


DYOTT OF STITCHBROOK IN LICHFIELD 
SEAT: Stitchbrook [PLOT 62 p12] [P71] 
ARMS: Or a tiger statant sable (in chief a crescent) 


The owner of Stitchbrook in 1680 was Matthew Dyott 1620-1698 (3rd son of Richard Dyott of Freeford 1591-1660) 
who was assessed on 7 hearths in 1666. He is said to have been succeded by a son John 1674-1742. 


DYSON OF THE HOLLIES IN ENVILLE 
SEAT: The Hollies in Enville [PLOT 63 w5] [P72] 
ARMS: Azure the sun or half eclipsed sable 


Henry Dyson of Inkberrow, Worcs c1584-.... married into the Grosvenor family of The Hollies in Enville. Edward 
Grosvenor devised The Hollies to Henry's son Edward Dyson c1614-1659 for the life of Edward with remainder to Edward's 
son Grosvenor. Edward's widow was assessed on 7 hearths in 1666. The Dysons held arms by 1620. 

The owner in 1680 was Grosvenor Dyson c1644-a1713. His successor, probably his son, another Grosvenor Dyson 
was buried at Enville in 1726. 


EDGE OF HORTON 
SEAT: Horton [PLOT 64 d8] [P73] 
ARMS: Per fesse sable and gules an eagle displayed argent 


The Edge family are said to have been living at Horton since the early 14C. They were certainly there by the 
beginning of the 16C. Their arms are recorded in 1664. 

The occupier in 1680 was Timothy Edge c1619-1683 (5th son of Richard Edge 1573-1647) who was assessed on 8 
hearths in 1666. He was unmarried in 1680 and is not known to have had children. His heir might be amongst his four 
brothers of whom John Edge of Bishops Offley in Adbaston c1613-.... is known to have had several children. 

Plot mentions "Mr Edge of Horton" (...?) 


EGERTON OF WRINEHILL IN MADELEY 
SEAT: Wrinehill Hall [PLOT 65 g4] [P74] 
ARMS: Argent a lion rampant gules between three pheons sable (a Canton of Ulster) 


The Egerton family took their name from Egerton in Cheshire and were bearing these arms by the end of the 14C. 
About 1595 Sir John Egerton of Egerton c1551-1614, the senior representative of the family, acquired Wrinehill from Sir 
Ralph Egerton of Wrinehill c1524-1596. In 1617 Rowland Egerton was created a Baronet. 

The owner in 1680 was Sir John Egerton 3rd Baronet c1652-1729 (son of Sir John Egerton 2nd Baronet c1618-1674, 
who appears to have been assessed on 17 hearths at Madeley in 1666 as "Mr John Egerton"). He was succeded by his son 
Holland Egerton 4th Baronet c1689..... 


EGERTON OF BETLEY 
SEAT: Betley New Hall [PLOT 66 g3] [P75] 
ARMS: Gules a fesse ermine between three pheons argent 


A younger son of the Egertons of Egerton is said to have established a family at Caldecott in Cheshire. William 
Egerton of Caldecott c1375-1420 acquired Wrinehill by marriage and this property was held by the family until its sale in 1595 
(see above). William Egerton c1492-...., a younger son of the Wrinehill family, was living at Betley by the early 16C. Their arms 
were in use by the end of that century. 

The owner in 1680 was Randall Egerton Esquire 1618-1681 (son of Sir Ralph Egerton c1580-1624). He was assessed 
on 6 hearths in 1666 and "Mrs. Elizabeth Egerton" (perhaps his sister) was assessed on 5. They could have been sharing a 
larger property. He was succeded by his son (a minor) James Egerton 1677-1687 who dying young would have been succeded 
by his surviving sisters or their representatives. 


ELD OF SEIGHFORD 
SEAT: [Clanford Grange] Seighford [PLOT 67 m6] [P76] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron sable between three (birds) ..... (see note) 


Richard Eld of Seighford c15450-1621 was Treasurer and Steward of the Household for Walter Devereux 1st Earl of 
Essex 1539-1576 and had a grant of arms for his services in Ireland in 1574. Modern sources name the birds as falcons 
(earlier sources suggest popinjays or partridges). 

The owner in 1680 was Francis Eld 1623-1687 (son of Richard c1593-1640) who was assessed on 6 hearths in 1666. 
He was succeded by his son Francis 1650-1722. 


ERDESWICK OF HARTLEY GREEN IN GAYTON 
SEAT: Hartley Green [PLOT 68 19] [P77] 
ARMS: Argent a bend sable 


Thomas Erdeswick c1316-a1374 acquired Sandon by marriage and the senior branch of the family were seated there 
until it was sold in 1624. They used the arms above amongst others. John Erdeswick c1530-...., a younger son, acquired 
Hartley Green. The family were generally Roman Catholic. 

The owner in 1680 was Sampson Erdeswick c1608-1695 (son of John Erdeswick c1578-1655) who also had interests 
at Heighley in Audley and Thornhill in Madeley. He appears to have been succeded by a brother Edward Erdeswick c1612-? 
1700, or, his representative. 

No member of the family has been found in the 1666 hearth tax records of the county. 


EVERY OF BURTON-UPON-TRENT 
SEAT: Burton-upon-Trent [PLOT 69 n15] [P78] 
ARMS: Or four chevronels gules (see note) 


Sir Simon Every c1603-1647 (of a family from Chardstock, Devon) acquired Egginton, Derbys by marriage and was 
created a baronet in 1641. Their arms said to have been granted c1662 are usually said to be "Erminois two chevronels azure 
between two chevronels gules". The property at Egginton and the baronetcy descended with his oldest son. 

John Every Esquire c1632-.... (Simon's second son) attended Gray's Inn, was a Staffordshire J.P. about 1680 and is 
likely to be the member of this family living in Burton-upon-Trent in 1680. He had no children. It is not known who his heir 
was, but it could have been his younger brother Francis Every c1636-1708 who lived at Castle Donington, Leics and was 
ancestor of the later Edward Every 8th Baronet 1754-1786. 


FEAKE OF STAFFORD 
SEAT: Stafford [PLOT 69a m8] [P79] 
ARMS: Sable a fesse dancetty or in chief three fleur-de-lis argent 


John Feake of Farringdon Within, London goldsmith c1584-1664 (from a Norfolk family) was married four times and 
had a large family by his third wife Ann daughter of John Dod of London draper. 

William Feake of Stafford c1624-1696 (oldest son of the third marriage) seems to have moved to Staffordshire before 
1651. One "Mr. Feake" was assessed on 2 hearths in Gaolgate Ward in 1666. His first wife is said to have died at Stafford and 
he married his second wife at Seighford in 1652. His heir was his son William Feake 1662-.... whose daughter Ann was 
christened in Stafford in 1698. 

Plot mentions "... Mr. William Feak Alderman of Stafford ..." (331) 


FERNE OF CRAKEMARSH IN UTTOXETER 
SEAT: Crakemarsh [PLOT 70 k12] [P80] 
ARMS: Per bend dancetty or and gules 


William Ferne of Temple Belwood, Lincs c1523-p1583 (of a family from Parwich, Derbys) married in 1554 Ann 
Sheffield apparently of the family of Sheffield of Butterwick, Lincs. By this marriage (or perhaps by purchase) the Fernes 
appear to have acquired Crakemarsh. They held these arms by 1583. In 1666 the widow of John Ferne c1633-1658 was 
assessed on 6 hearths at Crakemarsh and it appears her mother-in-law also a widow was assessed on another 4. They may 
have been sharing the same property. 

The owner in 1680 was William Ferne c1657-p1690 (son of John, above) who was living in 1690 at Marston 
Montgomery Woodhouse, Derbys. His heir is unknown. 


FITZHERBERT OF SWYNNERTON 
SEAT: Swynnerton [PLOT 72 k6] [P81] 
ARMS: Argent a bend sable a chief vairy or and gules (see note) 


William Fitzherbert had a grant of Norbury, Derbys in the early 12C and the senior branch of the family resided there 
until the death of Sir John Fitzherbert in 1649. The arms were in use by the early 14C and are normally given as "Argent a 
chief vairy or and gules over all a bend sable". On Plot's map the bend sable is not depicted "over all" perhaps an error by the 
engraver. Another William Fitzherbert c1528-1559, a younger son of the Norbury family, acquired Swynnerton by marriage. 

In 1666 Basil Fitzherbert Esquire c1630-p1698 (son of William Fitzherbert c1612-a1664) was assessed on 15 hearths 
at Swynnerton. He had also inherited Norbury from his father who had himself inherited it from Sir John Fitzherbert, above. 
Basil's successor was his son William Fitzherbert c1655-p1715. 


FLEETWOOD OF CALWICH IN ELLASTONE 
SEAT: Calwich Priory [PLOT 73 h13] [P82] 
ARMS: Per pale nebuly or and azure six martlets 2 2 & 2 counterchanged 


John Fleetwood c1514-1590 from Hesketh, Lancs purchased Calwich Priory in the mid 16C. He was granted these 
arms in 1548. His grandson Richard Fleetwood was created a baronet in 1611. Richard was succeded by his son Thomas 
c1609-1673 who was assessed on 16 hearths in 1666 and was father of Richard, below. The family were Roman Catholics. 

The owner in 1680 was Sir Richard Fleetwood 3rd Baronet 1628-p1715 who had a son Thomas and grandson Charles 
who both predeceased him. His successor was a nephew Thomas Fleetwood 4th Baronet c1667-1739 (son of his brother 
Thomas 1637.-....). 

Plot makes mentions of Sir Richard Fleetwood (165). 


FLOYER OF HINTS 
SEAT: Hints [PLOT 74 r13] [P83] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron argent between three arrows argent (see note) 


These arms were born by Floyer of Floyer Hayes, Devon at the beginning of the 14C, but there is no evidence that the 
Staffordshire family were related. The Staffordshire family may also have used a chevron ermine. They are also said to have 
used "Argent a bend sable between three arrows points downward sable". This inelegant arrangement may be an error. 

Richard Floyer c1563-1643, a barrister, (probably son of Richard Floyer of Uttoxeter) purchased Hints in 1601. 

The owner in 1680 was Matthew Floyer 1646-1716 (son of Richard Floyer 1603-1679, who was assessed on 14 
hearths in 1666). He was Sheriff 1682-3 and was succeded by his son Ralph Floyer 1677-1729. 

Plot mentions him twice (92-3 246). 


FLOYER OF LICHFIELD 
SEAT: Lichfield [PLOT 74a q12] [P84] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron argent between three arrows argent (on the chevron a crescent) (see note above) 


John Floyer M.D. ?1650-1734 (a younger brother of Matthew, above) appears on Plot's map as M.D. a degree he 
acquired in 1680 in which year he married Mary a daughter and coheir of Sir Henry Archbold of Lichfield (above). He was 
knighted in 1685 and succeded by his son John Floyer c1681-?1762. 

Plot dedicates Table 25 (273) to him. Here he is referred to as a Knight so that this engraving at least must date to 
1685. "To the right Worsqll[sic] Sr JOHN FLOYER Kt & Dr of PHYSICK This 25 Tab. Representing a very Extra ordinary birth 
that happened in this County with all due respect is humbly offered by R.P.LL.D." ARMS: Sable a chevron argent between 
three arrows points downward argent IMPALING Argent a lion rampant sable between three fleur-de-lis sable 2 & 1 
[ARCHBOLD] 


FODEN OF FULFORD IN STONE 
SEAT: Fulford [PLOT 75 i9] [P85] 
ARMS: Argent on a fesse azure between three cross-bows bent sable three arrows points downward or 


Hugh Foden of Fulford c1533-1613 was Chief Constable of Pirehill Hundred in 1583 and was then disclaimed. His 
grandson Thomas Foden c1606-.... had a grant of arms in 1664 and was assessed on 2 hearths in 1666. At the same time 
Thomas's son another Thomas Foden c1632-.... was assessed on 7 hearths. They may have been sharing the same property. 

The occupier in 1680 was probably this Thomas Foden c1632-.... whose son and heir apparent Thomas Foden 
c1659-.... was in 1680 living in Stafford (below). 


FODEN OF STAFFORD 
SEAT: Stafford [PLOT 75a m8] [P86] 
ARMS: Argent on a fesse azure between three cross-bows bent sable three arrows points downward or (in chief a crescent) 


Thomas Foden c1659-.... (son of Thomas, above) was living in Stafford in 1680 having married (or about to marry) 
Felice daughter of Richard Sneyd of Stafford. He is probably the person referred to on Plot's map. 


FOLEY OF PRESTWOOD IN KINGSWINFORD 
SEAT: Prestwood [PLOT 76 w6] [P87] 
ARMS: Argent a fesse engrailed sable between three cinquefoils sable within a bordure sable (on the fesse a mullet) 


Richard Foley 1580-1657 nicknmamed "Fiddler Foley" was an ironmaster at Stourbridge, Worcs and amassed a great 
fortune. By his first wife he had an oldest son Richard who purchased the manor of Longton (see below). By his second wife he 
had five further sons Edward, Thomas, Robert, Samuel and John. Of these Edward and John had no surviving children but 
Robert established a family at Stourbridge and Samuel another in Ireland. 

Thomas Foley 1617-1677 of Witley Court, Worcs (second son by the second wife) purchased Prestwood about 1668 
and settled it on his fourth son Philip. In 1666 Prestwood was apparently tenanted by one Geoffrey Backer who was assessed 
on 15 hearths. 

The owner in 1680 was this Philip Foley Esquire 1648-1716 who had married Penelope daughter of William Paget 6th 
Baron Paget of Beaudesert 1609-1678. He was succeded by his son Paul Foley c1685-1739. 

Philip Foley purchased Stourton Castle in 1672. It had been assessed on 15 hearths in 1666 

Plot mentions Philip Foley twice (151 166). Stating On the banks of The River Stour between Prestwood and Stourton 
Castle ... now both of them the Seats of ... Philip Foley ... both here represented in Prospect Tab. 9 ... . He dedicates this Table 
(151) To the Worspll. the Generous & much esteemed Gent. PHILIP FOLEY of PRESTWOOD Esquire This 9 Table Shewing the 
N.E. Prospect of PRESTWOOD Hall as a grateful remembrance of his singular Favours is humbly offer'd by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: 
Argent a fesse engrailed sable between three cinquefoils sable within a bordure sable (on the fesse a mullet) [FOLEY] 
IMPALING Sable on a cross engrailed argent between four eagles displayed argent five lions passant sable [PAGET] 


FOLEY OF LONGTON IN STOKE-UPON-TRENT 
SEAT: Longton Hall [PLOT 77 h7] [P88] 
ARMS: Argent a fesse engrailed sable between three cinquefoils sable within a bordure sable (on the fesse a ?martlet) 


Richard Foley 1608-1678 (oldest son of the ironmaster, above) purchased Longton about 1651. He was assessed on 6 
hearths in 1666. 

The owner in 1680 was probably Richard Foley c1648-c1680 (son of Richard, above) who devised Longton to his 
uncle John Foley 1631-1682 who, in turn, passed it to the senior surviving male heir of the ironmaster, Thomas Foley of Witley 
Court, Worcs 1673-1733 (later 1st Baron Foley of Kidderminster). 

Plot mentions Mr Foley of Longdon as the owner of iron-ore mines (158). 


FOWKE OF LITTLE WYRLEY IN NORTON-UNDER-CANNOCK 
SEAT: Little Wyrley [PLOT 78 q10] [P89] 
ARMS: Vert a fleur-de-lis argent 


William Fowke of Brewood c1400-.... appears to have had two sons. Roger, probably the elder, founded a family 
whose principal residence was in Brewood town whilst the younger, John, acquired Gunstone another estate within Brewood 
parish. Roger Fowke of Brewood c1556-1594 purchased Little Wyrley in the late 16C. 

The owner in 1680 was Ferrers Fowke 1613-1682 (son of Thomas Fowke c1582-1652) who was assessed on 6 hearths 
at Wyrley in 1666 (at which time his mother Mary, daughter of Henry Ferrers of Baddesley Clinton, Warwicks 1549-1633, a 
widow, was assessed on 10 hearths at Brewood). Ferrers had three children all of whom predeceased him and he was 
succeded by his brother Thomas Fowke 1614-1691. 

Plot mentions "Mr Fowk of Little Worley in Norton" (263) and Ferrers Fowke of Brewood (380). The former reference 
might be to Ferrers or perhaps to one of his brothers. 


FOWKE OF GUNSTONE IN BREWOOD 
SEAT: Gunstone [PLOT 229 q6] [P90] 
ARMS: Vert a fleur-de-lis argent (in dexter chief a crescent) 


John Fowke c1430-.... (above) acquired Gunstone by marriage. In 1666 the house had a tenant who was assessed for 
9 hearths. 


The owner in 1680 was Roger Fowke 1645-?1698 (son of John Fowke c1613-1670). He is said to have sold Gunstone. 
It is unclear whether he had surviving children but he did have several brothers who themselves left children. 


FOWLER OF ST THOMAS BY STAFFORD 
SEAT: St Thomas [PLOT 79 m8] [P91] 
ARMS: Ermine on a canton gules an owl or (see note) 


Rowland Lee (Bishop of Lichfield) c1492-1543 became lord of Apeton, Coton, Drayton, Fradswell, Maer, Pendeford 
and St Thomas. Dying unmarried he left his property to three younger sons of his sister who had married Roger Fowler of 
Broomhall, Norfolk. These were Brian Fowler who inherited St Thomas, William Fowler of Harnage Grange in Shropshire and 
James Fowler who inherited Pendeford (see below). 

The arms of Fowler of Broomhall appear to have been "Azure on a chevron engrailed argent between three lions 
passant guardant or three crosses moline sable". They also had the right to quarter the arms of Barton of Barton Hartshorne, 
Bucks which are the arms Plot gives to this family. A different version of the earlier Fowler arms are given below for Fowler of 
Pendeford. This might be an error. 

Brian Fowler of St Thomas c1520-1587 was great grandfather of the owner in 1680 Walter Fowler Esquire 1620-1684 
(son of Edward Fowler c1585-1623) who was assessed on 30 hearths in 1666, was a Roman Catholic and was succeded by his 
son Walter Fowler c1645-?1696. Plot mentions "Walter Fowler of St Thomas Esquire" (114). 


FOWLER OF PENDEFORD IN TETTENHALL 
SEAT: Pendeford [PLOT 80 p7] [P92] 
ARMS: Azure on a chevron or between three lions passant or three crosses ?paty sable (see note, above) 


James Fowler c1525-1585 (see above) was great grandfather of the owner in 1680 Walter Fowler 1632-1711 (son of 
Walter Fowler c1601-1668, who was assessed on 8 hearths in 1666). He was succeded by his son Charles Fowler 1669-1731. 
Plot mentions "Mr Fowler of Penford" (45 167). 


FRITH OF THORNES IN SHENSTONE 
SEAT: Thornes [PLOT 81 q11] [P93] 
ARMS: Sable on a chevron embattled or between three battle-axes argent three annulets sable 


Edward Frith c1505-.... appears to have obtained Thornes by marriage. His son Thomas was disclaimed in 1583. 

The owner in 1680 was Rowland Frith c1651-p1710 (son of Edward Frith c1619-c1667, who was assessed on 9 
hearths in 1666) sometime Mowbray Herald Extraordinary. He is not known to have had children but had two brothers who 
predeceased him Charles (who had no children) and Henry whose son Henry Frith c1663-p1719 might have been heir of 
Rowland. Plot mentions Rowland Frith twice (214-5 379). 


FULLWOOD OF WHITTINGTON 
SEAT: Whittington [PLOT 82 q13] [P94] 
ARMS: Gules a chevron argent between three mullets argent (in chief a crescent) 


Robert Fullwood c1610-.... (second son of Robert Fullwod of Little Alne, Warwicks c1568-c1638) was living at 
Whittington by 1663 and was assessed on 4 hearths in 1666. He or his son Robert Fullwood c1649-.... would be the occupier in 
1680. The younger Robert also had a son Robert 1674-.... and a daughter Dorcas, one of whom perhaps his successor. 


GAGE OF PACKINGTON IN WEEFORD 
SEAT: Packington [PLOT 230 q13] [P95] 
ARMS: Per saltire azure and argent a saltire gules 


These are the arms of the Gage family of Firle in Sussex. John Gage c1571-1633 was made a Baronet in 1622. One of 
his granddaughters married Walter Aston 3rd Baron Aston c1633-1714 whilst one of his grandsons married Walter's sister 
Frances. 

It might then be another grandson ..... Gage Esquire who had an estate in Packington in 1680. Plot says (227) "And 
for Cherries, the plantations at Packington upon the estate of the Worshipfull ----- Gage Esq; are so very extraordinary, that 
they seem even to vye with Kent it self; ... 

In 1666 one Mrs. Orrell was assessed on 10 hearths at Packington. A family of this name is found in Sussex. 


GERARD BARON GERARD OF GERARD'S BROMLEY 
SEAT: Gerards Bromley Park in Eccleshall [PLOT 84 k4] [P96] 
ARMS: Argent a saltire gules (on fesse point a crescent) 


John Gerard of Ince, Lancs c1360-.... (a younger son of Sir Peter Gerard of Bryn in Winwick, Lancs Knight c1330- 
1380) married Eleanor daughter and heir of Richard Ince of Ince, Lancs. By the end of the 15C the Gerards were using a coat 
of arms "Azure a lion rampant argent crowned or" but this seems to have been replaced by that cited by Plot. A later 
representative Sir Gilbert Gerard (Master of the Rolls) c1517-1593 appears to have purchased Bromley, which became known 
as Gerard's Bromley, from a kinsman. Gilbert married Ann daughter of Thomas Ratcliffe of Winmarleigh, Lancs and heir of her 
half-brother. Thomas Gerard, Gilbert's son, was created Baron Gerard in 1603. His wife was Alice daughter and heir of Sir 
Thomas Rivett. Their son Gilbert Gerard 2nd Baron Gerard c1585-1622 married Eleanor daughter and heir of Thomas Dutton 
of Dutton, Cheshire c1568-1614. Charles Gerard 4th Baron Gerard c1634-1667, grandson of the 2nd Baron, also married an 
heiress Jane 4th daughter and heir of George Digby of Sandon c1590-167?. He was assessed on 21 hearths in 1666. 

The owner in 1680 was (the guardian of) Digby Gerard 5th Baron Gerard of Gerard's Bromley 1662-1684 (son of 
Charles Gerard 4th Baron, above). He was also heir of his mother Jane Digby (see above). His heir was his daughter Elizabeth 
Gerard 1679-1744 who carried the estates to her husband James Douglas 4th Duke of Hamilton 1658-1712 whom she married 
in 1698. 

Plot dedicates Table 6 (103) To the right Honble and truly Noble Lord DIGBY Lord GERARD of GERARDS BROMLEY 
This [6] Table Shewing the W.N.W. Prospect of his lordps Magnificent Seat at BROMLEY with the deepest sense of Gratitude 
is humbly presented by R.P.L.L.D. ARMS: Quarterly of 15 (1) Argent a saltire gules (on fesse point a crescent) [GERARD] (2) 
Vert a cross ermine [.....] (3) Argent a tree ..... [.....] (4) Azure a lion rampant [ermine crowned or] [GERARD] (5) Azure a lion 
rampant argent [crowned or] [GERARD] (6) Argent on a bend cottised sable three toretau [?INCE] (7) Argent a bend engrailed 
sable in sinister chief a ..... [PRATCLIFFE] (8) ?Azure a cross flory argent [.....] (9) Argent a lion rampant .... [.....] (10) Argent a 
CYrOoSS ..... [.....]

GIFFARD OF CHILLINGTON IN BREWOOD 
SEAT: Chillington Park [PLOT 85 q6] [P97] 
ARMS: Azure three stirrups with leathers or 


Peter Giffard c1155-.... had a grant of Chillington in the late 12C. The family were using their arms by the early 14C. 
His descendant Peter Giffard c1581-1663 had several sons of whom the oldest Walter succeded him, John was of Blackladies 
(below) and Edward was of High Offley (below). 

The owner in 1680 was Walter Giffard Esquire c1611-1688 (son of Peter Giffard, above). The family were Roman 
Catholic. He was assessed on 15 hearths in 1666. He was succeded by his son John Giffard c1636-1696. Plot gives a brief 
mention of Chillington Hall, home to these Giffards (359). 


GIFFARD OF BLACKLADIES IN BREWOOD 
SEAT: Blackladies [PLOT 86 q5] [P98] 
ARMS: Azure three stirrups with leathers or (in chief a crescent) 


Sir Thomas Giffard of Chillington 1491-1560 acquired Blackladies. 
The owner in 1680 was John Giffard Esquire 1620-p1680 (son of Peter Giffard, above) who was assessed on 7 hearths 
in 1666. His son John Giffard c1659-1709 succeded him. 


GIFFARD OF HIGH OFFLEY 
SEAT: High Offley [PLOT 87 14] [P99] 
ARMS: Azure three stirrups with leathers or (in chief a mullet) 


The occupier in 1680 was (if living) Edward Giffard Esquire c1624-.... (son of Peter Giffard, above). He was said to 
have lived at The Lodge in High Offley Park. His heir may have been a son Thomas Giffard c1655-.... 


GIRDLER OF HASELOUR IN LICHFIELD ST MICHAEL 
SEAT: Haselour [PLOT 88 p14] [P100] 
ARMS: Azure a fesse ermine cottised ..... between three goats heads erased argent 


Joseph Girdler 1642-1724 was a barrister who became Recorder of Tamworth and also its M.P. He purchased 
Haselour (assessed on 7 hearths in 1666) in the 1670s. His heir was a son of the same name Joseph Girdler c1682-1756 who 
was also a Recorder of Tamworth. Plot records their arms for the first time. Elsewhere the cottises are said to be "or". 


GORING OF KINGSTONE 
SEAT: Kingstone [PLOT 89 m11] [P101] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron gules between three annulets gules 


Henry Goring of Kingstone 1584-.... (from Horsham in Sussex) had three sons: Henry (who had no children), his heir 
John Goring who acquired other property (? Leese Hill) in Kingstone by marriage and William who acquired Callow Hill 
(below). John Goring of Kingstone 1620-1654 had two sons, his heir Thomas and William who acquired Fradley (below). In 
1666 Felice Goring, widow of John, was assessed on 6 hearths. 

The owner in 1680 was (the guardian of) John Goring 1669-.... (son of Thomas Goring c1647-1678. His heir is 
unknown. 


GORING OF FRADLEY IN ALREWAS 
SEAT: Fradley [PLOT 90 p13] [P102] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron gules between three annulets gules (on the chevron a crescent) 


William Goring c1648-1701 (son of John Goring, above) had married in 1672 Sarah second daughter and coheir of 
Humphrey Gilbert c1612-c1679 (who was assessed on 4 hearths in 1666) and thus acquired Fradley. He had a large family all 
baptised at Alrewas and was succeded by his son William Goring 1685-1710. 


GORING OF CALLOW HILL IN KINGSTONE 
SEAT: Callow Hill [PLOT 91 m11] [P103] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron gules between three annulets gules (on the chevron a crescent) 


William Goring 1622-1657 (son of Henry Goring, above) acquired Callow Hill by his marriage to Ann daughter and 
coheir of Thomas Lovet of Callow Hill c1591-.... Ann, then a widow, was assessed on 4 hearths in 1666. 
The owner in 1680 was their son Lovet Goring 1647-p1680 then unmarried. His heir is not known. 


GOUGH OF PERRY HALL IN HANDSWORTH 
SEAT: Perry Hall [PLOT 92 t11] [P104] 
ARMS: Gules on a fesse argent between three boars heads couped close or a lion passant azure 


Richard Gough of London c1420-1495, a merchant-of-the-staple, appears to have founded the Gough family in 
Wolverhampton. The family later moved to Oldfallings in Bushbury. 

The owner in 1680 was Sir Henry Gough Knight 1649-1725 (son of John Gough of Oldfallings 1608-1666 who was 
assessed on 10 hearths there in 1666) who had purchased Perry Hall (which had 15 hearths in 1666). He had been Sheriff in 
1671-2 and knighted in 1678. His wife was Mary daughter of Sir Edward Littleton of Pillaton Hall 2nd Baronet 1633-1709 
(below) and it is her family's arms that are impaled below. Walter Gough 1677-1730, son of Henry, was his father's successor. 

Plot mentions Sir Henry Gough (17 168 359) and dedicates Table 22 (267) to him: To the right Worspll the generous 
& much Hond Gent Sr HENRY GOUGH of PURY-HALL Kt This 22 Table consisting chiefly of undescribed Animals with all 
inmaginable deference is gratefully dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Gules on a fesse argent between three boars heads couped 
close or a lion passant azure [GOUGH] IMPALING Argent a chevron sable between three escallops sable (on the chevron a 
crescent) [LITTLETON] 


GREY OF ENVILLE 
SEAT: Enville [PLOT 93 w5] [P105] 
ARMS: Barry of six argent and azure in chief three torteaux a label gules 


Reynold Grey 3rd Baron Grey (of Ruthin) c1363-1440 had, by his 2nd wife, an elder son Edward Grey and a third son 
Robert Grey. This Robert Grey c1420-.... acquired, apparently by marriage, Enville and also Whittington in Kinver. His 
descendant John Grey of Whittington 1540-1594 settled his extensive estates including Enville on his kinsman Ambrose Grey. 
This Ambrose Grey of Enville c1577-1636 was a junior representative of the elder son Edward Grey, above. 

The owner in 1680 was Henry Grey Esquire c1612-1687 (son of Ambrose Grey, above) who was assessed on 29 
hearths in 1666. He was Sheriff in 1677-8. His children by his wife Mary daughter of Francis Wolrich of Dudmaston in Quatt, 
Salop c1565-1614 having predeceased him, he settled Enville on his kinsman John Grey c1627-1709 the senior representative 
of Edward Grey and father of Harry Grey 3rd Earl of Stamford 1685-1739. 

Plot mentions Harry Grey of Enfield (121 208 337) and dedicates Table 7 (121) To the Honble the judicious & much 
esteemed Gent. HARRY GRAY of ENFIELD Esquire This 7 Table Shewing the Southern Front of ENFIELD Hall in 
Remembrance of his favors is gratefully dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS Quarterly of 12 (1) Barry of six argent and azure in 
chief three torteaux a label gules [GREY] (2) Or a maunch ..... (3) ? Barry of ten argent and ..... (4) Azure a cinquefoil .... (5) (6) 
EEE (7) ..... ..... Gules a cinquefoil .... (8) Azure three ?garbs .... (9) Azure a ..... head erased ... (10) Argent on a chief gules a 
?canton argent (11) Sable six estoiles 3 2 & 1 (12) Sable a fret argent IMPALING Azure a chevron argent between three swans 
wings elevated argent [WOLRICH] 


GROSVENOR OF BUSHBURY 
SEAT: Bushbury [PLOT 94 r8] [P106] 
ARMS: Azure a garb or between three bezants 2 & 1 


This Grosvenor family may have taken their name from Gravenor in Claverley, Salop. John Grosvenor acquired 
Bushbury by marriage in the early 16C and the family were bearing these arms by 1583. 

The owner in 1680 was Jonas Grosvenor Esquire c1636-c1698 (if not his father Walter Grosvenor c1610-...., whose 
mother-in-law was assessed on 7 hearths in 1666). Jonas appears to have been succeded by a son of the same name, Jonas 
Grosvenor c1658-1705. 

Plot mentions Jonas Grosvenor of Wolverhampton Esquire (175 263). 


HALE OF THE HOLLIES IN ENVILLE 
SEAT: The Hollies [PLOT 96 w5] [P107] 
ARMS: Argent three arrows points downward ..... 


There are two familes named Hall in Enville in the early 16C and this name is frequently confused with Hale. In the 
1664 Visitation the arms of Hale are given as: Gules three arrows points downward or. Plot may then be in error. 

The owner in 1686 was William Hale c1618-1681 (son of Thomas Hale c1556-1627) who was assessed on 8 hearths in 
1666. He was succeded by his son John Hale c1656-1710. 


HAMMERTON OF DUNSLEY IN KINVER 
SEAT: Dunsley in Kinver [PLOT 95 w6] [P108] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron sable between three hammers sable 


William Hammerton (who was assessed on 9 hearths in 1666) was the second husband of Catherine daughter of Sir 
Sutton Coney and widow of Sir William Whorwood of Stourton c1618-a1657. Presumably Dunsley had been settled on her for 
life. His "punning" arms, first recorded by Plot, are evidently mimicing those of Whorwood "Argent a chevron sable between 
three bucks heads caboshed sable". 

The Coney family appear to be from Lincolnshire. In 1715 Catholics with the name Hammerton are found in Waith in 
that county and Featherstone in Yorkshire West Riding. 


HANBURY OF NORTON-UNDER-CANNOCK 
SEAT: Norton [PLOT 97 p10] [P109] 
ARMS: Or on a bend engrailed vert cottised sable three bezants (in sinister chief a crescent) 


It appears that a Robert Hanbury ?1549-...,. a younger son of a family from Elmley Lovett, Worcs, moved to 
Wolverhampton late in the 16C. He was great grandfather of the 1686 owner. 

The owner in 1686 was Francis Hanbury 1637-1703 (son of Robert Hanbury of Wolverhampton c1600-1651). Nobody 
of this name occurs at Norton in 1666. He was succeded by his son Robert Hanbury 1675-1740. 


HARCOURT OF RANTON 
SEAT: Ranton [PLOT 98 m6] [P110] 
ARMS: Gules two bars or (in chief a mullet or) 


The Harcourt family of Stanton Harcourt, Oxon acquired the manor of Ranton by marriage in the early 13C. Their 
arms are recorded in the early 14C. John Harcourt c1415-c1496 founded this Ranton branch. 

The owner in 1686 was Alexander Harcourt Esquire c1629-1688 (son of Francis Harcourt c1592-1648) who was 
assessed on 9 hearths in 1666. He was succeded by his son Francis Harcourt c1651-1708. 


HARVEY OF WHITTINGTON 
SEAT: Whittington [PLOT 99 q13] [P111] 
ARMS: Argent on a bend sable three trefoils or (in sinister chief a crescent gules) 


Roger Harvey was living at Whittington in the early 17C. No-one of this name was resident here in 1666. His 
successor and owner in 1680 was Nicholas Harvey c1618-.... who is said to have left daughters as coheirs, one of whom was 
Ursula wife of Thomas Pretty (Rector of Winchfield, Hants). Plot first records the family's arms. Plot mentions "Mr Nicholas 
Harvey of Whittington" (47). 


HAW OF CALDMORE IN WALSALL (1) 
SEAT: Caldmore [PLOT 100 s10] [P112] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron argent between three leopards faces or (see note) 


The Haw family are found at Walsall in the early 16C. George Haw c1580-a1663 appears to have acquired Caldmore 
by marriage. He had four sons, George, John (who had no surviving children), Thomas and William, and all four appear to have 
lived in Caldmore. 


The oldest son George Haw c1644-1679 might be the Mr. Haw who, under Walsall Foreign, was assessed on 9 
hearths and 2 hearths "in to [?two] houses in Caldmore") 1666 HT. His representative in 1680 was his son John Haw then only 
aged 3 and perhaps living elsewhere. The arms of the family are usually found with a chevron or. 

Thomas Haw c1618-a1679, third son of the older George (above) was represented by his heirs in 1680. Plot (225) 
states "... at Colmoore at the house of the heirs of Mr. Thomas Hawe ..." 


HAW OF CALDMORE IN WALSALL (2) 
SEAT: Caldmore [PLOT 101 s9] [P113] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron argent between three leopards faces or (on the chevron a crescent) (see note, above) 


William Haw c1620-...., fourth son of the older George (above) is also mentioned by Plot (265) "... at Caldmore ... at 
the house of one Mr. William Hawe; where about Christmas An. 1679 ..." [PLOT 265] 

William Haw's house appears to lie North West of that of Thomas, (assuming that the crescent on the arms aplies to 
the youngest brother). 


HEVENINGHAM OF ASTON IN STONE 
SEAT: Aston [PLOT 102 k7] [P114] 
ARMS: Quarterly or and gules on a bordure engrailed sable eight escallops argent 


Erasmus Heveningham c1515-1559 (from Heveningham in Suffolk) acquired by marriage Pipe Hall in Lichfield; his 
son Christopher acquired Aston also by marriage. They were bearing arms by the late 16C. 

The owner in 1680 was Walter Heveningham Esquire 1609-1691 (son of Sir Walter Heveningham 1562-1636). He was 
assessed on 18 hearths at Aston and 15 hearths at Pipe in 1666. His two daughters were his coheirs. Mary was wife of Walter 
Fowler of St Thomas c1645-?1696 and Bridget married Sir James Simeon of Brightwell Baldwin and Chilwell, Oxon 1st 
Baronet c1645-1709. Plot mentions (111) Walter Heveningham Esquire of Aston near Stone. 


HOLLINS OF MOSSLEE IN CHEDDLETON 
SEAT: Mosslee [PLOT 103 f10] [P115] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron azure four crosses paty fitchy in chief azure 


John Hollins c1502-.... was living in Cheddleton in the early 16C. Hugh Hollins was at Mosslee by 1583. 

The owner in 1680 was Philip Hollins c1620-p1680 (son of Philip Hollins c1597-c1664) who was assessed on 5 
hearths in 1666. He appears to have been succeded by a son John Hollins c1660-.... Plot mentions "Mr Philip Hollins of 
Moseley gentleman" (43). 


HOLLINS OF DILHORNE 
SEAT: Dilhorne [PLOT 50 h9] [P116] 
ARMS: Quarterly of 4 (1 & 4) Argent a pile bendways sable fimbriated and engrailed gules between two eagles displayed vert 
[COPWOOD] (2 & 3) Argent a chevron azure four crosses paty fitchy in chief azure [HOLLINS] 


Plot shows Copwood's arms quartered with Hollins. Copwood is in dexter chief which should indicate a Copwood 
married the heir of a Hollins. However it seems more likely that the arms are actually those of Copwood Hollins whose father 
John Hollins married the daughter (? and heir) of ..... Copwood and should then be reversed. 


John Hollins (2nd son of Philip Hollins of Mosslee in Cheddleton c1590-c1664, above) married in 1650 in London to 
Jane daughter and probably heir of ..... Copwood of Dilhorne. The Copwood family might be related to Bassett Copwood 
c1543-1628 of Bubnell, Derbys (son of Richard Copwood of Totteridge, Herefs and Margaret Bassett daughter of Sir William 
Bassett of Blore Ray 1593-1553). In 1666 the house was occupied by Edward Doughty second husband to Jane and had 8 
hearths. 

The owner in 1680 appears to have been Copwood Hollins c1650-.... (son of John, above) who was married twice but 
not known to have had any children. 


HOLLINSHEAD OF ASHENHURST IN LEEK 
SEAT: Ashenhurst [PLOT 104 e10] [P117] 
ARMS: Argent on a cross sable a trefoil slipped argent a canton erminois 


Francis Hollinshead c1598-?1636 probably of a Cheshire family is said to have married into the Ashenhurst family of 
Ashenhurst. 

The occupier in 1680 was Francis Hollinshead c1652-.... (son of Francis Hollinshead c1628-c1672) who had a son, 
perhaps his heir, Thomas Hollinshead 1678-.... admitted to the Inner Temple in 1701 


HOO OF BRADLEY IN BILSTON 
SEAT: Bradley [PLOT 105 t8] [P118] 
ARMS: Quarterly sable and argent within a bordure erminois 


The Hoo family were living at Bradley by the early 16C. They held arms by 1614. 
The owner in 1680 was John Hoo 1657-1720 (son of John Hoo 1604-1668, who was assessed on 12 hearths in 1666) 
sometime sergeant-at-law. He was succeded by his nephew John Hoo ?1686-.... Plot mentions "Mr Hoo of Bradeley" (168). 


HOPE OF NECHELLS IN WOLVERHAMPTON 
SEAT: Nechells [PLOT 106 s8] [P119] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron sable between three (birds) 


A family headed by John Hope were living at Nechells in the early 16C. Plot records their arms for the first time. 
The occupier in 1680 was Fowke Hope c1640-1702 (son of Richard Hope and Jane Fowke) who was sharing a house 
of 8 hearths in Wednesfield in 1666. 


HOPKINS OF WEDNESBURY 
SEAT: Wednesbury [PLOT 107 t9] [P120] 
ARMS: Sable on a chevron argent between three pistols or three roses gules 


The Hopkins family appear to have been established in Coventry, Warwicks by the start of the 16C. 


The occupier in 1680 was (if living) William Hopkins c1636-.... (third son of Sampson Hopkins of Coventry c1602- 
1653) who was assessed on 7 hearths in 1666. This house is said to have been known as "Oakeswell House". His heir is not 
known. 


HOWARD OF HOARCROSS IN YOXALL 
SEAT: Hoarcross Park [PLOT 108 m12] [P121] 
ARMS: Gules on a bend argent between six crosses croslet fitchy argent an inescutcheon (or a demi-lion rampant pierced 
through the mouth with an arrow gules within a double tressure flory counter-flory gules) (ON AN INESCUTCHEON) Azure a 
chevron or between three griffins heads erased or [CASSEY] 


NOTE: Hoarcross lies partly in Yoxall and partly in Newborough. 


Thomas Howard 1561-1626 (a younger son of a Duke of Norfolk) was created Earl of Suffolk and was succeded in 
that title by a son and a grandson. The grandson had only two surviving daughters, coheirs to his estate, who married Edward 
Griffin 1st Baron Griffin of Braybrooke 1630-1710 and John Hervey 1st Earl of Bristol 1665-1751. The fifth son of Thomas 
Howard (above) was Sir Robert Howard K.G. c1591-1653 a Royalist and Roman Catholic. The arms in Plot are those long held 
by the Howard family with the Cassey family (below) arms on the inescutcheon. 

The owner in 1680 was Robert Howard Esquire c1652-1699 (son of Robert, above) who had married Winifred 
daughter and heir of Thomas Cassey of Whitfield, Glos c1620-.... by Mary daughter and eventual heir of John Welles of 
Hoarcross c1576-1648. Mary succeded to Hoarcross on the death of her brother Thomas Welles c1609-p1666 who was 
assessed on 15 hearths "and five pulled downe" in 1666. Robert Howard's heir was his son Robert Howard c1680-1706 who 
was succeded by his sister Winifred, wife of Peter Giffard of Chillington c1687-1746. On her death in 1734, without children, 
Hoarcross passed to the senior heirs of Thomas Howard 1st Earl of Suffolk (above) who were then the 3rd Baron Griffin and 
the 1st Earl of Bristol. 

Plot mentions (105/6) "... the Worshipful Robert Howard Esq;. The water of the well at Hore-Cross Hall the Seat of 
the same most obligeing Gent. ...." 


HUNTBACH OF FEATHERSTONE IN WOLVERHAMPTON 
SEAT: Featherstone [PLOT 109 q8] [P122] 
ARMS: Gules a fesse or fretty gules between three talbots heads erased argent 


The Huntbach family probably of Sheriff Hales had a lease on Seawalls in Bushbury from the late 16C and that was 
the main seat of the family. 

In the period about 1680 John Huntbach 1639-1704 (son of Thomas Huntbach of Seawalls c1600-1655) was 
apparently seated at Featherstone. In 1666 he was assessed on 7 hearths at Seawalls. Afterwards, about 1698, he purchased 
Seawalls and his son Rupert Huntbach 1668-1734 succeded him there. Plot twice mentions John Huntbach of Featherstone 
(175 179). 


HURT OF CASTERN IN ILAM 
SEAT: Castern [PLOT 110 f13] [P123] 
ARMS: Sable a fesse or between three cinquefoils or 


Nicholas Hurt 1569-1642 a lead merchant from Ashbourne, Derbys is said to have bought Castern 
The owner in 1680 was Nicholas Hurt c1649-1711 (son of Nicholas Hurt c1621-1677, whose father was assessed on 
15 hearths in 1666). He was succeded by his son Charles Hurt 1678-1763. 


INGE OF THORPE CONSTANTINE 
SEAT: Thorpe Constantine [PLOT 116 p15] [P124] 
ARMS: Or on a chevron vert three leopards faces or 


Richard Inge of Leicester mercer 1590-1663 acquired Thorpe Constantine by marriage. His son William 1617-1662 
succeded him and William's widow was assessed on 12 hearths in 1666. 

The owner in 1680 was William Inge c1648-1690 (son of William Inge, above) who was Sheriff in 1683-4. His son 
William Inge 1669-1731 succeded him. Plot mentions "Mr Inge of Thorpe Constantine" (255 266). 


JACKSON OF STANSHOPE IN ALSTONFIELD 
SEAT: Stanshope [PLOT 111 f13] [P125] 
ARMS: Argent a lion passant guardant gules on a chief gules three battle-axes argent 


Robert Jackson c1463-1546 was living in Alstonfield by the early 16C. His great grandson Philip Jackson of Stanshope 
c1591-1675 (who was assessed on 9 hearths in 1666) sometime Colonel in the Parliamentary Army was succeded by his oldest 
son William who died about November 1679. 

The owner in 1680 was his brother Henry Jackson 1620-.... who is said to have died before 1687 perhaps with a 
daughter as heir. 

Plot mentions Captain Jackson of Stansop (193 196) and Mr Jackson of Stansop (174 263) perhaps the same person. 


JAMES OF KINVASTON IN WOLVERHAMPTON 
SEAT: Kinvaston [PLOT 112 p7] [P126] 
ARMS: Sable a dolphin embowed argent within a bordure argent 


Kinvaston is a detached part of Wolverhampton parish encircled by Penkridge parish. 

Edward James c1542-1613 was living in Penkridge from the late 16C. He was probably father, grandfather and great- 
grandfather of men of the same name. Plot is the first to cite their arms. 

The owner in 1680 was Edward James said to be living at Kinvaston Hall. Accounts of a man of this name from 1658- 
1720 are in the William Salt Library [237/21]. The house had 5 hearths in 1666. 


JENNENS OF SHIRE LANES (? in HARBORNE) 
SEAT: Shire Lanes [PLOT 113 u10] [P127] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron sable between three plummets sable (on the chevron a crescent) 


Shire Lanes has not been located but may lie in Harborne. Humphrey Jennens of Birmingham and Edward Jennens of 
Harborne occur in a deed of 1664. "Mr. Edward Jenings" was assessed on 5 hearths at Smethwick in Harborne in 1666. 
There was a Humphrey Jennens of Birmingham iron-master 1629-1689. Edward might be a brother or other kinsman. 


JERVIS OF CHATCULL IN ECCLESHALL 
SEAT: Chatcull [PLOT 114 k4] [P128] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron ermine between three martlets or 


In the early 16C three households in Eccleshall, including one at Chatcull, were headed by members of the Jervis 
family. The family were holding arms by the late 16C. About 1623 John Jervis c1599-1670 of Ollerton, Salop but apparently 
related to the Eccleshall family, married the daughter and heir of John Jervis of Chatcull. The younger John was assessed on 4 
hearths in 1666. 

The occupier in 1680 appears to have been John Jervis 1631-1680 (third son of John, above). Of his elder brothers, 
William Jervis 1624-1697 lived at Meaford in Stone 1624-1697 (where he was assessed under Kibblestone for 4 hearths in 
1666) and Sir Humphrey Jervis 1630-1708 was of Dublin. John's heir was his son John Jervis 1670-21746 who was also heir 
male to his uncle William. 


JEVON OF SEDGLEY 
SEAT: Sedgley Hall [PLOT 115 t7] [P129] 
ARMS: Or a torteaux between four saltires couped gules 


The Jevons were established at Sedgley by the mid 16C. 
The owner in 1680 was Thomas Jevon 1643-1693 (son of Richard Jevon 1610-a1652). He was assessed on 9 hearths in 
1666. He was succeded by his son Thomas Jevon a1665-p1693. Plot mentions "Mr Jevon" of Sedgley (158). 


JOBBER OF ACTON TRUSSELL 
SEAT: Acton Trussell [PLOT 117 n8] [P130] 
ARMS: Vert a chevron ermine (on the chevron a crescent) (see note below) 


Thomas Jobber of Aston, Salop c1505-1580 was buried at Church Eaton. His son Thomas Jobber c1540-1614 
purchased shares in the manors of Blymhill and Brineton. The senior branch of the family continued at Aston until the death of 
Thomas Jobber 1683-1733. Plot may give the correct arms but elsewhere they are said to be "Vert a fesse ermine". 

In 1680 Walter Jobber c1616-p1680 (2nd son of Richard Jobber of Aston c1586-1650) was living at Acton Trusell and 
was assessed on 5 hearths in 1666. His heir appears to have been a son Richard Jobber c1658-.... who was probably father of 
that Walter Jobber ?1688-.... who inherited Blymhill and Brineton on the death of Thomas Jobber 1683-1733 (above). Plot 
mentions "Mr Jobber of Acton Trussell" (204 355). 


JODRELL OF MOOREHOUSE IN LEEK 
SEAT: Moorehouse [PLOT 118 e9] [P131] 
ARMS: Sable three round buckles argent 


The Jodrells were established at Moorehouse by the late 16C. 
The occupier in 1680 was (if living) John Jodrell c1620-.... (son of Thomas Jodrell c1593-?1667). He was succeded by a 
son John Jodrell c1645-.... who had two sons living in 1680, one of whom perhaps his heir. 


JOLLEY ALIAS JOLLIFFE OF BOTTOM IN CHEDDLETON 
SEAT: Bottom in Cheddleton [PLOT 119 f9] [P132] 
ARMS: Argent on a pile vert three dexter hands couped argent 


William Jolliffe of Leek c1585-1669 (who was assessed on 9 hearths here in 1666) was son of Thomas Jolley of Leek 
mercer. The family appear to have been known as Jolley or Jolliffe the latter name eventually predominating. William is said to 
have made £80,000 in the wool trade and bought Bottom in Cheddleton and Caverswall (see below). 

His oldest son Thomas Jolliffe Esquire c1617-1693 acquired Cofton Hackett in Worcestershire by marriage and this 
became the principal seat of this branch of the family. But he was the owner of Bottom (also known as Ashcombe Park) in 
1680 and had been Sheriff in 1673-4. His oldest surviving son was John but he seems to have been eventually succeded by the 
next son Benjamin Jolliffe c1652-1719 who was in 1700-2 also Sheriff. 


JOLLEY ALIAS JOLLIFFE OF CAVERSWALL 
SEAT: Caverswall Castle [PLOT 120 h8] [P133] 
ARMS: Argent on a pile vert three dexter hands couped argent (in chief a crescent) 


The owner in 1680 was William Jolliffe Esquire c1634-1712 (3rd son of William Jolley of Leek, above). He must have 
acquired Caverswall by settlement from his father where he was assessed, in conjunction with a tenant, for 20 hearths in 
1666. Married first to Martha daughter of Thomas Foley of Witley Court, Worcs 1617-1677 and second to Mary daughter of 
Ferdinando Hastings 6th Earl of Huntingdon 1609-1656 (see their arms below) he had one daughter by each wife. The first 
daughter married Philip Papillon of London 1660-1736 whilst the second married William Vane 1st Viscount Vane [I.] c1680- 
1734 who succeded to Caverswall. 

Plot dedicates Table 37 (449) to him. To the Worspll the prudent and most courteous Gent. WILLIAM JOLLIFE of 
CAVERSWALL Esquire This 37 Table Shewing the E.S.E. prospect of CAVERSWALL CASTLE With the lowest observance is 
humbly dedicated by R.P.LL.D. Quarterly of 3 (1) Argent a fesse engrailed sable between three cinquefoils sable within a 
bordure sable [FOLEY] (2) Argent on a pile vert three dexter hands couped argent [JOLLIFFE] (3) Argent a maunch sable 
[HASTINGS] 


JORDEN OF DUNSLEY IN KINVER 
SEAT: Dunsley [PLOT 121 w6] [P134] 
ARMS: Sable an eagle displayed in bend or between two bendlets or a canton sinister or (Note: the tinctures are not clear) 


John Jorden was living at Dunsley at the beginning of the 16C. Plot is the first to record their arms. 
The owner in 1680 was (probably) Edward Jorden 1639-.... (son of Edward Jorden 1612-1667, who was assessed on 6 
hearths in 1666). His successor is not known. 


JUSTICE OF KNIGHTON IN ADBASTON 
SEAT: Knighton [PLOT 122 13] [P135] 
ARMS: Vert a bend ermine cottised or between two falcons rising or 


Luke Justice 1621-.... (second son of Roger Justice of Newport, Salop) was assessed on 5 hearths at Knighton in 1666. 
He was (if living) the 1680 tenant. His oldest son was Roger Justice c1651-.... who had at least seven sons amongst whom 
perhaps his heir. 


KEELING OF WOLSTANTON 
SEAT: Wolstanton [PLOT 231 g6] [P136] 
ARMS: Sable a lion rampant double-tailed or in its fore paws an inescutcheon (argent a cross paty fitchy gules) (see note) 


Isaac Keeling 1605-1679, senior representative of a family found in Newcastle in the early 16C, was Vicar of 
Wolstanton from 1645 until his death. He was assessed on 8 hearths and another 3 hearths "att the Viccaridge" in 1666. The 
lion in their coat or arms is elsewhere said to be just "rampant argent". 

Ralph Keeling 1639-...., oldest son of Isaac, had at least six children christened at Wolstanton and was living there in 
1682. 


KYNNERSLEY OF LOXLEY IN UTTOXETER 
SEAT: Uttoxeter [PLOT 123 k12] [P137a] and Loxley Park [PLOT 111 123] [P137b] 
ARMS: Azure crusilly argent a lion rampant argent 


John Kynnersley acquired Loxley by marriage in the late 13C. The arms were in use by the end of that century. 
Another coat of arms "Argent a fesse vairy or and gules between three eagles displayed gules" is also attributed to the family. 

The owner in 1680 was Thomas Kynnersley Esquire c1604-1680 (son of Francis Kynnersley c1574-1634) who had 
been Sheriff in 1646-7 and was assessed on 8 hearths in 1666. He was succeded by a son Thomas Kynnersley c1633-1690. Plot 
mentions him (19 359 380) and states that he had houses at Loxley and Uttoxeter. 


LAKE OF SHENSTONE 
SEAT: Shenstone [PLOT 124 r12] [P138] 
ARMS: Quarterly or and azure four crescents counterchanged 


The Lake family appear to have purchased Shenstone in the early 17C. Plot records their arms for the first time. 
The owner in 1680 was Edward Lake c1619-1702 (son of Roger Lake c1589-....) who was assessed on 2 hearths at 
Shenstone in 1666. His eventual heir appears to have been a grandson Joshua Head c1674-.... who sold the property. 


LANE OF BENTLEY IN WOLVERHAMPTON 
SEAT: Bentley [PLOT 125 s9] [P139] 
ARMS: Per fesse or and azure a chevron gules between three mullets counterchanged azure and or on a canton gules three 
lions passant or 


An area called "The Lone" in Wolverhampton appears to have given this family its name in the late 13C. Richard Lone 
(or Lane) c1365-1438 purchased Bentley about 1430. The original family arms were augmented in 1677 with the canton 
bearing the royal lions of England in recognition of the service that the Lane family had afforded King Charles II during the 
Civil War. 

The owner in 1680 was Thomas Lane Esquire c1638-1715 (later knighted) (son of John Lane 1609-1667, who was 
assessed on 15 hearths in 1666). He was succeded by his son John Lane 1669-1748. 

Plot mentions Colonel John Lane (3) and Captain Thomas Lane of Bentley Esquire (155 174 217 223) and dedicates 
Table 27 (308) "To the Worspll the Loyal & much Hond Gent. THOMAS LANE of BENTLEY Esquire This 27 Table Shewing the 
Southern prospect of BENTLEY HALL His Majties ASYLUM in his greatest Extremity as a gratefull Recognition of his many 
favours is humbly presented by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Per fesse or and azure a chevron gules between three mullets 
counterchanged azure and or on a canton gules three lions passant or [LANE] 


LANGLEY OF OXLEY IN BUSHBURY 
SEAT: Oxley [PLOT 232 r7] [P140] 
ARMS: Paly of six argent and vert 


John Langley of Amyas in Broseley, Salop c1600-c1665 was granted Oxley by his employer Sir Richard Leveson of 
Lilleshall, Salop K.B. on Leveson's death childless in 1661. John Langley devised it by will to his nephew John Langley 
c1630-.... (son of Timothy Langley). 

The owner in 1680 was (if living) this John Langley c1630-..... It is said that Oxley remained in this family until its sale 
in 1752. 


LAWLEY OF CANWELL BY HINTS 
SEAT: Canwell Priory [PLOT 126 r13] [P141] 
ARMS: Argent a cross throughout checky sable and or (see note) 


The Lawley family are found in Wenlock, Salop in the late 14C and were living at Spoonhill from the mid 16C. Their 
arms which should be "Argent a cross paty throughout checky sable and or" were granted in 1642. 

Sir Francis Lawley of Spoonhill, Salop 2nd Baronet c1631-1696 (son of Thomas Lawley c1590-1646, who was created 
a Baronet in 1641) purchased Canwell Priory where he was assessed on 19 hearths in 1666. He was succeded by his son 
Thomas Lawley 3rd Baronet c1649-1729. Plot mentions "Sir Francis Lawley of Canwell" (261 359 381). 


LEE OF MAYFIELD 
SEAT: Mayfield [PLOT 131 h13] [P142] 
ARMS: Argent five lozenges conjoined in bend gules (in sinister chief a crescent) 


This unidentified gentleman may be the father of George Lee c1677-.... who had an estate in Mayfield in the 18C. 


LEIGH OF RUSHALL 
SEAT: Rushall [PLOT 127 s10] [P143] 
ARMS: Gules a cross engrailed argent in I a lozenge or (see note) 


William Leigh c1495-1550 (said to be descended from the Leigh family established at High Leigh, Cheshire by the 
12C) acquired Rushall by marriage in the early 16C. The family bore the arms "Gules a cross engrailed argent in I an 
inescutcheon (Argent two bars azure a bend compony or and gules)". Plot gives the arms (above) for the first time and they 


may represent a simplification of the earlier version. Leigh of Stoneleigh later bore the same arms with a lozenge argent (see 
below). 

The owner in 1680 was Henry Leigh Esquire c1630-1705 (son of Edward Leigh ?1602-1671 who was assessed on 13 
hearths in 1666). Henry seems to have been succeded by a son or sons neither of whom had children. The estate then passed 
to the family of his brother Edward c1641....., father of another Edward c1671-...., he in turn father of John Burridge Leigh 
who was Sheriff in 1754. 

Plot quotes from a work by Edward Leigh of Rushall Esquire (59) and mentions Henry Leigh of Rushall Esquire (153 
159 161) calling him "the learned Henry Legh Esq;". 


LEIGH OF HAMSTALL RIDWARE 
SEAT: NOT SEATED [Plot 239] [P144] 
ARMS: Vert a cross engrailed or in Ia lozenge argent (on fesse point a crescent) (see note) 


Sir Thomas Leigh ?1504-1571, Lord Mayor of London 1558-9, said to be a younger brother of William Leigh of 
Rushall c1495-1550 (above), acquired Stoneleigh Abbey in Warwickshire. His third son Thomas Leigh c1542-1626 settled at 
Stoneleigh and was created a Baronet in 1611. Thomas purchased Hamstall Ridware in 1601. His grandson Thomas Leigh 
c1595-1672 was created 1st Baron Leigh of Stoneleigh. This Baron Leigh had an oldest son Thomas Leigh 1616-1662 who was 
seated at Hamstall Ridware and died during his father's lifetime. In 1666 the building had 30 hearths. Plot's map shows an 
incorrect version of the Leigh arms which appear correctly on Table 13 (below). 

The owner (but apparently NOT the occupier) in 1680 was Thomas Leigh 2nd Baron Leigh of Stoneleigh 1652-1710 
(son of Thomas Leigh 1616-1662, above). He had married in 1679 Eleanor oldest daughter of Edward Watson 2nd Baron 
Rockingham 1630-1689 and it is the Watson family arms with two associated quarterings that are impaled on the arms on 
Plot's Table. In 1710 Edward Leigh 1684-1738, second son of Thomas, succeded as 3rd Baron. 

Plot dedicated Table 13 (199) To the right Honble. THOMAS Lord LEIGH of STONELEY & HAMSTALL RIDWARE in 
the County of STAFFORD This 13 Table of Formed stones in memory of his favours is gratefully dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: 
Gules a cross engrailed argent in I a lozenge or [LEIGH] IMPALING Quarterly of 4 (1 & 4) Argent a chevron engrailed azure 
between three martlets sable [WATSON] (2) ....? a demi lion rampant ..... [?.....] (3) Sable a saltire argent [?.....] MOTTO: TOUT 
VIENT DE DIEU "All comes from God" 


LEIGH OF ALDRIDGE 
SEAT: Aldridge [PLOT 128 r10] [P145] 
ARMS: Gules a cross engrailed argent in I a lozenge or (see note) (on the chevron a cross) (see note above) 


About 1680 Samuel Leigh c1640-1735 (son of Samuel Leigh c1613-1651 who was a younger son of the Leighs of 
Rushall) an attorney was living in Aldridge. He did not marry until 1692 when he had two sons Thomas and John, one of whom 
perhaps his heir. 


LEVESON OF WOLVERHAMPTON 
SEAT: Wolverhampton [PLOT 129 s7] [P146] 
ARMS: Quarterly azure and gules three sinister hands erect argent 


The Leveson family were established in Wolverhampton by the end of the 13C. They were using the arms (above) by 
1561 but also bore "Azure three laurel leaves or" (as below). 

Robert Leveson Esquire c1636-1709 (son of Thomas Leveson 1615-1651) was assessed on 11 hearths on The Old Hall 
in Dudley Street in 1666. His heir was his daughter Sarah wife of Charles Fowler of Pendeford in Tettenhall 1669-1731. 


LEVESON-GOWER OF TRENTHAM 
SEAT: Trentham [PLOT 130 i6] [P147] 
ARMS: Argent three laurel leaves or (see note above) 


A junior branch of the Leveson family was established at Willenhall and Prestwood. Of this family was Nicholas 
Leveson of Haling, Kent c1498-1539 who was a London mercer. His senior great grandson John Leveson c1588-a1615 left two 
daughters as coheirs. The younger daughter Frances married Sir Thomas Gower of Stittenham in Sheriff Hutton, Yorks 2nd 
Baronet 1605-1672 (son of Sir Thomas Gower 1st Baronet 1584-1651 by Ann daughter and coheir of John Doyly of Merton, 
Oxon). They had two sons who survived into adulthood. The elder Edward Gower 1641-1662 had a son Thomas Gower 3rd 
Baronet 1665-1689. The younger was William Gower. Born about 1647 he asumed the name Leveson-Gower on inheriting 
Trentham (which had 33 hearths in 1666) and other estates from Francis Leveson Fowler in 1667. In 1691 he succeded his 
nephew Thomas Gower (above) at Stittenham and in the Baronetcy. 

The owner of Trentham in 1680 was then William Leveson-Gower Esquire c1647-1691 (later 4th Baronet). He 
married about 1669 Jane oldest daughter of John Granville 1st Earl of Bath 1628-1701. He was succeded by his son John 
Leveson-Gower 1675-1709 who was created Baron Gower in 1703. 

Plot mentions William Leveson Gower of Trentham Esquire (45 90-1 267 329) and dedicates Table 23 (267) to him: To 
the Worspll the ingenious and most obligeing Gen. WILLIAM LEVESON GOWER Esquire This 23 Table Shewing the W. & by 
S. Prospect of TRENTHAM HALL Taken from the Hill near the Cistern with the highest resentment of his many & great 
favours is gratefully offer'd by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Quarterly of 4 (1) Azure three laurel leaves or [LEVESON] (2) Barry of eight 
argent and gules a cross-flory sable [GOWER] (3) Or two bendlets azure [DOYLY] (4) Ermine a cross paty gules [.....?] 
IMPALING Gules three clarions or [GRANVILLE]. 

Table 24 (267) is dedicated to his wife, also mentioned (231): To the right Honble the virtuous and most accomplish't 
Lady, the Lady JANE LEVESON GOWER This 24 Table shewing the Front of TRENTHAM HALL Delineated within the Gate of 
the inner court wth all imaginable devotion is humbly consecrated by R.P.LL.D. (ARMS as Table 23). 


LITTLETON OF TAMWORTH 
SEAT: Tamworth [PLOT 133 r14] [P148] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron sable between three escallops sable (on the chevron a crescent) 


Sir Edward Littleton 2nd Baronet 1633-1709 (see below) is said to have been living at "Moat House", Tamworth in 
this period. In 1666 this house had 15 hearths. 


LITTLETON OF PILLATON IN PENKRIDGE 
SEAT: Pillaton Hall [PLOT 134 p8] [P149] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron sable between three escallops sable (on the chevron a crescent) (a label gules) 


Richard Littleton (2nd son of Sir Thomas Lyttleton of Frankley, Worcs K.B. 1422-1481, below) acquired Pillaton by 
marriage. The arms of the family are the same as the senior line with a crescent for difference. 

The owner in 1680 was Sir Edward Littleton 2nd Baronet 1633-1709 (son of Edward Littleton c1599-1657 who was 
created a baronet in 1627) who was assessed on 25 hearths in 1666. However by 1680 he appears to have retired to 
Tamworth (above) and it his oldest son Edward Littleton Esquire 1653-1705 who was living here as indicated by the label on 
the shield. He was Sheriff 1680-1. This younger Edward was succeded by his son Edward Littleton 3rd Baronet 1676-1742. 

Plot mentions Edward Littleton of Pillaton Hall (354) and says "... the family of Littleton of Pillaton, are so nice on this 
point [using same name for each generation], that unless the oldest son be named Edward they think it cannot live to enjoy 
the Estate; upon which account they have been all Sir Edwards ever since Henry 6th, time, the present survivor being the 
ninth [actually sixth] of that name" (279-80) 


LLOYD OF LICHFIELD 
SEAT: Lichfield [PLOT 134a q12] [P150] 
ARMS: Sable on a chevron argent between three ..... heads erased argent a ?martlet 


This gentleman possibly holding a ?degree of M.L. has not been identified. However a "Doctor Koyd" was assessed on 
5 hearths in Bore Street in the mid 17C and might be this man. A connection with John Lloyd of Forest, Camarthens Baronet 
who married Ann daughter of Matthew Smallwood (Dean of Lichfield) c1614-1683 seems likely although his family's arms are 
said to be "Gules a lion rampant argent within a bordure dancetty argent" 


LYTTELTON OF ARLEY 
SEAT: Arley House [PLOT 132 x4] [P151] 
ARMS: IN AN OVAL VIGNETTE A mermaid holding in her right hand a trident and holding in her left hand an oval shield 
bearing "Argent a chevron sable between three escallops sable" 


Sir Thomas Lyttleton of Frankley, Worcs K.B. 1422-1481 the eminent Justice of the Common Pleas acquired Arley by 
marriage. His oldest son William Lyttleton continued the senior line whilst his second son Richard founded the family at 
Pillaton Hall (above) who later favoured the spelling Littleton. The reason that the arms are shown in an oval vignette is not 
known. 

The owner in 1680 was Sir Henry Lyttleton of Frankley, Worcs 2nd Baronet c1624-1693 (son of Thomas Lyttleton 
c1593-1650 who was created a baronet in 1618 and whose widow Catherine is said to have rebuilt Arley House where she was 
assessed on 20 hearths in 1666). Dying childless he was succeded in his title and estates by his brother Charles Lyttleton 
c1629-1716. 

Plot mentions Sir Henry Lyttleton of Over Arley Baronet (227 359 380). 


MACCLESFIELD OF CHESTERTON IN WOLSTANTON 
SEAT: Chesterton [PLOT 135 g5] [P152] 
ARMS: Gules a cross engrailed ermine 


Ralph Macclesfield c1407-a1461 acquired the manor of Maer and other estates including Chesterton by exchanging 
them for lands in Cheshire. The arms of the family appear on a seal dated 1396. The principal seat of the family was at Maer 
until at least 1666 when Thomas Macclesfield c1612-1671 was assessed on 5 hearths. 

The owner of Chesterton in 1680 was Peter Macclesfield 1662-a1715 (son of Thomas Macclesfield, above). He was 
succeded by his son Thomas Macclesfield c1687-a1731. 


MAINWARING OF WHITMORE 
SEAT: Whitmore [PLOT 137 h5] [P153] 
ARMS: Argent two bars gules (in chief a crescent) 


The senior branch of the Mainwarings were seated at Over Peover, Cheshire by the 14C and then used these arms. A 
younger son Edward Mainwaring c1511-1586 acquired Whitmore by marriage. 

The owner in 1680 was Edward Mainwaring Esquire c1634-1703 (son of Edward Mainwaring c1602-1675, who was 
assessed on 19 hearths in 1666). He was Sheriff in 1678-9 and was succeded by his son Edward Mainwaring 1681-a1739. In 
1666 Edward Mainwaring c1634-1703 may have been living in a house at Yoxall with 14 hearths. 


MANLOVE OF LEESE HILL IN KINGSTONE 
SEAT: Leese Hill [PLOT 136 111] [P154] 
ARMS: Azure a chevron ermine between three anchors ..... (see note) 


Rowland Manlove c1584-1652 is said to have been in the navy and to have bought lands in Kingstone. His arms are 
recorded in 1614 with "anchors or". 

The owner in 1680 was Alexander Manlove c1614-1688 (son of Rowland, above) who was assessed on 3 hearths in 
1666. He disinherited his oldest son so that the next surviving son Rowland Manlove c1651-1714 was his successor. 


MINORS OF "HOLLINGBURY HALL", UTTOXETER 
SEAT: Hollingbury Hall [PLOT 139 112] [P155] 
ARMS: Gules a fesse argent between three plates 


John Minors c1380-a1463 acquired land in Uttoxeter in the early 15C. He is said to be descended from the family 
which lived at Blakenhall in Tatenhill from the late 12C. The arms are recorded in the late 14C. 

The owner of Hollingbury Hall in 1680 was Richard Minors c1610-.... (son of Richard Minors c1592-....) a celebrated 
sea-captain, who was assessed on 3 hearths in 1666 (or perhaps this was his father). He would appear to have been the 
nearest male heir to his cousin (senior representative of the Uttoxeter family) Thomas Minors of Lichfield mercer 1609-1677 
and may have inherited Hollingbury from him. 

Plot states (179): .... near Hollingbury-hall, the Seat of the truly Loyal and Valiant Gent. Captain Richard Minors, a 
person of approved courage, from his youth upwards, both at Sea and Land; .... 


MORETON OF ENGLETON IN BREWOOD 
SEAT: Engleton [PLOT 140 p7] [P156] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron gules between three square buckles sable 


This family appear to have taken their name from Moreton in Gnosall which they owned by the mid 12C. Matthew 
Moreton c1452-a1530 is said to have acquired Engleton by marriage and appears to have settled it on a younger son whose 
grandson Edward Moreton c1552-1630 also succeded to the estates of the senior branch of the family. 

The owner in 1680 was Edward Moreton Esquire 1635-1687 (son of Matthew Moreton c1590-1669). In 1666 Matthew 
was assessed on 4 hearths and Edward for 6 and it seems likely they were sharing a larger property. Edward had married 
about 1662 Elizabeth niece and heir of William Ducie 1st Viscount Downe [I.] 1615-1697 and their son Matthew Ducie 
Moreton 1663-1735 was created 1st Baron Ducie of Moreton in 1720. 


MOSELEY OF MOSELEY IN BUSHBURY 
SEAT: Moseley [PLOT 141 r8] [P157] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron argent between three mill-picks argent (see note) 


This Moseley family took their name from this settlement and were living here in the 12C. The arms Plot gives are 
more traditionally associated with Moseley of The Mere (below) whilst this family bore by the late 16C "Sable on a chevron 
argent between three mill-picks argent three mullets gules" 

The owner in 1680 was John Moseley c1633-1681 (son of Thomas Moseley 1588-1659) who was assessed on 7 
hearths in 1666. He was succeded by his brother Thomas Moseley a1636-1695. Plot mentions Mr Moseley of Moseley (243). 


MOSELEY OF THE MERE IN ENVILLE 
SEAT: The Mere [PLOT 234 u5] [P158] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron argent between three mill-picks argent 


This Moseley family held land at The Mere in the early 16C. 

The owner in 1680 was Walter Moseley 1646-1712 (son of Walter Moseley c1604-1656). In 1666 the house might 
have been that tenanted by Thomas Talbot and assessed on 7 hearths. Walter was Sheriff in 1710-1 and was succeded by his 
son Acton Moseley c1679-1745. 


MOUNTFORT OF BESCOT IN WALSALL 
SEAT: Bescot Hall [PLOT 142 s9] [P159] 
ARMS: Bendy or and azure 


William Mountfort of Coleshill, Warwicks c1385-1452 acquired Bescot. His grandfather may have been an illegitimate 
son of Peter 3rd Baron Montfort c1293-c1369 whose ancestors are said to have come from Montfort-sur-Risle in Normandy. 
The family probably held these arms in the 13C. 

In 1680 the representative of the family was Elizabeth Mountfort c1665-.... (daughter of Edward Mountfort Esquire 
1613-1672, who was assessed on 14 hearths in 1666) who was then a minor. She married shortly after 1680 Thomas Harris 
and sometime later Jonas Slaney c1654-.... who both successively enjoyed the estate. 

Plot says "... at Bescot the seat of the ancient family of Mountfort ..." (242) 


NABBS OF STAFFORD 
SEAT: Stafford [PLOT 234a m8] [P160] 
ARMS: Argent on a bend cottised gules three escallops or (see note) 


William Nabbs of Stafford was granted arms "Argent on a bend cottised gules between two leopards faces sable three 
escallops or" in 1676. Plot misses out the leopards faces. He is probably that man of this name who had been a J.P. for 
Staffordshire and was dead by 1699. Thomas Nabbs who was Sheriff in 1702 might be his son. 


NOBLE OF CHORLEY IN FAREWELL 
SEAT: Chorley [PLOT 144 p11] [P161] 
ARMS: Or on a fesse gules between two lions passant sable three bezants 


The Noble family were living at Farewell in the early 16C. It is not known when they acquired Chorley. 
The owner in 1680 was Walter Noble c1666-p1709 (son of John Noble c1622-c1676, who was assessed on 7 hearths 
in 1666). He was succeded by his son Walter Noble 1709-1754. Plot mentions Mr Noble of Chorley (...?) 


NOEL OF HILCOTE IN CHEBSEY 
SEAT: Hilcote [PLOT 143 15] [P162] 
ARMS: Or fretty gules a canton ermine 


The Noels may have held Hilcote from before the 13C and probably descend from one "Noel" who held Ranton in the 
early 12C. The canton on their arms is sometimes said to be argent. 

The owner in 1680 was Walter Noel Esquire 1622-.... (son of Walter Noel c1550-1627). He was assessed on 8 hearths 
in 1666. He married three times and his heir was another Walter Noel born in 1692 to his third wife. 


NORMAN OF LEESE HILL IN KINGSTONE 
SEAT: Leese Hill [PLOT 145 111] [P163] 
ARMS: Quarterly (1 & 3) Argent three horses heads erased sable (2 & 4) Argent a ?horse-bit sable 


Documentation for this family is lacking. It is possible that they are the same family as Tixall of Leese Hill. Plot is the 
first to record these arms. 


NORMANSELL OF WOLVERHAMPTON 
SEAT: NOT SEATED [PLOT 240] [P164] 
ARMS: Argent on a fesse cottised azure three fleur-de-lis argent 


William Normansell c1565-.... was living in Wolverhampton in the early 17C. He might be the father of Robert and William 
Normansell both of Wolverhampton. William Normansell c1602-1657 or his ?son William ?1633-.... was briefly owner of an 
estate at Oldfallings. A Widow Ann Normansell appears to have lived at "High Hall" in High Green Street and was assessed on 
8 hearths in 1666. "Mrs Rebecca Normansell of Wolverhampton" is mentioned by Plot (391). Plot is first to cite their arms. 


OFFLEY OF MADELEY 
SEAT: Madeley Park Manor [PLOT 146 h4] [P165] 
ARMS: Argent on a cross floretty azure a lion passant guardant or 


Sir Thomas Offley of London ?1505-1582, of a merchant family with connections in Chester and Stafford, purchased 
Madeley in the mid 16C. He married Joan daughter and heir of John Nechells of London merchant-taylor c1479-a1531 by 
Catherine daughter and coheir of Sir Stephen Jennings of London Knight c1449-1523. The Offley arms on the Table (below) 
show Offley quartered with Nechells and Jennings. The three charges on the chevron of Nechells are unclear and elsewhere 
the chevron is plain. The chevron on the Jennings arms should probably be gules. 

The owner in 1680 was John Offley Esquire 1651-1688 (son of John Offley c1619-1658, whose widow was assessed on 
20 hearths in 1666). He was Sheriff in 1679-80 and succeded by a son Crewe Offley 1682-1739 who built a house at Wichnor 
in Tatenhill. 

Plot mentions John Offley of Madeley Esquire (165 223) and dates an incident concerning John and Thomas Offley to 
about 1667 (253) mentioning Thomas again (266). This would be John's brother Thomas born in 1652. He also refers to 
Madam Offley "a lady that has an excellent artifice in preserving birds" (230 252) this would probably be John's mother who 
died in 1718 aged 95. Plot dedicates Table 16 (223) To the Worspll. the generous & much honored Gent. JOHN OFFLEY of 
MADELEY Esquire This 16 Table Shewing the S.E. Prospect of MADELEY MANOR taken from the Garden side, wth. the 
lowest obeysance is humbly presented by R.P.LL.D. ARMS Quarterly of 4 (1 & 4) Argent on a cross floretty azure a lion 
passant guardant or [OFFLEY] (2) Azure on a chevron or between two eagles displayed in chief or and a lion passant in base 
or three ..... ..... [NECHELLS] (3) Argent a chevron sable between three plummets sable [JENNINGS] 


OKEOVER OF OKEOVER 
SEAT: Okeover Park [PLOT 147 g13] [P166] 
ARMS: Ermine on a chief gules three bezants 


The Okeover family, named from the settlement, had held Okeover from the end of the 11th C. Their coat of arms is 
recorded in the early 14C. The quartered coat of arms on the Table (below) suggests marriages by members of the Okeover 
family with heiresses from the families of Attlowe and Green. 

According to Plot's map the owner in 1680 was Sir Rowland Okeover Knight 1624-1692 (son of Humphrey Okeover 
1609-1639). He was assessed on hearth tax in 1666 on 17 hearths "whereof 2 returned too many" so the building presumably 
had 15 hearths. His son and heir Rowland Okeover was by then married to Elizabeth daughter and heir of Sir Thomas Pettus 
of Rackheath, Norfolk 2nd Baronet and may shortly thereafter have been granted the estate because he is said to be the 
owner on the Table. 

Plot mentions Sir Rowland Okeover of Okeover Knight (108) and Rowland Okeover Esquire (227 348) and dedicates 
Table 18 (227) To the Worspfll the ingenious & obliging Gent. ROWLAND OKEOVER of OKEOVER Esquire This 18 Tab. 
Shewing the Prospect of his ancient Seat at OKEOVER as a testimony of gratitude is humbly dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: 
Quarterly (1 & 4) Ermine on a chief gules three bezants [OKEOVER] (2) Per pale indented sable and argent [ATTLOWE] (3) 
Azure a bend fusilly argent [GREEN] (ON AN INESCUTCHEON) Gules a fesse argent between three [annulets or] [PETTUS] 


ORME OF "HANCH HALL", LONGDON 
SEAT: Longdon [PLOT 148 012] [P167] 
ARMS: Azure an eagle displayed or between three battle-axes or 


William Orme c1584-c1623 acquired Haunch Hall. His son William Orme c1614-1665 (who was assessed on 10 
hearths in 1666) was granted arms a year or so before his death. 
The owner in 1680 was Thomas Orme c1638-1716, (son of William, above). It is not known who was his heir. 


PAGET BARON PAGET OF BEAUDESERT 
SEAT: Beaudesert Park (in Longdon) [PLOT 149 p11] [P168] 
ARMS: Sable on a cross engrailed argent between four eagles displayed argent five lions passant sable 


William Paget 1st Baron Paget of Beaudesert c1506-1553 (of humble birth), an eminent statesman, acquired 
Beaudesert and the lands of Burton Abbey in 1546. He had a grant of arms in 1541. He married Ann daughter and heir of 
Henry Preston of Lancs c1480-.... About 1600 his grandson William Paget 5th Baron 1572-1628 married Lettice daughter and 
coheir of Henry Knollys of Kingsbury, Warwicks c1542-?1583 by Margaret daughter and heir of Sir Ambrose Cave of 
Northants Knight c1492-1568 (by Margaret or Margery daughter and coheir of William Willington of Barcheston, Warwicks). 

In 1666 Beaudesert appears to have been tenanted and then had 50 hearths. Another of the family's properties at 
"Sinai Park", Branston in Burton-upon-Trent which had 12 hearths may also have been tenanted. 

The owner of Beaudesert in 1680 was William Paget 7th Baron Paget 1637-1713 (son of William Paget 6th Baron 
Paget 1609-1678). He was succeded by his son Henry Paget 1663-1743 who was created Earl of Uxbridge in 1714. 

Plot mentions William Lord Paget (126 390) and dedicates Table 8 (127) To the right Honble WILLIAM Lord PAGETT 
Baron of BEAUDESERT This 8 Table Shewing the Eastern front of BEAUDESERT House with all dutiful Observance is humbly 
presented by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Quarterly of 6 (1) Sable on a cross engrailed argent between four eagles displayed argent five 
lions passant sable [PAGET] (2) Argent two bars gules on a canton gules a cinquefoil or [PRESTON] (3) Azure fleury ..... a 
cross voided ..... [.....?] (4) Gules on a chevron argent three roses gules [KNOLLYS] (5) Azure fretty argent [CAVE] (6) Ora 
saltire vair [WILLINGTON] 


PARGITER OF MAVESYN RIDWARE 
SEAT: Mavesyn Ridware [PLOT 150 011] [P169] 
ARMS: Barry of four or and sable three mascles counterchanged 


Robert Pargiter c1583-p1663 (a younger son of a family living at Greatworth, Northants since the 15C) appears to 
have acquired an estate here. 

The owner in 1680 was (if living) William Pargiter Esquire c1612-.... (son of Robert) who was assessed on 6 hearths in 
1666. His oldest son Philip Pargiter was probably his eventual heir. 

Plot mentions Mr Pargiter of Mavesyn Ridware (..?) 


PARKER OF "PARK HALL",WESTON COYNEY IN CAVERSWALL 
SEAT: Park Hall [PLOT 151 h8] [P170] 
ARMS: Gules a chevron or between three leopards heads caboshed or (on the chevron a crescent) 


George Parker c1592-1675 (a younger son of a family from Parwich, Derbys) purchased Park Hall in the mid 17C and 
here constructed a new house on which he was assessed on 10 hearths in 1666. 

The owner in 1680 William Parker Esquire c1621-1703, (son of George, above) mentioned by Plot (90 337) was 
succeded by his son George Parker c1664-1716. 


PARKER OF MILWICH 
SEAT: Milwich [PLOT 152 k9] [P171] 
ARMS: Gules a chevron or between three leopards heads caboshed or (on the chevron a crescent) 


Thomas Parker c1634-1689 (second son of George Parker, above) a lawyer was resident here in 1680 but later moved 
to Leek. He was the father of Thomas Parker 1667-1732 sometime Lord Chancellor and Earl of Macclesfield. 


PARKER 
SEAT: Not stated [PLOT 235 r9] [P172] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron gules between three mullets sable on a chief azure three ?stags heads couped or 


Similar arms to those above are given in Burke's GENERAL ARMORY for Parker of Derbys & Leics. 

Plot mentions in the text (279) "the Parkers of Audley have been all Richards for many descents" and it may be that 
this family had migrated to the Bloxwich area as indicated on the map. Elsewhere their arms are said to be "..... a chevron ..... 
between three stags heads caboshed ..... my 

The senior representative of the Audley family in 1680 was (if living) Richard Parker c1613-.... who was assessed on 6 


hearths at Audley in 1666. He had at least three sons, Richard, John and Samuel amongst whom perhaps his heir. 


PERSEHOUSE OF "REYNOLDS HALL", WALSALL 
SEAT: Walsall [PLOT 154 s10] [P173] 
ARMS: Or on a pile azure a stags head caboshed or 


John Persehouse c1461-a1532 was living at Sedgley in the early 16C and had three sons John, Thomas and William. 
His first son John himself had a son John Persehouse c1530-1605 who acquired Reynolds Hall by marriage in the mid 16C. The 
second son Thomas was ancestor of the family at Lower Gornal (below) whilst the third son William is said to have founded a 
Sedgley family and is possibly ancestor of the Codsall branch (below). The family were bearing arms by the beginning of the 
17C. 

The owner in 1680 was John Persehouse 1655-1713 (son of John Persehouse c1627-c1677, who was assessed on 9 
hearths in 1666). He was succeded by his son John Persehouse 1683-a1735. 


PERSEHOUSE OF "WOODHALL", CODSALL 
SEAT: Codsall [PLOT 155 q6] [P174] 
ARMS: Or on a pile azure a stags head caboshed or (in chief a crescent) 


Alexander Persehouse of Shrewsbury c1596-1639 (son of Richard Persehouse of Shrewsbury and grandson of John 
Persehouse of Sedgley, said to be kinsmen of the family above) acquired Woodhall by marriage. 

The owner in 1680 was Edward Persehouse c1626-1700 (son of Alexander, above) who was assessed on 7 hearths in 
1666 and dying childless left his estate to his kinsman Peter Persehouse of Lower Gornall (below). 


PERSEHOUSE OF LOWER GORNALL IN SEDGLEY 
SEAT: Lower Gornall [PLOT 156 t7] [P175] 
ARMS: Or on a pile azure a stags head caboshed or (a canton gules) 


Thomas Persehouse (2nd son of John Persehouse of Sedgley c1461-a1532) was grandfather of another Thomas 
Persehouse c1553-.... who appears to have acquired an estate in Lower Gornall. 

The owner in 1680 was Edward Persehouse c1611-1685 (son of Richard Persehouse c1583-1626 and grandson of 
Thomas, above) who was assessed on 7 hearths in 1666. He was succeded by his son Peter Persehouse 1667-1731 who also 
inherited his kinsman's estate at Woodhall (above). Plot mentions Mr Persehouse of Nether Gornall (3 128 169). 


PESHALE OF SUGNALL IN ECCLESHALL 
SEAT: Sugnall [PLOT 153 14] [P176] 
ARMS: Argent a cross paty flory sable on a canton a lions head erased argent 


The Peshale family were established at Horsley in Eccleshall and were bearing arms by the middle of the 14C. They 
appear to have moved their principal seat to Sugnall in the lifetime of Sir John Peshale 1562-1646 the first baronet. Curiously 
nobody of this name is recorded at Eccleshall in the 1666 hearth tax. 

The owner in 1680 was Sir John 2nd Baronet ?1628-1701 (son of Thomas Peshale ?1596-1634 and grandson of the 
first baronet) mentioned by Plot (27 359). He was succeded by his son Sir Thomas Peshale 3rd Baronet c1650-1712. By the 
late 17C the family were in financial difficulty. 


PIPE OF BILSTON 
SEAT: Bilston [PLOT 157 s8] [P177] 
ARMS: Vert crusilly or two organ-pipes pileways inverted or (see note) 


John Pipe was living in Bilston by the end of the 14C. His descendant Sir Richard Pipe c1515-1587 was Lord Mayor of 
London in 1578-9. The coat of arms (above) was based on a 14C coat of arms belonging to the Pipes of Great Pipe in Lichfield. 
The organ pipes are normally found in a V-shape that is to say pileways but Plot has them inverted. 

The owner in 1680 Samuel Pipe 1641-1706 (son of Walter Pipe 1594-1650 who was grandson of the Lord Mayor). 
Samuel was assessed on 7 hearths in Bilston in 1666. In 1659 he also inherited an estate in Wallingwells, Notts from the 
senior branch of the family. He was succeded by his son Samuel Pipe 1672-1730. 


PORT OF ILAM 
SEAT: Ilam [PLOT 158 f13] [P178] 
ARMS: Azure a fesse engrailed or between three doves or in the beak of each a cross-crosslet fitchy ..... (see note) 


John Port c1505-.... (of a Chester family) acquired an estate in Ilam about the middle of the 16C. The arms of the 
family are normally given as "Azure a fesse engrailed argent between three doves proper in the beak of each a cross-crosslet 
fitchy or". Their residence is said to have been "Upper Hall" which had 7 hearths in 1666. 

The owner in 1680 was John Port c1652-p1685 (son of John Port c1592-1652) who is mentioned by Plot (89). His heir 
is unknown. 


POWELL OF ROLLESTON 
SEAT: Rolleston [PLOT 236 m15] [P179] 


ARMS: Or a lion rampant sable over all a fesse gules 


Sir William Powell a courtier during the reign of King James I, 1603-25, is said to have had a son who aquired 
Rolleston and later sold it to a nephew. In 1666 Rolleston Hall had 17 hearths and appears to have been leased to a tenant. 
The owner in 1680 was ..... Powell of whom nothing is known. 


PUDSEY OF SEISDON IN TRYSULL 
SEAT: Seisdon [PLOT 159 t6] [P180] 
ARMS: Vert a chevron ..... between three mullets ..... (see note) 


Thomas Pudsey c1609-1676 married a Trysull girl, became a member of the Parliamentarian Committee for 
Staffordshire and acquired an estate in Seisdon where he was assessed on 6 hearths in 1666. He is said to be a kinsman of the 
Pudseys of Langley in Sutton Coldfield, Warwicks. Their arms are usually said to be "Vert a chevron or between three mullets 
or" but also described as "Azure a chevron or between three mullets or (a dexter canton argent)". 

The occupier in 1680 was Thomas Pudsey c1649-1715 (son of Thomas, above). He married that year and had at least 
seven children all baptised at Trysull. His eventual heir was his longest surviving child Elizabeth (christened in 1691) who in 
1722 married Thomas Peach c1685.-.... 


PYOTT OF STREETHAY IN LICHFIELD ST MICHAEL 
SEAT: Streethay [PLOT 160 p13] [P181] 
ARMS: Azure on a fesse or a lion passant gules in chief three bezants 


Richard Pyott of London c1558-1620 (of a family from Huntley in Cheadle) purchased Streethay at the end of the 
16C. 

The owner in 1680 was probably (the guardian of) Richard Pyott 1662-1728 (son of John Pyott c1629-a1678 and 
grandson of Richard Pyott 1588-1667 who was assessed on 14 hearths in 1666). On his death in 1728 Richard Pyott was 
succeded by his son John Pyott c1682-1729. 


RODE OF RUSHTON JAMES IN RUSHTON 
SEAT: Rushton James [PLOT 161 c8] [P182] 
ARMS: Argent two trefoils slipped in fesse sable a chief gules 


The Rode family were living at Rushton James in the mid 16C. 

The owner in 1680 was (probably) James Rode c1643-.... (son of William Rode c1609-...., who was assessed on 6 
hearths in 1666) who had a son and heir apparent Christopher Rode c1666-...., then living, who may later have moved to 
Stafford. 


RUDYARD OF RUDYARD IN LEEK 
SEAT: Rudyard [PLOT 162 d9] [P183] 
ARMS: Argent fretty sable on a canton ..... a rose ..... barbed ..... (see note) 


This family may take their name from the settlement and some accounts make them lords of the manor from the 12C. 
Certainly they were established here by the early 16C. Their arms "Argent fretty upright sable on a canton gules a rose or 
barbed vert" are recorded in the late 16C. Plot draws the fretty element in its normal "bendways" alignment perhaps in error. 
Thomas Rudyard c1553-?1626 purchased more property in the late 16C including the site of Dieulacres Abbey. 

The owner in 1680 was Thomas Rudyard Esquire c1628-p1680 (son of Ralph Rudyard c1587-1652). He was assessed 
on 7 hearths in 1666 but may have been sharing a property with Ralph Rudyard, perhaps his brother, who was assessed on 4 
hearths. He was a J.P. in 1680 and in December 1682 a man of this name was appointed Sheriff but did not act perhaps 
indicating he was either dead or dying. Thomas had a son and heir (or heir apparent) Thomas Rudyard 1654-1684 who 
married in 1683 but died the next year. The heirs of the younger Thomas were his half-sisters who sold his estates. 

Plot mentions Thomas Rudyard of Rudyard Esquire (3 98 115 348). 


RUDYARD OF DIEULACRES ABBEY 
SEAT: Dieulacres Abbey [PLOT 163 d9] [P184] 
ARMS: Argent fretty sable on a canton gules a rose ..... barbed ..... (in fesse a crescent) (see note above) 


As stated above Thomas Rudyard c1553-?1626 purchased the site of Dieulacres Abbey. He appears to have settled it 
on Anthony Rudyard c1607-.... a son by his third wife, who had a family of whom some at least became members of The 
Society of Friends (Quakers) who were active in Leek in the late 17C. 

The occupier in 1680 appears to have been James Rudyard c1635-.... (son of Benjmain Rudyard, an elder brother of 
Anthony by the same wife). Nothing is known of his heirs. 

Plot mentions "Mr Rudyards at the Abbey of Dieu le Cresse" (385). 


RUGELEY OF SMALLWOOD IN MARCHINGTON 
SEAT: Smallwood Hall [PLOT 164 112] [P185] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron gules between three roses gules 


A family of this name appear to have taken their name from the settlement of Rugeley by the 14C but later settled at 
Hawkesyard in Armitage. Said to be of this family was Rowland Rugeley of Shenstone c1506-1581 who acquired Smallwood by 
marriage. The family appear to have lived mainly at Shenstone but this was sold before 1666. 

The senior representative of the family in 1680 might be (if living) Benjamin Rugeley c1610-.... (son of Richard 
Rugeley c1564-1623) who had a son Richard 1636-.... perhaps his heir. One of these might have been living in Smallwood Hall. 


RUGELEY OF STAFFORD 
SEAT: Stafford [PLOT 164a m8] [P186] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron gules between three roses gules (in chief a trefoil slipped argent) 


Rowland Rugeley of Shenstone c1506-581 had a second son Thomas who settled at Stapenhill in Burton-upon-Trent. 
His senior representative in 1680 appears to be (if living) Thomas Rugeley c1619-.... (son of Daniel Rugeley 1585-1659) who 
may be the Captain Rugeley who was assessed on 2 hearths in Green Gate Ward, Stafford in 1666. His heir is unknown. 


SANDERS OF CALDWELL, DERBYS 
SEAT: [NOT SEATED] [PLOT 241] [P187] 


ARMS: Gules a chevron ermine between three bulls heads caboshed argent (see note). 


Callingwood Sanders 1578-1653 of Caldwell, Derbys possessed an estate at Harlaston in Lichfield. The arms of the 
family normally have a rose gules on the chevron. His oldest son Thomas Sanders 1610-1695 succeded him at Caldwell and 
Harlaston, whilst a sixth son Daniel settled at Branston (below). Thomas was assessed on 5 hearths at Harlaston in 1666 and 
was perhaps sharing a property with his son Thomas c1643-1695 who was assessed on 4 hearths. However by 1680 this 
branch of the family were evidently not seated in Staffordshire. 

Samuel Sanders of Caldwell, Derbys 1641-1688 (oldest son of Thomas, above) who married Margaret daughter and 
coheir of Sir John Tippets (Surveyor to the Navy) had Table 31 (372) dedicated to him To the Worspll SAMUEL SANDERS of 
CALDWALL in DERBYSHIRE Esquire but Native of STAFFORDSHIRE. This 31 Table Shewing the Front of the TOWNE HALL 
of STAFFORD with all imaginable respect is humbly dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Gules a chevron ermine between three 
bulls heads caboshed argent (ON AN ESCUTCHEON) .... a saltire ?invected ..... on a chief ..... a lion passant ..... [TIPPETS] 


SANDERS OF BRANSTON IN BURTON-UPON-TRENT 
SEAT: Branston [PLOT 165 n15] [P188] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron ermine between three bulls heads caboshed argent (in chief a crescent) (see note) 


Resident at Branston in 1663 was Daniel Sanders 1620-.... (6th son of Callingwood Sanders of Caldwell, Derbys 1578- 
1653, above). It was probably he or his heir who lived here in 1680. [In 1666 nobody of this name was assessed on hearth tax). 


SANDERS OF BARTON-UNDER-NEEDWOOD 
SEAT: Barton-under-Needwood [PLOT 166 014] [P189] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron ermine between three bulls heads caboshed argent (in chief a mullet) (see note above) 


Joseph Sanders 1616-1691 (8th son of Callingwood Sanders, above) was resident here. He was assessed on 5 hearths 
in 1666. He had a daughter Catherine who predeceased him and his heir is unknown. 


SCOTT OF GREAT BARR IN ALDRIDGE 
SEAT: Great Barr [PLOT 167 s10] [P190] 
ARMS: Argent on a fesse gules cottised azure between three Catherine-wheels sable three lambs passant argent 


William Scott c1554-p1629 (possibly grandson of another William Scott of Great Barr) is said to have purchased 
Great Barr in the early 17C. He was succeded by a grandson Thomas Scott c1614-1670 who had a grant of arms in 1663 and 
was assessed on 12 hearths in 1666. 

The owner in 1680 was Edward Scott c1622-1711 (son of William Scott c1584-1644 and brother of Thomas, above). 
In 1666 he was assessed on 8 hearths at Aldridge. His two sons died before him and he was succeded by a grandson Thomas 
Lacy c1685-a1715 (son of his daughter Eleanor). Plot mentions Mr Scott of Great Barr (381). 


SERGEANT OF MILLMEECE IN ECCLESHALL 
SEAT: Millmeece [PLOT 168 k5] [P191] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron between three dolphins embowed sable 


In the early 16C the Sergeants were living at Cotes in Eccleshall but had moved to Millmeece by 1666 in which year 
John Sergeant c1618-a1674 was assessed on 9 hearths. Their arms were granted in 1639. 

The owner in 1680 was (probably) John Sergeant c1648-.... (son of John, above). He had a son Thomas and probably a 
daughter Constance and perhaps other children among whom possibly his heir. Plot mentions J. Sergeant of Mille Meece 
(176). 


SHELTON OF WEST BROMWICH 
SEAT: West Bromwich [PLOT 169 t9] [P192] 
ARMS: Sable three escallops argent 


Sir Richard Shelton c1588-1647, sometime Solicitor General, of a Birmingham family, purchased West Bromwich 
about 1626. On his death without children it passed to his nephew John Shelton c1616-1665. The hall was assessed on 16 
hearths in 1666. 

The owner in 1680 was John Shelton Esquire 1659-1714 (son of John, above) who was succeded by his son Joseph 
Shelton c1682-.... who sold it in 1720. 


SHIRLEY EARL FERRERS 
SEAT: Chartley Park in Stowe [PLOT 71 110] [P193] 
ARMS: Paly of six or and azure a quarter ermine (ON AN INESCUTCHEON) Argent two bars gules in chief three mullets gules 


Sewall, a Domesday tenant in Derbyshire, is said to have been the founder of this family which took their name from 
Shirley in Derbyshire. Their arms were in use in the early 14C. Sir Thomas Shirley c1318-1362 married Isabel heir of Ralph 
Bassett 3rd Baron Basset of Drayton 1333-1390 whilst his son Sir Hugh married Beatrice daughter and eventual heir of Sir 
Peter Brewes of Wiston, Sussex c1337-1377. Ralph Shirley a1408-1466 (grandson of Hugh) married Margaret Staunton 
daughter and coheir of John Staunton of Staunton Harold, Leics c1370-1405 by Joan daughter and coheir of Sir Ralph Meynell 
of Langley Meynell, Derbys c1362-1388. 

Sir Henry Shirley 2nd Baronet c1588-1633 (son of George Shirley of Staunton Harold, Leics 1559-1622 who was 
created a baronet in 1611) married Dorothy daughter and coheir of Robert Devereux 2nd Earl of Essex 1566-1601 (great great 
great grandson of Sir Walter Devereux c1432-1485 by Ann daughter and heir of Sir William Ferrers of Chartley "Baron 
Ferrers" c1413-1450). Chartley thus passed into the Shirley family. 

In 1666 Lady Shirley (widow of the 4th Baronet, below) was assessed on 20 hearths "and Tenne decreased by fire". 

The owner in 1680 was Robert Shirley Baron Ferrers (later 1st Earl Ferrers) 1650-1717 (third son of Sir Robert 
Shirley of Ettington, Warwicks 4th Baronet 1629-1656). His oldest brother Sir Seymour Shirley 5th Baronet died in 1667 and 
was briefly succeded by a posthumous son Robert 6th Baronet 1668-1669 who died in his second year. His uncle, Robert, 
above then succeded. The abeyance of the barony of Ferrers was terminated in his favour in 1677. He was briefly during 1687 
Lord Lieutenant. In 1711 he was created Earl Ferrers. His heir was Washington Shirley 2nd Earl Ferrers 1677-1729. Robert 
Shirley's wife in 1680 was (his first wife) Elizabeth daughter and heir of Lawrence Washington of Garsdon, Wilts and it is that 
family's arms which appear on the inescutcheon. 

Plot dedicated Table 5 (93) and 34 (417) to him and he is mentioned in the text several times (93 99 182 242 259 
338). 


To the right Honble and truly Noble Lord ROBERT Lord FERRERS of CHARTLEY. This 5 Table shewing the inner 
Prospect of the goodly Manor place of CHARTLEY (as Leland calls it) in memory of his Lordps signall favors, is humbly 
dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Quarterly of 6 (1) Paly of six or and azure a quarter ermine [SHIRLEY] (2) Or three piles 
meeting in base gules a canton ermine [BASSETT] (3) Or crusilly ..... a lion rampant azure ..... crowned .....

SHORT OF MEAFORD IN STONE 
SEAT: Meaford [PLOT 170 k7] [P194] 
ARMS: Azure a griffin segreant argent between three estoiles or 


The Shorts are found at Ashley in the early 16C. Edward Short of Ashley 1564-p1626 had a son John Short who was a 
London draper and seemed to represent the senior line. Another younger son Edward Short 1604-1658 moved to Meaford. 

The occupier in 1680 was Edward Short c1629-p1680 (son of Edward, above) who had two children living in 1680 
Valentine and Mary one of whom perhaps his heir. Edward was assessed on 5 hearths in 1666, 


SHORT OF OULTON IN STONE 
SEAT: Oulton [PLOT 171 i7] [P195] 
ARMS: Azure a griffin segreant argent between three estoiles or (in chief a crescent) 


Edward Short of Meaford 1604-1658 (above) had a younger son Valentine Short c1631-p1680 who purchased Oulton. 
He had five children Valentine, John, Edward, Sarah and Elizabeth amongst whom presumably his heir. 


SKEFFINGTON VISCOUNT MASSEREENE I[I.] 
SEAT: Fisherwick Park in Lichfield [PLOT 138 p14] [P196] 
ARMS: Argent three bulls heads erased sable 2 & 1 (ON AN INESCUTCHEON) Azure a chevron ermine between three 
chaplets ..... (see note) 


Sir John Skeffington of London merchant taylor c1485-1525 (perhaps of a Leicestershire family of that name) 
purchased the manor of Fisherwick a few years before his decease. His great grandson William Skeffington c1560-1635 was 
created a baronet and this William's son Sir John Skeffington 2nd Baronet c1589-1651 married Ursula Skeffington daughter 
and coheir of his (probable) kinsman Thomas Skeffington of Skeffington, Leics. The third baronet William c1626-1652 (son of 
John) died unmarried and his estates and title were inherited by his cousin John Skeffington. 

The owner of Fisherwick in 1680 was then John Skeffington 2nd Viscount Massereene 1632-1695 (son of Sir Richard 
Skeffington of Coventry, Warwicks c1600-1647) who had married in 1654 Mary daughter and heir of Sir John Clotworthy 1st 
Viscount Massereene [I.] c1610-1665 and succeded to his title by a special remainder. In 1666 he was assessed on 30 hearths. 
He was succeded by his son Clotworthy Skeffington 3rd Viscount c1660-1713. 

Plot mentions him (209 230 381) and a "floating lead coffin" belonging to this family found at Lichfield St Michael 
(166). He dedicates Table 15 (209) To the right Honble JOHN Visc: MASSEREEN Baron of LOUGH-NEAGH one of his Majtie 
most Honble Privy Council in the Kingdom of IRELAND This 15 Table Shewing the S.S.E. prospect of his Lordships Seat at 
FISHERWICK as a pledg of my gratitude is humbly presented. ARMS: Quarterly of 4 (1 & 4) Argent three bulls heads erased 
sable 2 & 1 [SKEFFINGTON] (2) Azure four bendlets ..... between six mullets ..... [.....2?] (3) Ermine a bend azure [.....?] (ON AN 
INESCUTCHEON) Azure a chevron ermine between three chaplets [or] [CLOTWORTHY] MOTTO: QUARTA PERENNIS ERIT 


SKRYMSHER OF AQUALATE IN FORTON 
SEAT: Aqualate Park [PLOT 173 n3] [P197] 
ARMS: Gules a lion rampant or within a bordure vair 


Thomas Skrymsher of Norbury c1480-1551 was a Protonotary of the Court of Common Pleas and in his lifetime 
purchased estates at Norbury, Aqualate and Mere (both in Forton), High Offley and Tyrley and property in Shropshire. His 
heir was his son John Skrymsher c1514-1570 but he gave his Shropshire lands to his son Thomas who settled at "Johnson Hall" 
in Eccleshall (below). John Skrymsher settled the greater part of his estate, including Norbury, on a younger son James 
(below) but Aqualate descended to his oldest son Thomas Skrymsher c1539-1595. In 1584 the family had a grant of arms. 
These arms were already in use by the Skrymshers of Bathley in South Muskham, Notts with whom kinship was claimed and 
who quartered their arms with Muschamp (below). Musca is latin for "a fly". Thomas Skrymsher had a son of the same name 
Sir Thomas Skrymsher c1576-1633 and by a second wife a son John Skrymsher of Orslow (below). Sir Thomas Skrymsher was 
succeded by Gerard Skrymsher of Aqualate c1605-1666 who was assessed on 12 hearths in 1666. 

The owner in 1680 was Edwin Skrymsher Esquire c1633-1689 (son of Gerard Skrymsher c1605-1666). His coheirs 
were his sisters Mary, wife of Nicholas Acton of Bockleton, Worcs and later of Sir Timothy Baldwyn of Diddlebury, Salop, and, 
Letitia, wife of John Tayleur of Rodington, Salop. His first wife was Joyce daughter of William Aubrey of Grendon Bishop, 
Herefs. The impaled arms (below) might belong to her family if she were an heiress. 

Plot mentions Madam Skrymsher of Aqualate (290) and Edwin Skrymsher of Aqualate (25 196 207 216 245-6) and 
dedicates Table 20 (246) To the Worspll. the Learned and ingenious Gent. EDWIN SKRYSMHER of AQUALATE Esquire This 
20 Table being the N.N.W. Prospect of AQUALATE HOUSE, as a thankfull acknowledgment of his singular favours is gratefully 
dedicated by R.P.LL.D. Quarterly of 4 (1 & 4) Gules a lion rampant or within a bordure vair [SKRYMSHER] (2 & 3) Azure a 
chevron argent between three flies ?or [MUSCHAMP] ON AN INESCUTCHEON Azure a chevron ..... between ..............e. [? 
AUBREY] 


SKRYMSHER OF NORBURY 
SEAT: Norbury Park [PLOT 174 m4] [P198] 
ARMS: Gules a lion rampant or within a bordure vair (in chief a crescent) 


James Skrymsher c1543-1619 was given Norbury by his father John Skrymsher c1514-1570 (above). His son John 
Skrymsher 1600-1667 was assessed on 20 hearths at Norbury in 1666, as well as for 6 hearths at Hales-in-Tyrley and 2 
hearths in High Offley. His oldest son John died before him and a younger son James appears to have settled at Hill House 
(below). Plot recites a folk tale regarding the death of James Skrymsher and his son John (231-2). 

The owner in 1680 was Charles Skrymsher Esquire c1652-1709 (son of John Skrymsher c1630-a1667 who 
predeceased his father John, above). Charles was Sheriff in 1681-2 and knighted in the latter year. He was succeded by his 
three daughters Elizabeth wife of Thomas Boothby of Tooley Park, Leics, Hester wife of Sir Eusebius Buswell of Cadeby, Lincs 


Bart and Eleanor wife of Acton Baldwyn of Aqualate in Forton. Charles Skrymsher's first wife was Hester daughter and heir of 
George Taylor of Chesterfield or Darwent Hall, Derbys but she died childless in 1694. 

Plot relates a story regarding some peewits and their attraction to the estates of this particular family (231-2) and 
mentions Sir Charles Skrymsher of Norbury (209 231-2 245 279) and dedicates Table 19 (233) to him. By this time he had 
been knighted and served as Sheriff as stated in 1681-2 (not 1684). To the right Worspll. Sr. CHARLES SKRYMSHER His 
Majties. SHERRIFF of STAFFORDSHIRE 1684[sic]. This 19 Table Shewing the E.N.E. Prospect of Norbury Manor and of 
Shebden Poole where the Pewets annually breed, in Testimony of his Munificence is thankfully dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS 
Quarterly of 4 (1 & 4) Gules a lion rampant or within a bordure vair [SKRYMSHER] (2 & 3) Azure a chevron argent between 
three flies ?or [MUSCHAMP] ON AN INESCUTCHEON [Ermine on a chevron gules between three anchors sable three 
escallops argent] [TAYLOR]. 


SKRYMSHER OF "HILL HOUSE", HIGH OFFLEY 
SEAT: Hill House [PLOT 175 13] [P199] 
ARMS: Gules a lion rampant or within a bordure vair (in chief a crescent on a..... ?) 


"Hill House" might be the property that one Mr Hill was assessed on 4 hearths on in 1666 or it might be the property 
of 2 hearths that John Skrymsher (above) was assessed on. 

The probable occupier was James Skrymsher 1659-1724 (a younger son of John Skrymsher of Norbury 1600-1667, 
above) who is said to have married sometime after 1680 Caroline daughter and coheir of Sir Baynham Throckmorton of 
Tortworth, Glos Bart. He might be the father of James Skrymsher of Hill Hall[sic] whose daughter and heir married Rogers 
Ruding and by him was mother of Rogers Ruding 1751-1820 the celebrated numismatist. 


SKRYMSHER OF "JOHNSON HALL", ECCLESHALL 
SEAT: "Johnson Hall" [PLOT 176 15] [P200] 
ARMS: Gules a lion rampant or within a bordure vair (in chief a crescent) (see note) 


Thomas Skrymsher c1516-.... (younger son of Thomas Skrymsher of Norbury c1480-1551, above) was succeded by 
five generations all bearing the same name. Their arms are normally shown with the lion between three mullets or. In 1666 
Mrs Ann Skrymsher was assessed on 11 hearths at Horsley in Eccleshall and this will probably be for Johnson Hall. 

The owner in 1680 was Thomas Skrymsher 1652-.... (son of Thomas Skrymsher c1632-1657). He had three sons, 
Charles, Thomas and John (or Jonathan) amongst whom perhaps his heir. 


SKRYMSHER OF ORSLOW IN CHURCH EATON 
SEAT: Orslow [PLOT 177 05] [P201] 
ARMS: Gules a lion rampant or within a bordure vair (in chief a crescent) 


John Skrymsher c1593-1667 (son of Thomas Skrymsher of Aqualate c1539-1595, above) was assessed on 6 hearths in 
1666. 

The occupier in 1680 was Walter Skrymsher 1614-1693 (son of John, above). He had been Sheriff in 1676-7. He had 
three daughters and coheirs Mary wife of John Yonge of Charnes in Eccleshall, Hannah wife of Edward Aston (Vicar of 
Gnosall) and Sarah wife of Walter Jennings (Rector of Church Eaton). 


SMALLWOOD OF LICHFIELD 
SEAT: Lichfield [PLOT 178 q12] [P202] 
ARMS: Checky sable and argent on a canton sable a sword in bend ..... hilted ..... (see note) 


Matthew Smallwood D.D. (Dean of Lichfield) c1614-1683 is the only individual named on Plot's map "M. Smallwood 
D.D. Deane of Lichfield". He was the son of James Smallwood of Middlewich, Cheshire. Elsewhere his arms are given as 
"Checky argent and sable on a canton sable a sword in bend argent hilted or" In 1631 he matriculated at Brasenose College, 
Oxford and was made D.D. in 1660. He was Dean of Lichfield from 1671 until his death. His (? only surviving) child Ann 
married John Lloyd of Forest, Camarthens Baronet. 


SNEYD OF KEELE 
SEAT: Keele Hall [PLOT 179 h5] [P203] 
ARMS: Argent a scythe inverted in bend sinister sable on the fesse point a fleur-de-sable 


The Sneyd family are found at Tunstall in Wolstanton in the mid 13C. Bradwell in Wolstanton was acquired in the 
early 15C. Further property was acquired by marrying heiresses. Nicholas Sneyd c1406-..... married Margaret daughter and 
coheir of Robert Downes of Shrigley, Cheshire; William Sneyd c1436-.... married Joan (OR Alice) daughter and heir of Roger 
Ledsham of Chester gentleman and Sir William Sneyd c1496-1572 married Ann daughter and coheir of Thomas Barrow of 
Flookersbrook, Cheshire glover. This Sir William Sneyd purchased Keele in 1544. The Sneyd arms were in use by the late 16C. 

The owner in 1680 was William Sneyd Esquire c1614-1695 (brother and heir male of Ralph Sneyd c1612-1650, and 
son of Ralph Sneyd c1574-1643) who had been Sheriff in 1663-4. Presumably he was living at Keele in 1666 but it was 
apparently his son (Mr Sneyd junior) Ralph Sneyd c1641-1704 who was assessed on 24 hearths at Keele in 1666. By 1680 
Ralph was living at Bradwell (below). 

Plot mentions William Sneyd of Keele Esquire (335) and dedicates Table 28 (335) To the Worspll. the prudent and 
most obligeing Gent: WILLIAM SNEYD OF KEEL Esquire This 28 Table 28, being the South-West Prospect of KEEL-HALL, his 
principal Mansion; in memory of his favours is gratefully dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Quarterly of 4 (1) Argent a scythe 
inverted in bend sinister sable on the fesse point a fleur-de-sable [SNEYD] (2) Quarterly argent and sable four leopards faces 
counterchanged [LEDSHAM] (3) Argent a "? cross doubly crosslet" ..... [? DOWNES] (4) Argent on three torteaux three fleur- 
de-lis on a chief azure a bugle-horn argent between two pheons argent [BARROW] 

Plot also mentions Richard Sneyd of The High House, Stafford [c1617-1683] (temp. Civil War) (336) who was an uncle 
of William (above). 


SNEYD OF BRADWELL IN WOLSTANTON 
SEAT: Bradwell Park [PLOT 180 f6] [P204] 
ARMS: Argent a scythe inverted in bend sinister sable on the fesse point a fleur-de-sable (a label gules) 


In 1666 Bradwell was assessed on 14 hearths and occupied by "Mrs Sneyd" probably Jane (c1612-1670) widow of 
Ralph Sneyd of Keele c1612-1650 (above). 

The occupier in 1680 was Ralph Sneyd Esquire c1641-1704 (see above) who succeded his father in 1695 and was 
himself succeded by his grandson Ralph Sneyd 1692-1733 (son of his first son, also Ralph Sneyd 1669-1695). 

Plot mentions Ralph Sneyd of Bradwell Esquire (152 236 359) 


SOMERFORD OF SOMERFORD IN BREWOOD 
SEAT: Somerford [PLOT 181 q7] [P205] 
ARMS: Vert a stag trippant ..... (see note) 


This family appear to have taken their name from the settlement which they held in the late 13C. Their arms which 
they held by the late 16C are normally given as "Vert a stag trippant proper attired or within a bordure engrailed argent" 

The owner in 1680 was Francis Somerford c1633-pc1693 (son of John Somerford c1604-p1666, who was assessed on 
4 hearths in 1666). He joined the Society of Friends (Quakers) and sold Somerford about 1693. He had at least four children 
John, Edward, Henry and Mary amongst whom perhaps his heir. 


SPENCER OF HANDSWORTH 
SEAT: Handsworth [PLOT 182 u11] [P206] 
ARMS: Sable a chevron argent between three hares heads erased argent 


Burke's GENERAL ARMORY gives these arms for families from Witton, Salop and an unnamed location in Staffs. 

One William Spencer was a party to a marriage settlement regarding land in Perry Barr (in Handsworth) in 1648. A 
man of the same name is said to have leased Perry Mill for 25 years in 1650 and another "Mr. William Spencer" was assessed 
on 5 hearths at Handsworth in 1666. This would probably be the same man living at "The Well Head", Handsworth in 1681. 


STAFFORD BARON STAFFORD 
SEAT: Stafford Castle [PLOT 183 M7] [P207] 
ARMS: Ora chevron gules (ON A LOZENGE) 


Roger Tosny c1029-p1066 came from Normandy with King William I. His son Roger Tosny c1050-?1088 held lands 
which were to become known as the barony of Stafford and then took that name. The principal seat of the family became 
Stafford Castle at an early period. Toward the end of the 12C the line ended in an heiress Millicent who married Hervey Bagot 
c1145-a1214 who also took the name Stafford. His successors had the titles Baron Stafford, Earl of Stafford and Duke of 
Buckingham. Their arms were in use by the end of the 13C. Edward Stafford 3rd Duke of Buckingham 1478-1521 was 
attainted and the family thus lost all their land and titles. The next year his son Henry Stafford 1501-1563 was restored to at 
least some of his father's lands in Staffordshire and in 1547 was created Baron Stafford anew. Henry was succeded by his son 
Henry 2nd Baron c1522-1566, then by another son Edward 3rd Baron 1536-1603 whose line ended in an heiress (below). At 
that date the Barony but not the lands fell to an impoverished grandson of the 1st Baron who was compelled by the King to 
surrender the Barony. 

The owner in 1680 was Mary Howard 1st Baroness Stafford c1619-1694 who was the daughter and heir of Edward 
Stafford 1601-1621 (son of Edward Stafford 4th Baron 1572-1625 and grandson of Edward Stafford 1536-1603, above). She 
married William Howard a1614-1680. They were created Baron and Baroness of Stafford in 1640 and he was created Viscount 
Stafford later the same year. He was beheaded 29 December 1680 on Tower Hill. She was created Countess of Stafford for life 
in 1688. Her heir was her son Henry Howard LATER Stafford-Howard c1648-1718 who was created Earl of Stafford in 1688. 

Stafford Castle is not mentioned in the 1666 hearth tax. 


STAFFORD OF "WESTON HALL", SALT 
SEAT: Weston-upon-Trent [PLOT 184 m9] [P208] 
ARMS: Or a chevron gules a canton ermine (in chief a crescent) 


William Stafford of Blatherwick, Northants 1627-1665 (a distant kinsman of Baroness Stafford, above), who married 
the daughter of a Shropshire baronet, may have inherited some land in Staffordshire. His oldest son Henry is said to have 
predeceased him and he was succeded by his second son William. 

This William Stafford Esquire ?1656-.... bought property in Salt shortly before 1680 from Abraham Fowler. Fowler 
was assessed on 11 hearths in Salt and Enson in 1666 and was probably the builder of Weston Hall (now [2004] the "Coopers 
Arms"). William Stafford was eventually succeded by his daughters as coheirs one of whom was Ann wife of George Evans 1st 
Baron Carbery c1680-1749. 


SWINFEN OF SWINFEN IN WEEFORD 
SEAT: Swinfen [PLOT 185 q12] [P209] 
ARMS: Per chevron sable and argent three leopards faces in chief argent 


Men of this name are found in the 14C. This particular family are found at Swinfen in the early 16C. Plot records 
their arms for the first time. 

The owner in 1680 was John Swinfen 1613-1694 (son of Richard Swinfen 1596-1659) who was assessed on 9 hearths 
in 1666. He was succeded by his son Richard Swinfen 1634-.... Plot mentions Mr Swinfen of Swinfen (166 385). 


TALBOT EARL OF SHREWSBURY 
SEAT: Alton [PLOT 172 h11] [P210] 
ARMS: Gules a lion rampant or within a bordure engrailed or 


John Talbot 1st Earl of Shrewsbury c1384-1453 acquired Alton by marriage and it subsequently appears to have 
stayed in the ownership of successive Earls. Alton Castle was partly destroyed in the Civil War and is not listed in the 1666 
hearth tax nor is a house shown on the site on Plt;s map. 

The owner in 1680 was Charles Talbot 12th Earl of Shrewsbury 1660-1718 (son of Francis Talbot 11th Earl c1624- 
1668) but subsequently created Duke of Shrewsbury and Marquess of Alton, co. Stafford. Having no children he was succeded 
by his heir male Gilbert Talbot ALIAS Grey 13th Earl of Shrewsbury 1673-1743 (who had taken the name Grey as a Jesuit). 

Plot mentions an Earl of Shrewsbury (166) and dedicates his MAP to this Earl: "To the most Honble Potent and Truely 
Noble CHARLES TALBOT Earle of SHREWSBURY WATERFORD and WEXFORD LD TALBOT STRANGE of Blackmere 
GIFFORD of Brimsfield FURNIVAL VERDON LOVETOFT &C. His Majties Ld Lieutenant of the County of STAFFORD. This 
MAP of STAFFORDSHIRE newly delineated after a new manner with all imaginable Submission is humbly dedicated by 
R.P.LL.D." ARMS: Also with armorial flags for Walsall, Stafford, See of Lichfield, City of Lichfield, Newcastle and Tamworth.

Gilbert Talbot c1222-1274 married an heiress of the family of Rhys ap Griffith (Prince of Wales) ?1132-1197 and arms ascribed 
to this family were later adopted by the Talbot family. Also adopted were the arms ascribed to Robert Belleme 3rd Earl of 
Shrewsbury c1054-1131. The Talbot's own original arms are given as (3). About 1326 Richard Talbot 2nd Baron Talbot c1319- 
1356 married Elizabeth 2nd dau and eventual coheir of John Comyn of Badenoch c1282-1306 by Joan dau and coheir=b of 
Aymer Valence 1st Earl of Pembroke ....-...... ..... Munchensi [see CP] Marshall Earl of Pembroke Richard Talbot 4th Baron 
Talbot c1361-1396 married about 1383 Ankaret daughter and eventual heir of John Lestrange 4th Baron Strange (of 
Blackmere) 1332-1361. His grandfather Fulk Lestrange 1st Baron Strange (of Blackmere) c1267-1324 had married Eleanor 
daughter and eventual coheir of John Giffard of Brimsfield, Glos; (sister and Clifford Owghtred John Talbot 1st Earl of 
Shrewsbury c1384-1453 married about 1407 Matilda daughter and coheir of Thomas Neville 6th Baron Furnivalle c1367-1407 
by Joan dau and heir of William Furnivalle 4th Baron Furnivalle 1326-1383 (by Joan dau and coheir of Theobald Verdun 2nd 
Baron Verdun 1278-1316. The Furnivalle family also represented Lovetot by an earlier marriage to aan heiress. Sir John 
Talbot of Grafton, Worcs Knight c1485-1549 married Margaret dau and heir of Adam Troutbeck of Mobberley, Cheshire John 
Talbot of Longford, Salop c1568-1607 married Eleanor dau and coheir of Sir Thomas Baskerville of Wolvershill, Worcs and 
Brinsop, Herefs Knight 


TAYLOR OF FOLE IN LEIGH 
SEAT: Fole Hall [PLOT 186 k11] [P211] 
ARMS: Sable a lion passant argent 


This family is not identified. In 1666 "Mr. Tayler" was assessed on 6 hearths in Leigh; this was probably Fole Hall. 
John Taylor (Rector of Colton) 1646-1701 is said to have borne "Sable a lion passant argent langued gules". Another John 
Taylor of Tean in Checkley had been an active parliamentarian and might be the man of this name who was Sheriff in 1694-5. 

Elsewhere these arms are said to be for Taylour[sic] of Cambs; Haleston Grange, Glos and Bradley, Hants. 


TERRICK OF ?NEWCASTLE 
SEAT: ?Newcastle [PLOT 187 h6] [P212] 
ARMS: Gules three lapwings or within a bordure or (see note) 


The Terricks are said to have settled at Clayton Griffith in Trentham by the early 16C. Their coat of arms is usually 
found "within a bordure argent". John Terrick of Clayton Griffith c1574-1648 had several sons. The oldest son John Terrick 
c1592-1629 settled at Penkhull in Stoke-upon-Trent whilst the second Samuel Terrick c1602-?1675, a London merchant, 
succeded to Clayton Griffith where he was assessed on 11 hearths in 1666. In 1669 he was described as "of the Hill". 

The seat marked on Plot's map is a good distance from either Penkhull or Clayton Griffith and appears to lie in 
Newcastle. The occupier is not known. 


THICKNESSE OF BALTERLEY 
SEAT: Balterley [PLOT 188 f4] [P213] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron sable fretty or in chief a scythe-blade azure edge to the chief point to the dexter 


Members of this family are found at Balterley in the 14C. They bore arms in the late 16C. In 1666 a Mrs Thicknesse 
was assessed on 4 hearths. 

The owner in 1680 was Ralph Thicknesse c1638-1686 (son of Ralph Thicknesse c1615-....) who was succeded by his 
son Ralph Thicknesse c1663-.... 


THYNNE VISCOUNT WEYMOUTH 
SEAT: Drayton Manor [PLOT 189 r14] [P214] 
ARMS: Argent four bars sable (see note) 


Thomas Thynne c1471-.... married Margaret daughter and eventual heir of Thomas Eynes of Church Stretton, Salop 
c1446-.... (by his wife Joyce daughter and heir of Humphrey Gatacre (of Gatacre in Claverley, Salop c1421-....). Humphrey 
Gatacre is said to have married Eleanor daughter and heir of Richard Blyke of Astley in Alveley, Salop (presumably a 
representative of a family named Astley) and was a second son of John Gatacre of Gatacre in Claverley, Salop 1389-a1427 (and 
Joyce daughter and heir of Sir John Burley Knight c1375-....). This Sir John Burley is said to be grandson of another Sir John 
Burley c1325 who married Amice daughter and heir of Sir Richard Pembridge K.G. c1305-.... Sir John Thynne c1514-1580 
married Christian daughter and eventual heir of Sir Richard Gresham Knight ?1485-1549. 

Plot has the arms of Thynne incorrectly on his map but correctly on the dedicatory Table. They should be "Barry of 
ten or and sable". 

The owner in 1680 was Sir Thomas Thynne 2nd Baronet 1640-1714 (son of Sir Henry Frederick Thynne of Caus 
Castle, Salop 1st Baronet 1615-1680) who had married about 1673 Frances daughter of Heneage Finch 3rd Earl of Winchilsea 
c1628-1689 and Mary daughter of William Seymour 2nd Duke of Somerset 1587-1660. Mary Seymour was the daughter of 
Frances (c1599-1674, who, then a widow, was assessed on 42 hearths in 1666) daughter and coheir of Robert Devereux 2nd 
Earl of Essex 1566-1601. This Frances Devereux had settled Drayton Bassett on her granddaughter Frances Finch and it was 
then, by right of his wife, that Sir Thomas Thynne enjoyed Drayton Bassett. His wife's arms are not shown on his shield as 
from an heraldic point-of-view she was not an heiress. On 11 December 1682 Thomas Thynne was created Viscount 
Weymouth. On his death he was succeded by his two granddaughters (daughters of his only son Henry 1676-1708) Frances 
wife of Algernon Seymour 7th Duke of Somerset 1684-1750 and Mary wife of William Greville 7th Baron Brooke of 
Beauchamps Court c1695-1727. 

Plot mentions "Lord Viscount Weymouth" (356) and dedicates Table 30 (368) To the right Honble and truly Noble lord 
THOMAS Viscount WEYMOUTH and Baron of WARMINSTER This 30. Table Shewing the W.N.W. Prospect of the fair City of 
Lichfield taken near UNITS Well with all dutifull observance is humbly presented by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Quarterly of 10 (1 & 10) 
Barry of ten or and sable [THYNNE] (2) Argent a lion rampant tail nowed and erected gules [ASTLEY] (3) Per fesse ermine 
and or on a fesse gules three bezants in chief [a greyhound courant azure] [EYNES] (4) Quarterly gules and ermine in II and 
III three piles gules over all on a fesse azure five bezants [GATACRE] (5) Sable a chevron argent between three [leopards

TRAFFORD OF SWYTHAMLEY IN LEEK 
SEAT: Swythamley [PLOT 190 b9] [P215] 
ARMS: Argent a griffin segreant gules (in dexter chief a crescent) 


William Trafford (a younger son of the Traffords of Trafford, Lancs) purchased Swythamley Grange about 1540. His 
family had borne arms from the 15C. 

The owner in 1680 was William Trafford c1616-1697 (son of William Trafford c1587-....) who was assessed on 8 
hearths in Heaton in 1666. He was succeded by his son William Trafford c1649-1726 who was Sheriff in 1706-7. Plot mentions 
Mr Trafford of Swythamley (204). 


TURTON OF ALREWAS [Senior] 
SEAT: Alrewas [PLOT 191 013] [P216] 
ARMS: Argent ten trefoils slipped vert 4 3 2 and 1 a canton gules 


William Turton of West Bromwich c1546-.... had three sons. The oldest William Turton c1576-1627 continued the line 
at West Bromwich but his progeny appear to have moved from there by 1680. The second son John Turton c1578-1636 was 
the father of William Turton of Alrewas (below) and of John Turton of West Bromwich c1602-.... (further below). The third son 
Thomas Turton c1590-.... appears to have founded a family in Wolverhampton. 

The owner in 1680 was William Turton Esquire c1600-1683 who, togther with his brother John, had a grant of arms 
(with a canton gules, as above) in 1660. He was assessed on 6 hearths in 1666. He is said to have built a second house in 
Alrewas for his son John (below) and may also have built "Orgreave Hall" which is shown on Plot's map but not attached to any 
family. 


TURTON OF ALREWAS [Junior] 
SEAT: Alrewas [PLOT 192 014] [P217] 
ARMS: Argent ten trefoils slipped vert 4 3 2 and 1 a canton gules (in chief a crescent) 


The occupier of a second house in Alrewas in 1680 was John Turton 1637-1708 (son of William, above, who 
apparently had this house built). He was assessed on 11 hearths in 1666, became a Baron of the Exchequer in 1689 and was 
that year knighted; in 1696 he became a Justice of the King's Bench. He was succeded by a grandson John Turton 1688-1771 
(son of his oldest son William 1662-1692). 


TURTON OF "THE OAK HOUSE", WEST BROMWICH 
SEAT: Oak House [PLOT 193 t9] [P218] 
ARMS: Argent ten trefoils slipped vert 4 3 2 and 1 a canton gules (in chief a mullet) 


The occupier in 1680 was William Turton 1627-1682 (son of John Turton of West Bromwich c1602-...., above, who had 
been granted arms in 1660). He was assessed on 11 hearths in 1666. His heir was a son William Turton 1663-.... 


UNDERWOOD OF DARLASTON IN STONE 
SEAT: Darlaston [PLOT 197 k7] [P219] 
ARMS: Gules on a fesse ermine between three annulets or a lion passant or in chief a cross paty fitchy or 


One John Underwood c1500-.... was living at Darlaston in the early 16C. He might be the ancestor of the gentleman 
resident here in 1680 whose identity has not been discovered. 


UNWIN OF "CLOUGH HOUSE", TALK-ON-THE-HILL 
SEAT: "Clough Hall" [PLOT 198 e6] [P220] 
ARMS: Azure three fleur-de-lis argent within a bordure engrailed or (see note) 


An Unwin family is said to have been living in Chatterley in Wolstanton by the early 15C. By the early 16C Thomas 
Unwin c1500-...., said to be of this family, had settled at Clough. His son Thomas may have been granted arms in 1581. 

The occupier in 1680 is said to have been Benjamin Unwin c1653-.... (son of Simon Unwin c1619-...., who was 
assessed on 12 hearths in 1666, and was Sheriff in 1677). This Simon Unwin is said to have been a younger son of an Unwin 
family from Horton, Wilts who might be unrelated to the earlier Unwin family. Their arms are also found as "Azure three fleur- 
de-lis or within a bordure engrailed argent (on fesse point a crescent argent)". Benjamin Unwin's heir is not known. 


VERNON OF NEEDWOOD FOREST 
SEAT: Needwood Forest [PLOT 194 n13] [P221] 
ARMS: Argent a fret sable 


The Vernon family long settled at Harlaston and Haddon, Derbys bore arms by the start of the 15C. A junior branch of 
the family settled at Hodnet, Salop and also acquired Houndhill which was passed to a younger son. Of this family was Sir 
Edward Vernon 1584-1657 who also became possessed of Sudbury, Derbys and, by marriage, of Hilton. He had several sons. 
The oldest Sir Henry Vernon 1615-1659 who continued the line at Sudbury, the second Edward Vernon c1619-?1684 was a 
Colonel in the Royalist Army, whilst the third John Vernon 1622-1670 was Quartermaster General in Ireland for the 
Parliamentary Army. As a reward for his services Cromwell granted John Vernon Clontarf Castle in Dublin. However Charles II 
dispossessed him of it and granted it to his brother Edward. 

In 1680 Edward Vernon Esquire c1619-?1684 is shown with a seat in the area of Needwood Forest. He married a 
sister of Joseph Guilford. He is said to have had two daughters only one of whom, Mary, appears to have survived him. 
Clontarf Castle eventually passed back to the family of his brother John. 

Plot mentions Colonel Edward Vernon (261) and dedicates Table 36 (435) To the Worspll. EDWARD VERNON Esquire 
Deputy High Steward of the HONOR of TUTBURY and deputy Lieutenant of the Forrest of NEEDWOOD This 36 Table 
Shewing the S.E. prospect of TUTBURY CASTLE is gratefully offer'd by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Argent a fret sable IMPALING Ora 
saltire sable between four martlets sable [GUILFORD] 


VERNON OF HILTON IN WOLVERHAMPTON 
SEAT: Hilton Park [PLOT 195 q8] [P222] 
ARMS: Argent a fret sable (in chief a crescent) 


As stated above Sir Edward Vernon 1584-1657 acquired Hilton by marriage. It passed to his son Sir Henry Vernon 
1615-1659 who settled it on one of his younger sons Henry Vernon. 

The owner in 1680 was this Henry Vernon Esquire 1636-1711 who had been assessed on 11 hearths in 1666 and was 
succeded by his son Henry Vernon 1663-1732. 


VILLIERS OF HANBURY 
SEAT: Hanbury [PLOT 196 m13] [P223] 
ARMS: Argent on a cross gules five escallops or 


Thomas Villiers c1550-1614 sometime Lord Chamberlain to Queen Mary was buried at Hanbury in 1614. He is said to 
have been related to the Villiers of Brooksby, Leics. 

The occupier in 1680 was Thomas Villiers Esquire c1616-1686 (son of Edward Villiers c1609-1647, whose father had 
been assessed on 6 hearths in 1666). He was succeded by his son John Villiers c1647-?1727. Plot mentions Mr Villiers of 
Hanbury "a sober grave Gent." (143). 


VYSE OF STANDON 
SEAT: Standon [PLOT 199 k5] [P224] 
ARMS: Argent a bucks head caboshed sable between the attires a cross sable 


Henry Vyze purchased the manor house of Standon about 1563. The family were bearing arms by the late 16C. 

The owner in 1680 was Andrew Vyze 1615-1694 (son of Humphrey Vyze 1591-1667, who was assessed on 9 hearths 
in 1666). Andrew was assessed on 6 hearths in 1666 for a house in Walford. He was succeded by his son John Vyze c1640- 
1698. 


WARBURTON OF ABBOTS BROMLEY 
SEAT: Pagets Bromley [PLOT 237 m11] [P225] 
ARMS: Quarterly in I argent in IJ and HI gules a fret or in IV sable 


The Warburton family had their principal seat at Arley, Cheshire by the 15C. Their arms are usually given as "Argent 
a chevron sable between three cormorants sable". A younger son Peter Warburton of "Hefferston Grange", Weaverston, 
Cheshire c1524-.... is said to have acquired an estate at Abbot Bromley by marriage. 

The owner in 1680 was Robert Warburton c1628-.... (son of Peter Warburton 1588-1666, a Justice of the Common 
Pleas), who had a son John Warburton c1667-.... who was awarded an M.D. at Leyden in 1692. Plot mentions the family (281 
283 331). 


WARD BARON WARD 
SEAT: Dudley Castle [PLOT 200 u8] [P226] 
ARMS: Checky or and azure a bend ermine 


Humble Ward c1614-1670 (son of William Ward of London goldsmith c1577-....) married about 1628 Frances suo jure 
6th Baroness Dudley 1611-1697 (above). He was created Baron Ward of Birmingham in 1644 and was Sheriff in 1658.9. By 
right of his wife he was lord of Dudley and Himley (where his widow was living in 1680). In 1666 he was assessed on 11 
hearths at Dudley Castle, 29 hearths at Himley and 13 hearths at Sedgley Park. He was succeded by his oldest son Edward 
(below) and his second son William settled at Willingsworth (further below). 

The occupier in 1680 was Edward Ward 2nd Baron Ward 1631-1701 who was assessed on 12 hearths at Corbyns Hall 
in Kingswinford in 1666. On the death of his grandmother he became 7th Baron Dudley and was succeded by his grandson 
Edward Ward 8th Baron 1683-1704 (son of William Ward c1661-1692). Plot's map shows the ordinary Ward coat of arms. The 
Table, however, gives priority to the Dudley/Sutton arms and also quarters a Sutton variant and Lexinton. (Robert Sutton 
c1190-.... married Alice sister and coheir of Henry Lexinton (Bishop of Lincoln) c1190-1258) 

Plot mentions Edward Lord Ward Baron of Birmingham several times (39 98 153 175 180 183 260 390) and dedicates 
Table 3 (39) To the right Honble EDWARD Lord WARD Baron of BIRMINGHAM Heir apparent of the Barony of DUDLEY of 
DUDLEY CASTLE This 3d Table being the E.S.E. Prospect of the said CASTLE in Testimony of his Gratitude is humbly 
dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Quarterly of 4 (1) Or two lions passant in pale azure [DUDLEY/SUTTON] (2) Checky or and 
azure a bend ermine [WARD] (3) Or a lion rampant vert [SUTTON] (4) Argent a cross patonce azure [? recte argent] [for 
LEXINTON] MOTTO: COMME JE FU ("As I was") 


WARD OF WILLINGSWORTH IN SEDGLEY 
SEAT: Willingsworth [PLOT 201 t9] [P227] 
ARMS: Checky or and azure a bend ermine (in chief a crescent) 


In 1666 the occupier was assessed on 28 hearths. A note states "And shee returned 40 under her owne hand into the 
Exchequer and hath but 28 but refuseth to pay soe many". 

The owner in 1680 was William Ward Esquire c1633-1714 (2nd son of Humble Ward 1st Baron Ward c1614-1670, 
above). He acquired Willingsworth by his marriage in 1672 to an heiress. He was succeded by his son William Ward c1666- 
1720. Plot mentions him (153). 


WARD OF SHENSTONE 
SEAT: Shenstone [PLOT 202 r12] [P228] 
ARMS: Azure a cross paty or a canton argent 


Alexander Ward of Freeford in Lichfield c1588-1663 (son of Thomas Ward) purchased an estate in Shenstone. 
The owner in 1680 was (if alive) his son Thomas Ward c1631-.... who is said to have been granted arms in 1664 and 
who was assessed on 6 hearths in 1666. He had at least two sons and three daughters amongst whom perhaps his heir. 


WEDGWOOD OF HARRACLES IN HORTON 
SEAT: Harracles [PLOT 203 d9] [P229] 
ARMS: Gules four mullets 1 2 & 1 argent a canton argent 


The Wedgwoods were settled at Harracles in the early 16C and had a grant of arms in 1576. 

The owner in 1680 was (the guardian of) William Wedgwood c1668-c1681 (son of William Wedgwood c1635-1677, 
who was assessed on 7 hearths in 1666 under Longsdon in Leek, presumably because part of the Harracles estate lay there). 
On his death his brother John Wedgwood c1669-.... succeded and was living in the 1690s. 


WESTON OF HAGLEY IN RUGELEY 
SEAT: Rugeley [PLOT 204 010] [P230] 
ARMS: Or an eagle displayed sable (see note) 


The Weston family were living at Rugeley by the early 16C (and perhaps much earlier). They became lords of Hagley 
in the mid 16C. Their arms are usually portrayed with the eagle displayed "regardant". 

The owner in 1680 was Philip Weston Esquire 1637-1714 (son of Richard Weston c1609-1652) who succeded his 
grandfather Sir Richard Weston c1579-?1658 and was assessed on 15 hearths in 1666. He was succeded by his son Charles 
Weston c1659-.... Plot mentions the family (331). 


WHITBY OF GREAT HAYWOOD IN COLWICH 
SEAT: Great Haywood [PLOT 207 m9] [P231] 
ARMS: Gules three snakes coiled [or] on a chief or three pheons sable 


The Whitby family appear to have purchased an estate in Haywood in the early 17C. Plot is first to record their arms. 

The owner in 1680 was Thomas Whitby c1623-.... said to be a grandson of the original purchaser. He was assessed on 
5 hearths in 1666 and was succeded by a son Thomas Whitby c1648-1711. Plot mentions the wife of Mr Thomas Whitby of 
Great Haywood (388). 


WHITEHALL OF PIPE RIDWARE 
SEAT: Pipe Ridware [PLOT 205 012] [P232] 
ARMS: Argent a fesse checky of three rows gules and sable between three esquires helmets [azure] 


James Whitehall c1445-.... acquired Sharpecliffe in Ipstones by marriage. His oldest son William founded a family 
seated at Great Bloxwich in Walsall which appears to have died out by the late 16C. His second son Robert Whitehall succeded 
at Sharpecliffe whilst James Whitehall of Whitehall in Ipstones might have been a third son. Robert Whitehall of Sharpecliffe 
c1553-.... had an oldest son James Whitehall c1581-1644 who became Rector of Checkley and a third son Richard of 
Whitchurch, Salop (below). 

In 1666 the largest house in Pipe Ridware was rated at 10 hearths. This could be the residence of John Whitehall, the 
owner of Pipe Ridware manor in 1680. John Whitehall Esquire c1624-1684 (son of James Whitehall of Checkley, above) had 
himself purchased this manor. He was succeded by his son James Whitehall c1668-1705. Plot mentions John Whitehall of Pipe 
Ridware Esquire "... who is a most intelligent Bee-Master" (386). 


WHITEHALL OF LOCKWOOD IN KINGSLEY 
SEAT: Lockwood [PLOT 206 g10] [P233] 
ARMS: Argent a fesse checky of three rows gules and sable between three esquires helmets [azure] (in chief a mullet) 


The occupier in 1680 was Rowland Whitehall c1620-.... (son of Richard Whitehall of Whitchurch, Salop c1590-...., 
above) who was assessed on 7 hearths in 1666. He was probably succeded by his son John Whitehall c1660-.... 


WHITGREAVE OF GREAT BRIDGEFORD IN SEIGHFORD 
SEAT: Great Bridgeford [PLOT 208 17] [P234] 
ARMS: Azure on a cross quarter-pierced or four chevronels gules 


Robert Whitgreave of Burton in Castle Church 1392-1453 (said to be of a family which took its name from Whitgreave 
near Stafford in the 12C) acquired Great Bridgeford by marriage. It passed to Robert Whitgreave of Burton c1499-1550 who 
had an elder son Humphrey Whitgreave of Burton 1527-1609 and a younger son Thomas Whitgreave c1530-1590 who lived at 
Great Bridgeford. Thomas Whitgreave had five sons the fourth of whom acquired Moseley (below). The senior line continued 
at Burton. Robert Whitgreave of Burton 1570-1650 had an elder son Walter Whitgreave c1598-1655 who inherited Burton 
which passed to his son Thomas Whitgreave c1641-?1679 and to Thomas's son Richard Whitgreave 1677-.... who is said to 
have sold it. A younger brother of Walter, Thomas Whitgreave 1603-1643 appears to have inherited Great Bridgeford. 

The owner in 1680 was his son Sir Thomas Whitgreave Knight c1626-1695 who having been a Parliamentary Colonel 
was knighted by Cromwell in 1658. He was assessed on 8 hearths in 1666. He is not known to have had children. Plot 
mentions him (359). 


WHITGREAVE OF MOSELEY IN BUSHBURY 
SEAT: Moseley [PLOT 209 q8] [P235] 
ARMS: Azure on a cross quarter-pierced or four chevronels gules (in dexter chief a mullet) 


Thomas Whitgreave 1570-1627 (fourth son of Thomas Moseley c1530-1590) appears to have acquired Moseley by 
marriage. 

The owner in 1680 was, his son, Thomas Whitgreave al1625-1702 who was awarded a pension for assisting the King 
during the Civil War. He was succeded by his son Thomas Whitgreave c1672-.... 

Nobody of this name appears in the 1666 hearth tax but an otherwise unaccounted for house of 7 hearths was 
occupied by "The Lady Clifton" possibly a tenant of the Whitgreaves. 


WHITWORTH OF ADBASTON 
SEAT: Adbaston [PLOT 212 13] [P236] 
ARMS: Argent a bend sable in sinister chief a garb ?gules 


Richard Whitworth c1638-1719 (son of John Whitworth of Blore Pipe in Eccleshall c1595-...., who was assessed on 8 
hearths at Croxton in 1666) appears to have acquired an estate at Adbaston probably later known as "Batchacre Park". He 
was succeded by his oldest son Charles Whitworth 1675-1725 who was in 1720 created Baron Whitworth of Galway [I.] but 
died childless. Plot records their arms for the first time. 


WHORWOOD 
SEAT: NOT SEATED [PLOT 242] [P237] 
ARMS: Argent a chevron sable between three bucks heads caboshed sable (on the chevron a crescent) 


The family of Whorwood are found at Compton in Kinver in the late 14C. They were bearing arms before the late 16C. 
The senior line were represented in 1680 by William Whorwood Esquire c1649-1703 who had sold all or most of his 
Staffordshire estates in 1672 and was then living at Denton, Kent. 


A younger son Robert Whorwood c1522-1590 purchased Sandwell in West Bromwich about 1569. His representative 
in 1680 was Brome Whorwood Esquire 1615-1684 who still owned the Sandwell estate but appears to have been living at 
Holton, Oxon. 


WIGHTWICK OF DUNSTALL IN WOLVERHAMPTON 
SEAT: Dunstall "Tunstall" [PLOT 210 r7] [P238] 
ARMS: Azure on a chevron argent between three pheons or three crosses paty gules 


The Wightwick family took their name from the settlement and are said to have been established in Tettenhall from 
the mid 13C. 

Francis Wightwick 1618-1692 (son of Alexander Wightwick 1587-1659), the owner of Wightwick, purchased Dunstall, 
then more often known as "Tunstall", and was assessed on 12 hearths in 1666. His oldest son (and eventual heir) Francis 
Wightwick 1653-1695 was living at Wightwick in 1680 (below) and was himself succeded by a son of the same name, Francis 
Wightwick 1683-1714. 


WIGHTWICK OF WIGHTWICK IN TETTENHALL 
SEAT: Wightwick [PLOT 211 s6] [P239] 
ARMS: Azure on a chevron argent between three pheons or three crosses paty gules (a label gules) 


The occupier in 1680 was Francis Wightwick 1653-1695 oldest son of Francis Wightwick 1618-1692 (above). Plot 
mentions Francis and John Wightwick (probably brothers) (8 164). 


WILBRAHAM OF WESTON-UNDER-LIZARD 
SEAT: Weston Hall [PLOT 213 p5] [P240] 
ARMS: Argent three bends wavy azure 


Sir Richard Wilbraham of Cheshire bore these arms in the mid 13C. His younger son William who continued the line 
married Christian heiress of Richard Crossley. His descendant Thomas Wilbraham c1400-a1470 by marriage with Margaret 
daughter and heir of John Golborne acquired Woodhey in Faddiley, Cheshire and this remained the principal seat of the 
family. 

The owner of Weston in 1680 was Sir Thomas Wilbraham 3rd Baronet c1625-1692 (son of Sir Thomas Wilbraham 
c1602-1660 whose father Richard Wilbraham was created a baronet in 1621). He had acquired Weston by marriage in 1651 
and was assessed on 25 hearths in 1666. Thomas Wilbraham was succeded by his three daughters Elizabeth, Grace and Mary. 
It was Mary the wife of Richard Newport 2nd Earl of Bradford 1644-1723 who succeded to Weston. 

Plot states that Wilbraham would not let him make an engraving of Weston Hall but does dedicate Table 33 (405) to 
him. To the right Worspll. Sr. THOMAS WILBRAHAM of WESTON under LIZARD Baronet. This 33d. Table Representing some 
few of the ANTIQUITIES OF STAFFORDSHIRE with the sincerest gratitude is humbly presented by R.P.LL.D. ARMS Quarterly 
of 4: (1 & 4) Argent three bends wavy azure [WILBRAHAM] (2) Argent a cross patonce gules between four martlets gules (a 
label gules) [GOLBORNE] (3) Argent on a bend sable three crosses crosslet [or] [PCROSSLEY] 


WILMOT OF EARDLEY END IN AUDLEY 
SEAT: Eardley [PLOT 214 f5] [P241] 
ARMS: Sable on a fesse or between three eagles heads couped argent three escallops gules (a canton ermine) 


Robert Wilmot of Osmaston, Derbys Esquire c1642-1722 (son of Sir Nicholas Wilmot of Osmaston c1612-1682, said to 
be a younger son of a family from Chaddesden, Derbys) acquired Eardley End, which had been assessed on 9 hearths in 1666, 
by marriage. He was succeded by a son Robert Wilmot c1670-1738. Plot mentions Robert Wilmot of Eardley Esquire (49 155). 


WOLLASTON OF WALSALL 
SEAT: Walsall [PLOT 220 s9] [P242] 
ARMS: Argent three mullets pierced sable 


Thomas Wollaston 1515-...., said to be of a family from Tettenhall, married into a Walsall family and settled there. 
John Wollaston c1617-1674 was Mayor of Walsall in 1661 and was assessed on 13 hearths in 1666. 
The occupier in 1680 was (probably) his son Thomas Wollaston c1644-.... who may have had a son Richard. 


WOLSELEY OF WOLSELEY IN COLWICH 
SEAT: Wolseley [PLOT 216 n10] [P243] 
ARMS: Argent a talbot passant gules 


The Wolseley family had owned Wolseley since the 11C and bore their arms in the 13C. 

The owner in 1680 was Sir Charles Wolseley 2nd Baronet c1630-1714 (son of Sir Robert Wolseley who was created a 
Baronet in 1628) who was assessed on 16 hearths in 1666. He was succeded by his sons William c1659-1728, Henry 1663- 
c1730 and then a nephew William c1692-1779. Plot mentions Sir Charles Wolseley of Wolseley (383). 


WOLVERSTONE (LATER WOLFERSTAN) OF STATFOLD 
SEAT: Statfold [PLOT 215 q15] [P244] 
ARMS: Sable a fesse wavy or between three wolfs heads erased or 


Humphrey Wolverstone c1530-1592 is said to have acquired Statfold by marriage. His father Thomas Wolverstone of 
Weeford is said to have come from Wolverstone in Suffolk. The arms may have been in use in the 16C. 

The owner in 1680 was Francis Wolverstone LATER Wolferstan Esquire c1641-1712 (son of Francis Wolverstone 
1612-1666, who was assessed on 9 hearths in 1666). Francis was a barrister, an amateur historian and "a maker of indifferent 
verse". His daughter and heir Ann was married to Sir John Egerton of Wrinehill in Betley 3rd Baronet c1652-1729. 

Plot mentions Francis Wolferstan of Statfold (4 6 9 31 60 156-7 182 185 200 229 239 252 255 264 266 333 and 
dedicated Table 1 (29) "To the learned and ingenious Gent. FRANCIS WOLFERSTAN of STATFOLD Esquire This first Table 
consisting cheifly of such matters as relate to his owne observations, in memory of his assistance is gratefully dedicated by 
R.P.LL.D." ARMS: Quarterly of 9 (1) Sable a fesse wavy or between three wolfs heads erased or [WOLFERSTAN] (2) ..... a 


chevron between three ..... ..... on a chief argenyt an eagle displayed ..... [.....] (3) Azure a chevron or between three crescents 
or [.....] (4) Paly argent and ..... overall on a bend ..... five ..... 00... [.....] (5) Argent on a bend ..... three .... in chief sinister a 
star ..... [.....] (6) Vert ....... nine crosses crosslet ???? [.....] (7) Argent on a chief wavy three roundells .... [.....] (8) Argent two

WOOD OF UTTOXETER 
SEAT: Uttoxeter [PLOT 217 k12] [P245] 
ARMS: Sable on a bend argent three fleur-de-lis sable 


William Wood of London citizen and salter c1589-c1642 appears to have acquired an estate in Uttoxeter which he 
passed to his son James. 

The owner in 1680 was (if living) this son James Wood c1619-.... who was assessed on 11 hearths in 1666 and 
succeded by a son James Wood c1653-.... His heir is not known. A man of this name was Sheriff 1707-8. 


WOOD OF UPPER TEAN IN CHECKLEY 
SEAT: Upper Tean [PLOT 218 i10] [P246] 
ARMS: Argent a wolf rampant sable 


This family and seat has not been identified. However the arms were in use by the early 17C by Henry Wood of 
Cannock c1573-.... (son of Thomas Wood of Balterley). Henry Wood had two sons Ralph, born about 1603, and Richard. Either 
of these might be the occupier (or father of the occupier) of Upper Tean. 


WOODHOUSE OF WOODHOUSE IN WOMBOURN 
SEAT: Woodhouse [PLOT 219 t7] [P247] 
ARMS: Gules a cross or between twelve crosses crosslet or 


The family of Woodhouse appear to have taken their name from the settlement where they are said to have lived prior 
to the 14C. 

The owner in 1680 was Edward Woodhouse c1623-1689 (son of John Woodhouse c1598-1651) who was assessed on 8 
hearths and 4 hearths in Wombourn in 1666. He was succeded by his son John Woodhouse c1656-p1699. 


WRIGHT 
SEAT: NOT SEATED [PLOT 243] [P248] 
ARMS: Sable on a chevron argent between three (beasts) heads erased ..... three ?spear-heads ..... 


This person and family have not been indentified. 


WROTTESLEY OF PERTON IN TETTENHALL 
SEAT: Perton [PLOT 221 s6] [P249] 
ARMS: Or three piles meeting in base sable a canton ermine 


The Wrottesley family (see below) held the lordship of Perton by the 15C. In 1680 their senior representative Sir 
Walter Wrottesley 2nd Baronet c1626-1686 was resident here. 
The house here might be that house assessed on 10 hearths in 1666. 


WROTTESLEY OF WROTTESLEY IN TETTENHALL 
SEAT: Wrottesley [PLOT 222 r6] [P250] 
ARMS: Or three piles meeting in base sable a canton ermine (a label argent) 


William Wrottesley c1171-c1242 appears to have taken his name from the settlement of Wrottesley which he may 
have inherited. The family were bearing these arms, which appear to be based on a Bassett coat-of-arms, by the mid 14C. 
Walter Wrottesley c1430-1473 married Jane daughter and heir of William Baron of Reading, Berks. 

In 1680 the senior representative of the family was Sir Walter Wrottesley 2nd Baronet c1626-1686 (son of Walter 
Wrottesley 1606-1659 who was created a Baronet in 1642). At that time he was living at Perton (above) but had been assessed 
on 20 hearths at Wrottesley in 1666. His son Walter Wrottesley (later 3rd Baronet) c1658-1712 was living at Wrottesley in 
1680 and was succeded by a son John Wrottesley 4th Baronet c1682-1726. 

Plot mentions Sir Walter Wrottesley (168 210 304 359 384) and dedicates Table 11 to him (187) To the right Worspll. 
the much honored & judicious Gent. Sr. WALTER WROTTESLEY Bart. This 11th Table of formed Stones in acknowledgment of 
his many & eminent favours is gratefully dedicated by R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Quarterly of 4 (1 & 4) Or three piles sable meeting in 
base a canton ermine [WROTTESLEY] (2) Or a chevron azure between three garbs gules [BARON] (3) Per pale or and azure 
two bars counterchanged [..... perhaps a fictitious coat] 


WYRLEY OF HAMSTEAD IN HANDSWORTH 
SEAT: Hamstead [PLOT 223 t10] [P251] 
ARMS: Argent three bugle-horns sable stringed vert 


The Wyrley family probably named from that settlement are found at Hamstead by the late 14C by which time they 
were using a coat of arms with bugle horns and sometimes with a chevron dividing them. They seem to have adopted the coat 
given above by 1664. Cornelius Wyrley c1469-a1512 married Clare daughter and heir of John Sheldon of Rowley Regis 
c1444..... 

The owner in 1680 was Sir John Wyrley Knight c1607-1687 (son of Humphrey Wyrley c1574-a1641) who was 
assessed on 19 hearths in 1666. Having no children, he was succeded by a nephew Humphrey Wyrley c1645-.... (son of 
Humphrey Wyrley c1615-....). 

Plot mentions Sir John Wyrley of Hampsted Knight (29 105) and dedicates Table 14 (221) To the right Worspll. Sr. 
JOHN WYRLEY of HAMSTEAD Kt. This 14 Table of Undescribed Plants in memory of his Beneficence is gratefully dedicated by 
R.P.LL.D. ARMS: Quarterly of 6 (1) Argent three bugle-horns sable stringed vert [WYRLEY] (2) Or a chevron gules betwen 
three lions rampant azure [.....] (3) Gules six fleur-de-lis 3 2 & 1 [WYRLEY] (4) Sable two .... [.....] (5) Argent a bend sable 
between in chief a rose gules and in base a fleur-de-lis gules [.....] (6) Sable a fesse argent between three [sheldrakes proper] 
[SHELDON] 


YONGE OF CHARNES IN ECCLESHALL 
SEAT: Charnes [PLOT 224 k4] [P252] 
ARMS: Azure a bucks head caboshed or a chief sable 


John Yonge c1320-a1386 is said to to have acquired Charnes by marriage into the family of the same name. The 
Yonge arms may be based on those of Charnes. 

The owner in 1680 was John Yonge ?1652-a1726 (son of John Yonge 1620-1676, whose ?mother was assessed on 8 
hearths in 1666). He was succeded by his son Walter Yonge c1672-1723.
